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TO  THE  MAYOR  AND  COMMON  COUNCIL. 


WHIN  the  undersigned  was  appointed  by  your  honorable  body, 
to  collate  and  index  the  City  Ordinances,  it  was  believed  to  be  a 
simple  work,  of  adding  to  the  old  publications  ordinances  which  had 
not  been  incorporated  therein  and  properly  arranging,  indexing,  and 
publishing  all  of  them  together.  Examination  proved  otherwise; 
first,  it  was  necessary  to  read  and  examine  all  the  ordinances  on  file, 
to  see  what  had  been  repealed  and  what  might  yet  have  vitality ; 
next,  but  a  small  portion  of  the  ordinances  could  be  found  on  file, 
so  loosely  had  the  original  ordinances  been  taken  care  of  in  former 
years  ;  then,  by  reason  of  this  last  fact,  it  became  necessary  to  ex-* 
amine  the  minutes  of  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board  since  the  com- 
mencement of  your  municipality ;  and,  still  further,  to  examine  the 
files  of  the  corporation  newspapers,  to  see  what  had  been  published. 
But  this  was  not  all ;  it  was  thought  by  many  that  some  of  the  pub- 
lished ordinances  were  of  questionable  legality,  either  by  reason  of 
the  loss  of  the  original  ordinances,  or  by  reason  of  their  not  having 
been  published  according  to  the  requisites  of  the  City  Charter  of  '34. 
To  obviate  these  difficulties,  as  far  as  possible,  if,  indeed,  they  were 
well  founded,  a  delay  was  necessary  until  the  passage  of  the  Charter 
just  adopted  at  the  late  session  of  the  Legislature,  a  provision  having 
been  inserted  in  the  draft  thereof,  having  in  view  this  object. 

He  respectfully  submits,  that  the  work  is  as  correct  as  the  mate- 
rials and  circumstances  would  permit.  The  index  will  be  found  very 
full,  and  a  great  assistance  to  new  members  of  the  Board,  as  well 
as  others,  while  the  headings  to  chapters,  though  an  innovation  upon 
the  old  style,  is  an  improvement,  as  it  gives  to  the  reader  the  gen- 
eral points  of  all  the  ordinances  on  each  subject,  and  by  the  number 
attached,  the  particular  section,  at  one  general  glance.

AN  ACT 

To  Revise  and  Amend  the  several  Acts  relating  to 
the  City 'of  Brooklyn. 

Passed  April  ±th,  1850.     "  Three-fifths  being  present.'' 
The   People  of  the  State  of  Neiv  York,  in  Senate  and  Assem- 
bly, do  enact  as  follows  : 
TITLE  I. 

OF     THE     BOUNDARIES     AND      CIVIL     DIVISIONS      OF    THE    CITY     OF 
BROOKLYN. 

SECTION  1.     All  of  that  part  of  the  County  of  Kings  at  pre-  Boundaries 
sent  known  as  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  and  which  is  bounded  east-  ol 
erly  by  the  townships  of  Williamsburgh  and  Bushwick,  south 
by  Flatbush  and  New  Utrecht,  west  by  the  bay  of  New  York, 
and   north  by  the  East  River,  shall  continue  to  be  a   city   by 
the  name  of  Brooklyn,  except  so  much  of  the  present  territo-  Name  of 
ry  of  the   said   city  as  lies  east   of  the  centre  line  of  what   is  "Brooklyn«" 
called   Division  avenue,  between   the   intersection  of  South 
Sixth  street  in  the  village  of  Williamsburgh,  and  Flushing  av-  p^ 
enue  in  said  city,  which  territory  shall   hereafter,    upon  the  territory  "of 
passage  of  this  act,  belong  to    and  be  a  part  of  the  village   of  ^e  Jj^^J 
Williamsburgh,    and  subject  to  all  laws   appertaining  to   said  the  village  of 
-"age.  ££.'•« 

§  2.  The  citizens  of  this  state,  from  time  to  time,  inhabi- 
tants within  the  limits  of  said  city,  and  the  corporation  now- 
existing  and  known  by  the  name  of  "The  mayor  and  common 
council  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,"  shall  be,  and  continue  to 
be,  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  "The  city  of  Brooklyn,"  Corporate 
and  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  privileges,  immunities 
and  franchises  heretofore  conferred  upon  it  by  law. 

§  3.     The  first  ward  of  the  said  city  shall  comprise  the  fol-  Boundaries 
living  district,  viz  :     Beginning  at  a  point  on  Atlantic   street  Ol 
wnere    the  centre  lines  of  Atlantic  and  Hicks  street  intersect 
each  other,  and  running  thence  westerly  along   the   centre  of 
Atlantic  street  and  a  line  in  continuation  thereof  to   the  East 


river  ;  thence  northeasterly  along  the  East  river  to  a  point 
opposite  to  the  centre  of  Fulton  street,  or  a  line  in  continua- 
tion thereof  ;  thence  southeasterly  along  the  centre  of  Fulton 
street  to  the  centre  of  Hicks  street  ;  and  thence  southerly 
along  the  centre  of  Hicks  street  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

SecondWard  §  4.  The  second  ward  of  said  city  shall  comprise  the  fol- 
lowing district,  viz  :  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  East  river 
at  the  centre  line  of  Fulton  street  continued,  and  running 
thence  southeasterly  along  the  centre  of  Fulton  street  to  a 
point  opposite  the  centre  of  Sands  street;  thence  easterly 
along  the  centre  of  Sands  street  to  the  centre  of  Bridge  street ; 
thence  northerly  along  the  centre  of  Bridge  street  and  a  line 
in  continuation  thereof  to  the  East  river;  and  thence  westerly 
along  the  East  river  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Third  Ward.  §  5.  The  third  ward  of  said  city  shall  comprise  the  fol- 
lowing district,  viz  :  Beginning  at  a  point  on  Fulton  street 
where  the  centre  lines  of  Fulton  street  and  Hicks  street  in- 
tersect each  other,  arid  running  thence  southeasterly  along  the 
centre  of  Fulton  street  and  Fulton  avenue  to  the  centre  of 
Boerum  street ;  thence  southerly  along  the  centre  of  Boerum 
street  to  the  centre  of  Atlantic  street ;  thence  westerly  along 
the  centre  of  Atlantic  street  to  the  centre  of  Hicks  street ;  and 
thence  northerly  along  the  centre  of  Hicks  street  to  the  place 
of  beginning. 

FourthWard  §  6.  The  fourth  ward  of  the  said  city  shall  comprise  the 
following  district,  viz  :  Beginning  at  a  point  where  the  cen- 
tre lines  of  Sands  street  and  Fulton  street  intersect  each  other, 
and  running  thence  easterly  along  the  centre  of  Sands  street 
•  to  the  centre  of  Bridge  street;  thence  southerly  along  the 
centre  of  Bridge  street  to  the  centre  of  Fulton  avenue ;  and 
thence  northwesterly  along  the  centre  of  Fulton  avenue  and 
Fulton  street  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Fifth- jWard;  §  7.  The*fifth  ward  of  said  city  shall  comprise  the  follow- 
ing district,  viz  :  Beginning  at  a  point  where  the  centre  lines  of 
Bridge  street  and  Johnson  street  intersect  each  other,  and  run- 
ning thence  easterly  along  the  centre  of  Johnson  street  to  the 
centre  of  Navy  street;  thence  northerly  along  the  centre  of  Navy 
street  to  the  northerly  side  of  Nassau  street;  thence  eas- 
terly along  Nassau  street  to  the  southwesterly  corner  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  navy  yard;  thence  northerly,  northwesterly  and 
northeasterly  along  the  United  States  navy  yard  to  the  East 
.  river;  thence  westerly  along  the  East  river  to  a  point  on  the 
continuation  of  the  centre  line  of  Bridge  street;  thence  south- 
erly along  the  centre  of  Bridge  street  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning. 

Sixth  Ward.  §  8.  The  sixth  ward  of  said  city  shall  comprise  the  follow- 
ing district,  viz  :  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  East. river  <MI 
the  centre  line  of  Atlantic  street,  or  a  line  in  continuation 
thereof,  and  running  thence  easterly  along  the  centre  of  At- 
lantic street  to  the  centre  of  Court  street;  thence  southerly 


along  the  centre  of  Court  street  to  Gowanus  bay;  thence 
westwardly  northerly  and  northeasterly  along  Go  warms  bay  and 
East  river  to  Atlantic,  street  at  the  place  of  beginning. 

§  9.  The  seventh  ward  of  said  city  shall  comprise  the  fol-  Seventh 
lowing  district,  viz  :  Beginning  at  a  point  formed  by  the  inter-  Ward- 
section  of  the  centre  lines  of  Washington  avenue  and  Atlantic 
avenue,  and  running  thence  easterly  along  the  centre  of  At- 
lantic avenue  to  the  centre  of  Bedford  avenue ;  and  thence 
northerly  along  the  centre  of  Bedford  avenue  to  the  centre  of 
DeKalb  avenue;  thence  easterly  along  the  centre  of  DeKalb 
avenue  to  the  centre  of  Nostrand  avenue;  thence  northerly 
along  the  centre  of  Nostrand  avenue  to  the  centre  of  Flush- 
ing avenue  ;  thence  easterly  along  the  centre  of  Flushing  ave- 
nue to  the  centre  of  Division  avenue ;  thence  northwesterly 
along  the  centre  of  Division  avenue  to  the  intersection  of 
South  Sixth  street,  in  the  village  of  Williamsburgh  ;  thence 
westerly  along  the  line  of  the  vill  age  of  Williamsburgh  to 
the  Wallabout  bay ;  thence  southerly  along  the  Wallabout 
bay  to  the  centre  of  Washington  avenue  ;  and  thence  south- 
erly along  the  centre  of  Washington  avenue  to  the  place  of 
beginning. 

§  10.  The  eighth  ward  of  said  city  shall  comprise  the  fol-  Eighth  Ward 
lowing  district,  viz  :  Beginning  at  a  point  where  the  centre 
lines  of  Flatbush  avenue  and  Fifth  avenue  intersect,  and  run- 
ning thence  southeasterly  along  the  centre  of  Flatbush  avenue 
to  the  line  of  the  town  of  Flatbush  ;  thence  southwesterly 
along  said  Flatbush  line  to  the  line  of  the  town  of  New 
Utrecht ;  thence  southwesterly  along  said  line,  crossing  a  high- 
way called  Martense's  lane  ;  thence  southwesterly  along  said 
line  to  the  southerly  boundary  of  said  city  of  Brooklyn; 
thence  northwesterly  along  the  line  of  New-Utrecht  to  the 
bay  of  New  York  ;  thence  northeasterly  along  the  said  bay 
and  along  Gowanus  bay  to  the  centre  line  of  First  avenue  ; 
thence  northeasterly  along  the  centre  of  First  avenue  to  the 
centre  of  Fifth  street;  thence  southeasterly  along  the  centre 
of  Fifth  street  to  the  centre  of  Second  avenue  ;  thence  north- 
easterly along  the  centre  of  the  Second  avenue  to  First  street; 
thence  southeasterly  along  the  centre  of  First  street  to  the 
Fifth  avenue  ;  thence  northerly  along  the  centre  of  Fifth  ave- 
nue to  the  place  of  beginning. 

§  11.  The  ninth  ward  of  said  city  shall  comprise  the  fol-  Ninth  Ward 
lowing  district,  viz  :  Beginning  at  a  point  where  the  centre 
lines  of  Atlantic  street  and  Flatbush  avenue  intersect  each 
other,  and  running  thence  southeasterly  along  the  centre  of 
the  Flatbush  avenue,  to  the  line  of  the  town  of  Flatbush  ; 
thence  easterly  along  the  said  line,  and  crossing  a  highway 
called  the  Clove  road,  and  a  highway  called  the  New  Lots 
road,  and  also  the  road  o'f  the  Brooklyn,  Jamaica  and  Flat- 
bush  turnpike  company,  which  leads  to  Jamaica,  to  the  place 
where  the  lines  of  the  towns  of  Flatbush  and  Bushwick,  and 
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the  city  of  Brooklyn,  meet  together  ;  thence  northwesterly  to 
the  centre  of  a  highway  called  Division  avenue ;  thence  along 
the  centre  of  said  Division  avenue  to  the  centre  of  Flushing 
avenue ;  thence  westerly  along  the  centre  of  Flushing  avenue 
to  the  centre  of  Nostrand  avenue  ;  thence  southerly  along  the 
centre  of  Nostrand  avenue  to  the  centre  of  DeKalb  avenue;

OF    CITY    OFFICERS,    THEIR    ELECTION,    AND    DUTIES. 

SECTION  1.  The  administrative  powers  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion  shall  be  vested  in  a  mayor,  chief  of  police,  comptroller, 
street  commissioner,  collector  of  taxes,  and  such  other  officers 
as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  created  by  law  or  appointed  by 
virtue  of  this  act. 

§  2.  No  person  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  to  any  such 
office  unless  he  be  at  the  time  of  his  election  a  resident  and 
elector  of  the  city,  and  if  elected  to  any  ward  or  district  office, 
an  actual  resident  in  such  ward  or  district;  and  his  removal 
therefrom  shall  vacate  such  office.

streets  arid  avenues  to  be  kept  in  repair,  and  from  time  to  time 
to  be  repaved  or  regraded  and  repaved  ;  to  close  up  and  dis- 
continue roads,  streets,  lanes  arid  avenues ;  to  provide  that  continue. 
lamp  posts  and  lamps  be  erected,  and  cisterns  made  for  the 
purpose  of  furnishing  water  in  case  of  fire;  to  cause  sewers 
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and  drainu,  and  drains,  wells  and  pumps  to  be  constructed  and  repaired, 
and  generally  to  have  such  other  improvements  in  and  about 
such  streets,  avenues,  and  squares  as  the  public  want  and  con- 
enience  shall  require.  The  expense  of  all  such  improve- 
how  as-  ments,  (except  for  repairs,)  shall  be  assessed  and  be  a  lien  on 
the  property  benefitted  thereby,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of 
said  benefit.

And  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  event  of  such 
deficiency,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  thereof,  the 
commissioners  shall  include  in  the  estimate  and  assessment  of 
the  expenses  of  such  improvement,  the  estimated  value  of  any 
such  residue  or  part  of  a  residue,  which  may  be  included  as 
aforesaid  in  their  report ;  and  upon  the  sale  of  the  same,  as 
above  provided,  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  credited  and 
allowed  to  each  of  the  persons  assessed,  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  the  respective  assessments  against  them.

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common

the  other  duties  required  of  them  in  and  by  the  said  act,  shall  col- 
lectively be  entitled  to  compensation  at  the  following  rates  : 

I.  Six  dollars  for  laying  an  assessment  for  the  regulating  or  paving, 
or  both,  of  a  street  five  hundred  feet,  or  less,  in  length. 

II.  Nine  dollars  for  same,  of  a  street  over  five  hundred  feet,  and 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  feet  in  length. 

III.  Twelve  dollars  for  same,  of  a  street  over  one  thousand  feet, 
and  not  exceeding  two  thousand  feet  in  length. 

IV.  Fifteen  dollars  for  same,  of  a  street  over  two  thousand  feet, 
and  not  exceeding  three  thousand  feet  in  length. 

V.  Eighteen  dollars  for  same,  of  a  street  over  two  thousand  feet 
in  length. 

VI.  Six  dollars  for  laying  an  assessment  for  a  well  and  pump.

An  ordinance  in  relation  to  the  duties  of  the  Attorney  to  the  Corpo- 
ration of  the  City  of  Brooklyn. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

[l]  SEC.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  to  the 
Corporation,  upon  complaint  made  to  him,  to  commence  and 
prosecute  all  suits  for  breaches  of  the  Laws  and  Ordinances  of  the 
Corporation,  and  all  suits  for  the  collection  of  any  penalties  incurred 
under  any  Laws  of  this  State,  when  such  penalties  are  to  be  enforced 
in  the  name  of  the  Corporation,  and  he  shall  receive  from  the 
Corporation,  a  salary  of  Six  Hundred  Dollars  per  annum,  payable 
quarterly,  in  lieu  of  all  other  fees,  perquisites,  and  compensation 
therefor. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  to  prepare, 
and  superintend  the  execution  of  all  certificates  to  be  given  to  pur- 
chasers of  lands  sold  by  order  of  the  Common  Council  for  unpaid 
taxes  or  assessments,  and  all  leases  or  conveyances  which  shall  be 
given  for  any  lands  so  sold,  after  the  time  for  the  redemption  thereof 
shall  have  expired.  The  said  certificates  shall  be  delivered  by  said 
Attorney  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Common  Council,  to  be  by  him  de- 
livered to  such  purchasers  on  payment  of  the  purchase  money ;  and 
the  Attorney  shall  attend  personally  to  the  delivery  of  all  leases, 
or  conveyances  to  be  given  to  such  purchasers.  The  Attorney  shall 
receive  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  arid  every  cer- 
tificate, lease,  or  conveyance  so  prepared  and  delivered  by  him  as 
aforesaid,  (to  be  paid  by  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  same 
shall  be  delivered.) 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  on  the  first 
Monday  of  each  and  every  month,  to  report  to  the  Board,  under  oath,

And  no  such  lease  or  conveyance  shall  in  any  case  be  executed  by 
the  Mayor,  or  Clerk,  except  under  the  direction  of  said  Attorney.

A  Law,  to  regulate  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn, 
and  the  Members  thereof. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

[1]  SEC.  1.  The  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn 
shall  hold  their  first  meeting  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  next,  and 
shall  hold  stated  meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month  thereafter, 
and  a  majority  of  the  members  constituting  such  Board  shall  be 
necessary  to  the  transaction  of  business. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  The  Officers  of  said  Board  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, Vice  President,  and  Secretary,  to  be  chosen  from  the  members 
of  the  said  Board,  and  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  said 
meeting  thereof  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  next,  and  annually 
thereafter  at  the  stated  meeting  next  after  the  annual  appointment  of 
members  thereof,  authorized  by  the  second  section  of  an  Act  entitled 
"  An  Act  relative  to  Common  Schools  for  the  City  of  Brooklyn," 
shall  be  made  ;  a  majority  of  the  votes  at  such  election  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  a  choice.  All  vacancies  occuring  in  the  said  Board  shall  be 
forthwith  reported  to  the  Common  Council,  and  any  vacancies  oc- 
curring among  its  officers  may  be  filled  by  the  said  Board.* 

[3]  SEC.  3.  All  monies  to  which  the  said  Board  shall  be  entitled 
shall  be  drawn  by  warrant  payable  to  the  order  of  the  person  to  whom 
the  sum  mentioned  therein  shall  be  due,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the 
President  and  Secretary  or  in  case  of  the  absence  or  inability  of  either, 
by  such  other  member  thereof  in  their  stead,  as  the  said  Board  shall 
designate  for  that  purpose,  and  a  detailed  account  of  all  moneys  so 
drawn,  and  the  appropriation  thereof,  shall  be  rendered  to  the  Com- 
mon Council  at  least  every  three  months  in  each  year.

The  Second  Section  of  the  Ordinance  entitled  "  A 
Law  to  regulate  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn  and 
the  members  thereof,  passed  April  17,  1843,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  word  Secretary  in  said  Section." 

[6]  SEC.  2.  The  Board  of  Education  may  designate  or  appoint 
the  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  of  said  City  to  act  as  Secre- 
tary or  Clerk  of  said  Board,  and  as  such  Secretary  or  Clerk  to 
perform  all  or  any  of  the  duties  which  have  heretofore  been  per- 
formed by  the  Secretary  of  said  Board. 

[7]  SEC.  3.  The  said  Board  may  at  any  time  appoint  any  other 
proper  person,  whether  a  member  of  the  Board  or  otherwise,  either 
as  Secretary  o^Clerk,  or  Secretary  or  Clerk  pro  tempore. 

[8]  SEC.  4.  All  Ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent with  the  above  are  hereby  repealed.

(The  Ordinances  succeeding  the  first  in  this  chapter,  are  substan- 
tially the  same,  except  one  amendatory  ordinance,  and  except  as 
they  apply  to  different  districts,  as  set  forth  in  section  one  of  each 
ordinance ;  it  is  therefore  deemed  unessential  to  give  the  title  of  each 
section  thereof,  in  the  above  heading.) 

In  relation  to  buildings  of  brick  or  stone,  in  a  certain  district  therein 
named. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brook^k,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

[1]  SEC.  1.  All  dwelling  houses,  storehouses  and  other  build- 
ings, which  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  three  calendar  months 
from  the  passage  of  this  "ordinance,  shall  be  erected  and  built  within 
the  city  of  Brooklyn,  that  is  to  say,  within  that  part  of  the  said  city 
contained  in  the  following  bounds  :  Beginning  at  the  intersection  of 
Joralemon  and  Henry  streets,  and  running  thence  to  the  centre  of 
Court-street,  running  thence  to  the  centre  of  Butler-street,  running 
thence  to  the  centre  of  Henry-street,  and  running  thence  along  the 
centre  -  of  Henry-street  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  built  of 
brick,  or  stone,  or  of  other  materials  than  of  wood. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  The  outside  and  party  walls  of  such  buildings,  shall 
not  be  less  than  twelve  inches  thick,  except  flues  of  chimneys  in 
any  part  thereof,  and  the  party  or  end  walls  of  such  buildings  shall 
rise  and  be  extended  to  the  roof,  and  so  far  through  the  same  as  to 
meet  and  be  joined  to  the  slate,  tile,  or  other  covering  thereof,  by  a 
layer  of  mortar,  or  cement. 

*  The  different  districts  are  set  fortlun  section  one  of  the  ordinances  in  Chap.  IV,  severally. 
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[3]  SEC.  3.  The  planking  or  sheeting  of  the  roof  of  any  such 
building,  shall  in  no  case  be  extended  across  the  party  or  end  Avails 
thereof  ;  and  all  such  buildings,  and  to  the  top  and  sides  of  all  dormer 
windows  therein,  shall  be  roofed  or  covered  with  tile,  slate,  or  other 
fire  proof  materials, 

[4]  SEC.  4.  All  beams  and  other  timbers  in  the  party  walls  of 
such  buildings,  shall  be  separated  from  each  other  at  least  four  inches, 
by  brick  or  mortar :  and  all  plate  pieces  in  the  front  and  rear  walls 
thereof,  shall  recede  from  the  outside  of  the  wall  at  least  four  inches  ; 
and  such  wall  shall  be  built  up  and  extended  to  the  slate  or  other 
fire  proof  covering  of  the  roof. 

[5]  SEC.  5.  All  discharging  or  arch  pieces  used  in  the  chimneys 
of  any  such  building,  shall  recede  from  any  flue  in  any  such  chimney 
at  least  four  inches  ;  no  such  chimney  shall  be  started  or  built  upon 
the  floor  of  the  building,  or  be  cut  off  to  be  supported  below  by 
wood ;  and  all  hearths  shall  be  supported  with  arches  of  stone  or 
brick. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  No  timber  shall  be  used  in  the  front  or  rear  of  any 
building  within  such  fire  limits,  where  stone  is  now  commonly  used ; 
each  lintel  on  the  inside  of  the  front  or  rear  wall  of  every  such  build- 
ing, shall  have  a  secure  brick  arch  over  it ;  and  no  bond  timber  in  any 
wall  thereof,  shall  in  width  and  thickness  exceed  the  width  and  thick- 
ness of  a  course  of  brick  ;  and  such  bond  timber  shall  be  laid  at  least 
eighteen  inches  apart  from  each  other,  on  either  side  of  any  wall  re- 
spectively. 

[7]  SEC.  7.  All  wooden  gutters  of  any  such  building  over  thirty 
feet  in  height  from  the  level  of  the  side  walk  to  the  feet  of  the  rafters, 
shall  be  lined  or  covered  on  the  upper  surface  thereof  with  copper, 
zinc,  or  other  fire  proof  material. 

[8]  SEC.  8.  All  scuttles  on  any  such  building  shall  be  made  or 
covered  with  copper,  zinc,  iron,  or  other  fire  proof  material. 

[9]  SEC  9.  All  plate  pieces  in  any  such  building,  shall  be  firmly 
secured  with  iron  anchors ;  and  the  cornice  -of  every  such  building 
shall  be  hung  in  iron  anchors  ;  the  anchor  so  to  be  used  at  each  end 
of  any  such  cornice  shall  be  at  least  four  feet  long,  including  an 
angle  of  at  least  one  foot,  and  shall  be  worked  or  built  into  the  side 
or  end  walls  of  the  building  ;  and  such  anchors  used  for  supporting 
the  centre  of  the  cornice  shall  return  down  the  front  of  the  building 
on  the  inner  side,  and  shall  be  firmly  secured  to  the  front  beam. 

[10]  SEC.  10.  All  roofs,  steeples,  cupolas,  and  spires  of 
churches  and  other  public  buildings,  and  all  prives  not  exceeding  ten 
feet  square,  all  fire  engine  houses  of  the  corporation,  and  all  lime 
houses,  may  be  built  of  wood  and  board,  or  brick  and  stone,  and 
covered  with  board  or  shingles. 

[11]  SEC.  11.  The  proprietor  or  proprietors  of  any  building, 
who  shall  violate  any  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
shall  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sura  of  five  hundred 
dollars. 
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[12]  SEC.  12.  The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
not  apply  to  any  building  heretofore  erected  and  covered  with  boards 
or  shingles  within  said  district,  and  which  shall  at  any  time  require 
to  be  repaired  or  new  roofed.

A  Law,  in  relation  to  Buildings  of  brick  or  stone,  in  a  certain  dis- 
trict therein  named. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

SEC.  1.  All  dwelling  houses,  storehouses,  and  other  buildings, 
which,  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  three  calendar  months 
from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  erected  and  built  within 
the  city  of  Brooklyn,  that  is  to  say,  within  that  part  of  the  said  city 
contained  in  the  following  bounds  :  Beginning  at  the  point  where  the 
central  line  of  Joralemon  street  intersects  the  line  of  Hicks  street ; 
continued  thence,  running  easterly  along  said  Joralemon  street  to 
the  point  where  the  same  intersects  the  central  line  of  Henry  street ; 
thence  running  along  the  central  line  of  Henry  street  to  the  intersec- 
tion with  the  central  line  of  Butler  street ;  thence  to  its  intersection 
with  the  central  line  of  of  Court  street ;  thence  along  the  central  line 
of  said  Court  street,  to  its  intersection  with  the  central  line  of  Ber- 
gen street ;  thence  along  the  last  mentioned  line  to  its  intersection 
with  the  central  line  of  Smith  street ;  thence  along  the  central  line 
of  Smith  street  continued,  to  its  intersection  with  the  central  line  of 
President  street ;  thence  along  the  central  line  of  President  street  to 
the  point  or  place  where  the  same  is  intersected  by  the  central  line 
of  said  Hicks  street ;  continued  thence  along  the  last  mentioned  line 
to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  built  of  brick  or  stone,  or  of  other 
materials  than  wood. 

SEC.  2.  The  out  side  and  party  walls  of  such  buildings  shall 
not  be  less  than  twelve  niches  thick,  except  flues  or  chimneys,  in 
any  part  thereof,  and  the  party  or  end  walls  of  such  buildings 
shall  rise  and  be  extended  to  the  roof,  and  so  far  through  the  same 
as  to  meet  and  be  joined  to  the  slate,  tile  or  other  covering  thereof, 
by  a  layer  of  mortar  or  cement. 

SEC.  3.  The  planking  or  sheeting  of  the  roof  of  any  such 
building  shall  in  no  case  be  extended  across  the  party  or  end  walls 
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thereof ;  and  all  such  buildings,  and  to  the  top  and  sides  of  all  dor- 
mar  windows  therein,  shall  be  roofed  or  covered  with  tile,  slate,  or 
other  fire-proof  materials. 

SEC.  4.  All  beams  and  other  timbers  in  the  party  walls  of 
such  buildings  shall  be  separated  from  each  other  at  least  four  inches 
by  brick  or  mortar  ;  and  all  plate  pieces  in  the  front  or  rear  walls 
thereof,  shall  recede  from  the  outside  of  the  wall  at  least  four  inches ; 
and  such  wall  shall  be  built  up  and  extended  to  the  slate  or  other 
fire-proof  covering  of  the  roof. 

SEC.  5.  All  discharging  or  arch-pieces  used  in  the  chim- 
neys of  any  such  building  shall  recede  from  any  flue  in  any  such 
chimney  at  least  four  inches;  no  such  chimney  shall  be  started  or 
built  upon  the  floor  of  the  building,  or  be  cut  off  to  be  supported  be- 
low by  wood ;  and  all  hearths  shall  be  supported  with  arches  of 
stone  or  brick. 

SEC.  6.  No  timber  shall  be  used  in  the  front  or  rear  of  any  build- 
ing within  such  fire  limits,  where  stone  is  now  commonly  used ; 
each  lintel  on  the  inside  of  the  front  or  rear  wall  of  every  such  build- 
ing shall  have  a  secure  brick  arch  over  it ;  and  no  bond  timber  shall 
be  placed  in  any  wall  thereof. 

SEC.  7.  All  wooden  gutters  in  any  such  building,  over  thir- 
ty feet  in  height  from  the  level  of  the  side  wall  to  the  foot  of  the 
rafters,  shall  be  lined  or  covered  on  the  upper  surface  thereof  with 
copper,  zinc,  or  other  fire-proof  material. 

SEC.  8.  All  scuttles  on  any  such  building  shall  be  made  or 
covered  with  copper,  zinc,  iron,  or  other  fire-proof  material. 

SEC.  9.  All  plate  pieces  in  any  such  building,  shall  be  firm- 
ly secured  with  iron  anchors  ;  and  the  cornice  of  every  such  building 
shall  be  hnng  hi  iron  anchors — the  anchors  so  to  be  used  at  each  end 
of  any  such  cornice  shall  be  at  least  four  feet  long,  including  an 
angle  of  at  least  one  foot,  and  shall  be  worked  or  built  into  the  side 
or  end  walls  of  the  building  ; — and  such  anchors  used  for  supporting 
the  centre  of  the  cornice  shall  return  down  the  front  of  the  building 
on  the  inner  side,  and  shall  be  firmly  secured  to  the  front  beam. 

SEC.  10.  All  roofs,  steeples,  cupolas,  and  spires  of  churches, 
and  other  public  buildings,  and  all  privies  not  exceeding  ten  feet 
square,  all  fire  engine  houses  of  the  corporation,  and  all  lime  houses, 
may  be  built  of  wood  and  board,  or  brick  and  stone,  and  covered 
with  boards  or  shingles. 

SEC.  11.  The  proprietor  or  proprietors  of  any  building,  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  for 
every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

SEC.  12.  The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
apply  to  any  building  heretofore  erected  and  covered  with  boards 
or  shingles,  within  said  district,  and  which  shall  at  any  time  require 
to  be  repaired  or  new  roofed.

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  centre  of  Bergen-street,  where  the  same  is 
intersected  by  the  centre  of  Smith-street,  and  running  thence  souther- 
ly along  the  centre  of  Smith-street  to  the  centre  of  President-street ; 
thence  westwardly  along  the  centre  of  President-street  to  a  point  one 
hundred  feet  easterly  from  Court-street ;  thence  northerly  on  a  line 
parallel  with  Court-street,  and  one  hundred  feet  therefrom,  to  the  cen- 
tre of  Bergen-street ;  thence  easterly  along  the  centre  of  Bergen-street 
to  the  place  of  beginning. 

SEC.  2.  Any  person  or  persons  having  heretofore  erected  any 
building  or  buildings  within  the  fire  limits  as  defined  by  the  law 
hereby  amended,  and  contrary  to  the  provisions  thereof,'  are  here- 
by discharged  from  the  penalty  incurred  by  such  violation. 

SEC.  3.  So  much  of  the  law  hereby  amended  as  is  inconsistent 
herewith  is  repealed.

include  the  said  district,  pursuant  to  section  ninth  of  the  Act  of  the 
Legislature  of  thet State  of  New  York,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  amend 
the  Act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Brooklyn,"  passed  April  23,  1835. 
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And  whereas  it  appears  to  this  Common  Council,  by  the  affidavit 
of  the  said  Henry  L.  Clark  attached  to  the  said  petition,  that  more 
than  two-thirds  of  the  free-holders  and  lease-holders,  owning  and 
holding  lands  and  tenements  within  the  said  district,  have  signed  the 
said  petition.

street,  running  thence  southerly  parallel  with  Henry  street  to  Hamil-

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common

vault  or  burying  ground,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall,  between  the 
hours  of  nine  and  two  o'clock  of  Monday  in  each  week,  make  and 
deliver  to  the  City  Clerk,  a  return  of  the  persons  buried  in  said  vault 
or  burying-ground  during  the  said  week,  according  to  the  form  fol- 
lowing :

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[3]  SEC.  3.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of 
the  second  section  of  this  title,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such 
offence  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Clerk,  to  furnish 
the  said  sextons  and  other  persons  having  charge  of  any  burying 
ground  or  vault,  with  copies  of  the  form  set  forth  in  the  second  sec- 
tion of  this  title,  and  the  said  City  Clerk  shall  report  to  the  Attorney 
of  the  Corporation  all  violations  of  any  or  either  of  the  provisions  of 
this  law. 

The  said  city  clerk  shall  publish  once  in  every 
week  in  the  newspapers  employed  by  the  Common  Council  a  list  of 
the  deaths  occurring  during  the  preceding  week,  together  with  the 
sex,  age  and  disease  of  the  person  so  dead ;  and  he  shall  also  keep 
a  register  of  all  the  persons  returned  as  dead :  which  register  shall  be 
open  during  office  hours  for  the  inspection  of  the  public.

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A  Law  to  regulate  Hackney  Coaches,  Carriages  and  Stage  Coaches. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

TITLE  I. 
Of  the  Licensing  of  Owners  of  Hackney  Coaches. 

[1]  SEC.  1.  The  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  for  the  time 
being,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  issue  Licenses  under  his  hand,  and 
the  seal  of  said  city,  to  so  many  and  such  persons  as  he  shall  think 
proper,  to  keep  Hackney  Coaches  and  Carriages  for  hire  in  the  said 
city,  and  to  revoke  all  or  any  of  the  said  licenses. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  No  person  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  a  resident  of  this  city  for  the  last  six  months,  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  and  upwards,  and  the  owner  of  two  good  horses 
and  a  sufficient  Hackney  Coach  or  Carriage,  shall  be  licensed  as 
aforesaid. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  The  Mayor  of  the  said  city  may  administer  to  any 
person  applying  for  a  license,  an  oath  or  affirmation,  and  shall  ex- 
amine such  person  orally,  touching  his  said  application  and  qualifica- 
tion to  receive  said  license. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  All  licenses  to  the  owners  of  Hackney  Coaches  and 
Carriages  shall  expire  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  next  after  the  date 
thereof. 

[5]  SEC.  5.  If  the  owner  of  any  Hackney  Coach,  who  may 
have  received  a  license,  shall  sell  or  dispose  of  such  Coach  before  the 
expiration  of  such  license,  such  licensed  owner  shall,  within  ten  days 
after  such  sale,  report  the  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  Common  Council 
of  said  city,  who  shall  be  authorized,  with  the  consent  of  the  Mayor, 
to  transfer  such  license  to  the  purchaser  of  such  Hackney  Coach  on 
the  payment  of  one  dollar.  Every  owner  of  a  hackney  coach  who 
shall  neglect  to  report  any  such  sale  to  the  said  clerk,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  No  licensed  person  shall  be  entitled  to  have  his 
license  renewed,  unless  he  shall  make  it  satisfactorily  appear  on  oath 
aforesaid,  that  he  still  owns  two  good  horses  and  a  sufficient  and 
proper  hackney  coach  as  aforesaid. 

[7]  SEC.  7.  Every  license  shall  state  the  number  of  the  car- 
riage for  which  the  same  is  granted. 

[8]  SEC.  8.  Every  person  who  may  be  licensed  as  aforesaid, 
shall  pay  to  the  Mayor,  for  the  use  of  the  city,  for  each  hackney 
coach  or  carriage,  which  such  persons  shall  keep  for  hire,  the  Sum  of 
ten  dollars. 

[9]  SEC.  9.  Every  person  who  shall  keep  or  drive  any  hackney 
coach  or  carriage,  for  hire  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  without  being  first 
licensed,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars for  every  such  offence. 
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TITLE  II. 
Of  the  Licensing  of  Drivers  of  Hackney  Coaches. 

[10]  SEC.  1.  The  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority,  from  time  to  time,  to  issue  licenses  under  his 
hand,  and  the  seal  of  the  said  city,  to  so  many  and  such  persons  as 
he  may  think  proper,  to  drive  hackney  coaches  and  carriages,  and  at 
pleasure  to  revoke  all  or  any  of  the  said  licenses. 

[11]  SEC.  2.  All  licenses  to  the  drivers  of  hackney  coaches  or 
carnages,  shall  expire  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  next  after  the  date 
thereof. 

[12]  SEC.  3.  Every  driver  of  a  hackney  coach  or  carriage  shall, 
on  receiving  his  license,  pay  to  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn, 
for  the  use  of  the  said  city,  the  sum  of  one  dollar. 

[13]  SEC.  4.  No  persons  shall  drive  any  hackney  coach  or  car- 
riage, without  being  at  the  time  licensed  as  aforesaid,  under  the 
penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[14]  SEC.  5.  No  owner  of  any  hackney  coach  or  carriage,  shall 
suffer  or  permit  any  person  to  drive  such  hackney  coach  or  carriage, 
who  is  not  licensed  as  aforesaid,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for 
every  such  offence. 


TITLE  III. 
Of  the  Hates  and  Prices  of  Fare. 

[15]  SEC.  1.  The  prices  or  rates  of  fare  to  be  taken  by,  or  paid 
to  the  owners  or  drivers  of  Hackney  Coaches  or  Carriages,  shall  be 
as  follows,  to  wit : 

For  conveying  a  passenger  any  distance  not  exceeding  one  mile, 
twenty-five  cents  ;  for  every  additional  passenger,  twenty-five  cents. 

For  conveying  a  passenger  any  distance  exceeding  a  mile  and  with- 
in two  miles,  fifty  cents  ;  and  for  every  additional  passenger,  twenty- 
five  cents. 

For  the  use  of  a  hackney  coach  or  carriage  by  the  day,  with  one 
or  more  passengers,  five  dollars. 

For  the  use  of  a  hackney  coach  or  carriage  by  the  hour,  with  one 
or  more  passengers,  with  the  privilege  of  going  from  place  to  place, 
and  of  stopping  as  often  as  may  be  required,  as  follows,  viz  :  for  the 
first  hour  one  dollar,  for  the  second  hour  seventy-five  cents,  and  for 
every  succeeding  hour  fifty  cents. 

In  all  cases  where  the  hiring  of  a  hackney  coach  or  carriage  is  not 
at  the  time  thereof  specified  to  be  by  the  day  or  hour,  it  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  by  the  mile. 

For  children  between  two  and  fourteen  years  of  age,  half  price  on- 
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ly  is  to  be  charged  ;  and  for  children  under  two  years  of  age,  no 
charge  is  to  be  made. 

Whenever  a  hackney  coach  or  carriage  shall  be  detained,  except- 
ing as  aforesaid,  the  owner  or  driver  shall  be  allowed  after  the  rate  of 
seventy-five  cents  for  an  hour,  thirty-seven  and  a  half  cents  for  each 
and  every  subsequent  hour,  and  so  in  proportion  for  any  part  of  the 
first  and  subsequent  hour,  which  the  same  may  be  so  detained. 

[16]  SEC.  2.  In  case  of  disagreement  as  to  distance,  or  price, 
the  same  shall  be  determined  by  the  Mayor  of  said  city. 

[17]  SEC.  3.  The  owner  of  any  hackney  coach  or  carriage  shall 
not  demand  or  receive  any  pay  for  the  conveyance  of  any  passenger, 
unless  the  number  of  the  carriage  and  the  rates  and  prices  of  fare 
shall  be  fixed  and  placed  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed  by  sec- 
tion second  of  title  fourth  of  this  law,  at  the  time  such  passengers 
may  be  conveyed  in  such  carriage. 

[18]  SEC.  4  The  owner  or  driver  of  any  hackney  coach  or  car- 
riage shall  not  be  entitled  to  recover  or  receive  any  pay  from  any 
person,  from  whom  he  shall  have  demanded  any  greater  prices  or 
rates  than  he  may  be  authorized  to  receive  as  aforesaid. 

[19]  SEC.  5.  Upon  the  trial  of  any  cause  commenced  for  the  re- 
covery of  any  of  the  aforesaid  prices  or  rates,  it  shall  be  incumbent 
upon  the  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs  in  such  action,  to  prove  that  the  num- 
ber and  prices  or  rates  were  placed  and  fixed  in  pursuance  of  the 
provisions  of  this  law,  at  the  time  the  services  were  rendered  for 
which  the  suit  may  be  brought. 

[20]  SEC.  6.  ~No  owner  or  driver  of  any  hackney  coach  or  car- 
riage in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall  ask,  demand,  or  receive  any  larger 
sum  than  he  or  they  may  be  entitled  to  receive  as  aforesaid,  under 
the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to  be  sued  for  and 
recovered  from  the  owner,  or  owners,  or  driver  of  any  such  hackney 
coach  or  carriage,  severally  and  respectively. 


TITLE  IV. 
Of  the  Regulating  and  Numbering  of  Hacks. 

[21]  SEC.  1.  Every  hackney  coach  or  carriage  which  shall  re- 
sort to,  or  come  upon  any  of  the  stands  hereinafter  designated,  or 
which  shall  be  found  waiting  for  hire  at  a  place  other  than  the  house 
or  stable  of  the  owner  thereof,  shall  be  marked  and  numbered  in  the 
manner  following,  that  is  to  say  :  The  number  of  the  license  of  the 
owner  thereof  shall  be  fixed  in  plain,  legible,  brass  figures,  of  at  least 
two  inches  in  length,  and  a  quarter  of  an  inch  thick,  on  each  side  of 
the  rocker  immediately  under  the  doors  of  the  carriage,  on  the  out- 
side thereof;  and  in  such  conspicuous  place  inside  of  the  car- 
riage as  shall  be  designated  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  said  city. 
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[22]  SEC.  2.  Every  hackney  coach  or  carriage,  when  driven  or 
used  in  the  night,  shall  have  fixed  upon  some  conspicuous  part  of 
the  outside  thereof,  two  lighted  lamps  with  plain  glass  fronts  and 
sides,  and  having  the  number  of  the  license  of  the  owner  of  such 
hackney  coach  or  carriage  in  plain  legible  figures  of  at  least  two 
inches  in  length,  and  no  other  figure  or  device,  painted  with  black 
paint,  upon  each  of  the  said  lamps,  in  such  a  manner  that  the  same 
may  be  distinctly  seen  and  known,  when  the  said  hackney  coach  or 
carriage  may  be  standing  or  driving. 

£23]  SEC.  3.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  keep 'or  drive 
such  hackney  coach  or  carriage  in  violation  of  any  or  either  of  the 
preceding  provisions  of  this  title,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such 
offence,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from  the 
owner  or  drivers  thereof  severally  and  respectively. 

[24]  SEC.  4.  There  shall  be  fixed  in  every  hackney  coach  or 
carriage,  in  such  a  manner  as  can  be  conveniently  read  by  any  per- 
son in  the  same,  a  card  containing  the  name  of  the  owner  of  said 
carriage,  the  number  of  his  license,  and  the  whole  of  the  third  title 
of  this  act,  printed  in  plain,  legible  characters. 

Every  driver  or  owner  of  such  hackney  coach  or  carriage  shall, 
when  required  so  to  do,  by  any  passenger  in  such  hackney  coach  or 
carriage,  exhibit  to  such  passenger  a  card  in  every  respect  similar  to 
the  one  above  mentioned  and  described  in  this  section. 

Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  or  either  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from  the  owner  or  driver  of 
such  hackney  coach  or  carriage,  severally  and  respectively. 

[25]  SEC.  5.  No  owner  or  driver  of  any  hackney  coach  or  car- 
riage, whilst  on  any  of  the  stands  hereinafter  designated,  or  whilst 
waiting  for  employment  at  any  place  other  than  at  the  house  or  stable 
of  the  owner  thereof,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  convey  any  person  or 
persons  to  any  place  or  places  within  the  first  seven  wards  of  said 
city,  upon  being  applied  to  for  that  purpose,  and  on  being  tendered 
the  fare  for  the  same,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such 
refusal  or  neglect,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from  the  owner  or 
driver  of  any  such  hackney  coach  or  carriage,  severally  and  respect- 
ively. 


TITLE   V. 
Of  the  places  at  which  Hacks  may  stand  for  Hire. 

[26]  SEC.  1.  Hackney  Coaches  or  Carriages  may  stand  waiting 
for  employment  at  all  times,  Sundays  excepted,  at  the  stands  herein 
named,  that  is  to  say  : 
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At  the  foot  of  Fulton-street,  southerly  of  the  walk  leading  to  and 
from  the  ferry  stairs. 

At  the  foot  of  Main  street,  on  either  side  thereof,  so  as  not  to  in- 
terrupt the  carriage-way  or  cross-walks. 

[27]  SEC.  2.  The  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Aldermen  of  each  Ward,  may,  from  time  to 
time,  designate  such  other  place  or  places  in  each  Ward  as  they  shall 
deem  proper,  at  which  hackney  coaches  and  carriages  may  stand 
waiting  for  employment. 

[28]  SEC.  3.  The  owner  or  driver  of  any  hackney  coach  or  car- 
riage which  shall  stand  waiting  for  employment  at  any  other  time  or 
place  than  herein  are  designated,  or  may  be  designated  as  aforesaid, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars, 
to  be  recovered  from  the  owner  or  driver  thereof,  severally  and  re- 
spectively. 


TITLE  VI. 
Of  Licensing  Stage  or  Accommodation  Coaches. 

[29]  SEC.  1.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant  such 
license  to  drivers  of  Accommodation  Stages  and  Coaches,  on  the 
same  terms  as  licenses  are  granted  by  law  to  drivers  of  hackney 
coaches. 

[30]  SEC.  2.  The  number  of  every  accommodation  stage  or 
coach,  expressed  in  the  license  granted,  or  to  be  granted  therefor, 
shall  be  painted  in  legible  figures,  of  at  least  three  inches  in  length, 
on  each  side  of  such  stage  or  coach,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars, 
to  be  recovered  from  tb.e  owner  thereof,  for  every  day  during  which, 
or  during  any  part  of  which,  such  stage  or  coach  may  be  driven 
without  such  number. 

[31]  SEC.  3.  Every  accommodation  stage  or  coach  which  shall 
be  driven  or  used  in  the  evening  or  night,  shall  have  a  light  in  the 
inside  thereof,  and  a  lantern  or  transparency,  containing  a  light  on 
the  top  thereof,  with  the  number  of  such  stage,  as  expressed  in  the 
license  thereof,  painted  in  legible  figures  of  at  least  three  inches  in 
length,  on  such  lantern  or  transparency,  under  the  penalty  of  ten 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner  of  such  stage  or  coach. 

[32]  SEC.  4.  No  person  shall  keep  or  drive  for  hire  or  wages,  in 
the  city  of  Brooklyn,  any  accommodation  coach  or  stage,  or  stage 
coach,  by  whatever  name  or  title  the  same  may  be  known  or  de- 
signated, without  being  licensed  as  aforesaid,  under  the  penalty  of 
twenty-five  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to  be  recovered  from  the 
owner  or  owners,  or  driver  thereof,  severally  and  respectively. 

[33]  SEC.  5.  The  provisions  and  penalties  of  the  several  sections 
of  this  chapter,  regulating  hackney  coaches,  shall  apply  in  every 
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respect  to  all  accommodation  stages  or  coaches,  or  stage  coaches, 
which  shall  or  may  be  licensed  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this 
title. 


TITLE  VII. 

Of  the  places  at  which  Accommodation  Stages  or  Stage  coaches  may 
stand  waiting  for  hire. 

[34]  SEC.  1.  Accommodation  stages  or  coaches,  or  stage  coaches, 
may  stand  waiting  for  hire  or  employment,  at  all  times,  Sundays  ex- 
cepted,  at  the  stands  designated,  and  that  may  be  designated,  in  title 
fifth  of  this  act. 

[35]  SEC.  2.  If  any  stage  or  accommodation  coach  or  carriage, 
shall  be  allowed  to  stand  for  hire  or  employment  in  any  other  street 
or  place,  the  owner  or  driver  thereof  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every 
such  offence,  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered 
from  the  owner  or  driver  thereof,  severally  and  respectively. 


TITLE  VIII. 
Miscellaneous  provisions  of  a  general  nature. 

[36]  SEC.  1.  No  person,  whether  driver  or  owner  of  any  hack- 
ney coach  or  accommodation  stage  coach,  while  waiting  for  employ- 
ment at  either  of  the  said  stands,  shall  snap  or  nourish  his  whip,  or 
shall  leave  such  coach  or  carriage,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars 
for  every  such  offence,  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner  or  driver 
thereof,  severally  and  respectively. 

[37]  SEC.  2.  Every  driver  or  owner  of  a  hackney  coach  or  car- 
riage, shall  carry,  transport,  and  convey,  in  and  upon  his  coach  or 
carriage,  in  addition  to  the  person  or  persons  therein,  one  trunk, 
valise,  saddle  bag,  carpet  bag,  portmanteau,  box,  bundle,  basket,  or 
other  articles  used  in  travelling,  if  he  be  requested  so  to  do,  without 
charge  or  compensation  therefor ;  but  for  every  trunk  or  other 
such  article  as  above  named,  more  than  one,  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
demand  and  receive  the  sum  of  six  cents,  if  conveyed  within  the  dis- 
tance of  one  mile,  and  if  more  than  one  mile,  the  sum  of  twelve  and 
a  half  cents. 

[38]  SEC.  3.  All  the  provisions  and  penalties  of  this  chapter 
shall  apply  to  the  sleighs  which  shall  come  upon,  and  use  the  stands 
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hereinbefore  designated,  or  to  be  designated,  and  to  the  owner  or 
owners,  or  driver  thereof ;  and  shall  also  apply,  in  all  respects  to 
sleighs  which  shall  be  driven  and  used  for  the  conveyance  ot  passen- 
gers in  the  city  of  Brooklyn  for  hire  or  wages,  except  that  the  sleighs 
shall  not  require  lamps. 

[39]  SEC.  4.  Every  owner,  driver,  or  person  having  charge  of 
any  hackney  coach,  carriage,  or  accommodation  coach  or  stage,  shall 
upon  being  requested  so  to  do,  give  to  any  person  or  persons  the 
number  of  his  coach  or  stage,  the  name  of  the  owner  thereof,  and 
his  place  of  abode ;  the  name  of  the  driver  thereof,  and  his  place  of 
abode  ;  and  in  default  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten 
dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from  the  owner  or  driver  of  such 
coach  or  stage,  severally  and  respectively.

A  Law  to  amend  a  "  Law,  to  regulate  hackney  coaches,  carriages, 
and  stage  coaches,"  passed  26th  December,  1834. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

[40]  SEC.  1.  That  no  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years 
shall  be  licensed  as  a  driver,  and  the  license  contemplated  by  the 
first  section,  of  title  second,  of  the  Law  hereby  amended,  shall  be 
given  to-  a  driver,  without  reference  to  any  particular  carriage. 

[41]  SEC.  2.  No  license  shall  be  given  to  a  driver  until  he  shall 
furnish  a  Bond  to  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Brooklyn,  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Mayor  of  said  City,  with  two  sufficient  sureties  in  case  such  driver 
shall  be  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  one  good  surety  in  case 
such  driver  is  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  conditioned  that  such 
driver  shall  faithfully  observe  and  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
"  law  to  regulate  Hackney  coaches,  carriages  and  Stage  coaches" 
and  at  all  times  demean  himself  in  a  proper  manner  as  a  driver. 

[42]  SEC.  3.  The  license  herein  contemplated  may  be  revoked 
by  the  Mayor  of  said  City  at  pleasure,  and  in  case  of  a  violatian  of  the 
condition  of  the  said  bond  by  any  driver,  such  license  shall  be  revoked 
and  the  bond  forfeited 

[43]  SEC.  4.  The  licenses  heretofore  granted  to  drivers  and  not 
expired,  shall  on  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance  be  revoked,  and  the 
Mayor  of  said  City  may  issue  new  licenses  to  such  drivers  under  the 
provisions  of  this 'Ordinance. 
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[44]     SEC.  5.  All  the  provisions  of  the  Law  hereby  amended,  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

A  Law  to  amend  "  a  Law,  to  regulate  hackney  coaches,  carriages, 
and  stage  coaches,  passed  December  26,  1834,  and  approved 
27th  December,  1834." 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

[45]  SEC.  1.  Hackney  coaches,  carriages,  cabs,  and  stage 
coaches,  may  stand  waiting  for  employment  at  all  times  (Sundays 
excepted)  at  such  places  or  stands  in  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  and  shall 
take  turns  and  remove  or  drive  therefrom  as  the  Mayor  with  the 
consent  of  the  Aldermen  of  the  respective  wards  (where  such  stands 
may  be  required)  may  from  time  to  time  designate.  The  place  or 
places,  the  terms  of  occupation  and  the  times  for  removal  so  de- 
signated, to  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  Mayor,  and  recorded  by 
the  Clerk  in  the  book  of  Ordinances  kept  for  that  purpose. 

[46]  SEC.  2.  The  owner  or  driver  of  any  hackney  coach,  car- 
riage, cab,  or  stage  coach,  which  shall  stand  waiting  for  employment 
at  any  other  time,  or  such  place  or  places  as  may  be  designated  as 
aforesaid,  or  refuse  or  neglect  to  remove  or  drive  off  at  the  time 
specified  for  the  removal  of  the  stage  coaches,  or  refuse  to  take 
their  regular  turns  as  may  be  directed  in  the  requirements  connected 
with  the  designation  of  the  stands  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  every  such  offence  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  from 
the  owner  or  driver  thereof  severally  and  respectively. 

[47]  SEC.  3.  The  provisions  and  penalties  of  the  several  sections 
of  the  Ordinance,  regulating  hackney  coaches  and  carriages,  shall 
apply  in  every  respect  to  all  cabs  and  accommodation  stages,  or 
coaches,  or  stage  coaches  which  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  licensed 
by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  Title  six  of  the  Ordinance  hereby 
amended,  or  any  other  Ordinance  hereafter  passed  relative  thereto, 
unless  otherwise  provided. 

[48]  SEC.  4.  Title  five,  and  the  fifth  section  of  Title  six  of  the 
Ordinance  hereby  amended  are  hereby  repealed.

All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  heretofore  passed  by 
this  Common  Council,  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance,  are  hereby 
repealed.

A  Law  to  regulate  Carts  and  Cartmen. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in   Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

TITE  I. 
Of  the  Licensing  of  Cartmen. 

[1]     SEC.  1.     The  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  for  the  time 
being,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  issue  licenses  under  his  hand  and 
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seal,  to  so  many  and  such  persons  as  he  shall  think  proper,  to  drive 
carts  in  said  city,  and  to  revoke  all  or  any  of  the  said  licenses. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  No  person  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
a  resident  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  for  the  last  six  months,  of  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years  and  upwards,  and  the  owner  of  a  good  horse 
and  cart  over  and  above  all  debts  due  by  him,  shall  be  licensed  as 
aforesaid. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  The  last  preceding  section  of  this  title  shall  not  be 
construed  to  apply  to  dirt  cartmen.  And  further,  it  shall  be  lawful, 
during  the  month  of  May,  in  each  year,  to  grant  a  cartman's  license 
to  any  person  having  a  family,  and  removing  to  the  city,  who  shall 
satisfy  the  Mayor  that  he  intends  to  reside  permanently  with  his 
family  in  the  city,  although  such  person  has  not  resided  for  six 
months  in  said  city :  provided  such  person  is  otherwise  qualified 
to  receive  such  license. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  The  Mayor  of  the  said  city  shall  administer  an  oath 
or  affirmation  to  any  applicant  for  a  license,  and  shall  examine  such 
person  or  persons  orally,  touching  his  said  application  and  his  quali- 
fications to  receive  such  license. 

[5]  SEC.  5.  All  licenses  to  cartmen  shall  expire  on  the  first 
Monday  of  May  next  after  the  date  thereof. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  Every  person,  on  receiving  his  license  as  cartman, 
shall  pay  to  the  Mayor,  for  the  use  of  the  city,  the  sum  of  one  dol- 
lar and  fifty  cents ;  and  upon  the  renewal  of  any  cartman's  license, 
such  person  shall  pay,  as  aforesaid,  the  sum  of  fifty  cents. 

[7]  SEC.  7.  No  cartman  sliall  be  entitled  to  have  his  license  re- 
newed, at  the  expiration  thereof,  unless  he  make  it  satisfactorily  ap- 
pear, on  oath  or  affirmation,  as  herein  before  provided,  that  he  still 
continues  to  own,  over  and  above  all  debts,  a  good  horse  and  cart. 

[8]  SEC.  8.  No  person  shall  drive  any  cart,  sled,  truck,  dray, 
wagon  or  other  carriage,  for  the  transportation  of  any  goods,  wares, 
merchandize,  fire-wood,  or  other  thing  whatsoever,  within  the  first 
seven  wards  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  for  hire  or  wages,  without  being 
licensed  as  a  cartman,  by  the  Mayor  of  the  said  city,  under  the  pen- 
alty of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[9]  SEC.  9.  If  any  person  who  has  been  licensed  as  a  cartman, 
and  shall  have  been  suspended  or  displaced  by  the  Mayor,  or  whose 
license  shall  have  been  revoked,  shall  drive  any  cart,  sled,  truck, 
dray,  wagon,  or  other  carriage,  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  for  the 
transportation  of  any  thing  whatsoever,  for  hire  or  wages,  he  shall 
forfeit,  and  pay  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 


TITLE  II. 

Of  ike  Regulating  and  Numbering  of  Carts. 
[10]     SEC.  1.     Each  sled,  cart  or  dray,  employed  in  the  transport- 
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ation  of  any  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or  other  things,  excepting 
fire-wood,  shall  be  two  feet  five  inches  wide  between  the  foremost 
rungs,  and  two  feet  nine  inches  wide  between  the  hindmost  rungs, 
and  no  more  ;  and  all  the  rungs  shall  be  three  feet  eight  inches  high, 
above  the  floor  of  the  sled  or  cart,  and  no  more,  under  the  penalty 
of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[1 1]  SEC.  2.  Licensed  cartman  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  shall  and 
may  be  permitted  to  use  iron  shod  wheels,  under  the  regulations  fol- 
lowing : 

The  iron,  or  tire,  around  the  wheels,  shall  be  in  breadth  not  les& 
than  three  inches,  and  the  nails  with  which  the  tire  shall  be  nailed  or 
fastened  to  the  wheels,  shall  be  sunk  into  the  iron  or  tire  so  that  the 
heads  of  such  nails  shall  not  project  beyond  the  surface  thereof. 

The  rims  of  the  wheels  of  all  carts  not  shod  with  iron  in  the  man- 
ner aforesaid,  shall  not  be  less  than  four  inches  and  a  half  broad,  and 
eight  inches  deep,  when  new. 

If  any  cartman  shall  use  any  cart  in  violation  of  either  or  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[12]  SEC.  3.  Every  person  who  shall  cart  any  slacked  limer 
whether  merchantable  or  not,  shall  have  upon  his  cart  a  tight  box,, 
which  will  hold  sixteen  bushels,  struck  measure ;  which  box,  when- 
ever any  lime  is  contained  therein,  shall  be  covered  with  cloth  or 
other  sufficient  covering,  to  prevent  the  wasting  of  the  contents,  un- 
der a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[13]  SEC.  4.  Every  cart  used  in  transporting  any  manure,  sand,, 
earth,  mud,  or  clay,  shall  be  provided  with  a  close  box,  the  front  and 
sides  of  which  shall  not  be  less  than  eighteen  inches  in  height,  and 
the  tail  board  not  less  than  twelve  inches  high,  and  shall  be  so  secured 
as  to  prevent  any  of  the  contents  running  out,  under  the  penalty  of 
five  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[14]  SEC.  5.  Every  cart  shall  have  fairly  painted  upon  the  out- 
side of  the  square  of  the  after  part  of  the  shaft,  on  each  side  of  the 
said  cart,  with  black  paint  upon  a  white  ground,  easily  to  be  seen,, 
the  number  of  the  license  of  the  owner  thereof ;  the  figures  of  such 
number  to  be  at  least  two  inches  and  a  half  in  length  ;  and  if  any 
cartraan  shall,  drive  his  cart,  or  suffer  or  permit  the  same  to  be  driven,, 
without  being  so  numbered,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  ten  dollars  for 
every  such  offence. 


TITLE  III. 
Of  the  Rates  or  Prices  of  Cartage. 

[15]  SEC.  1.  The  prices  or  rates  to  be  taken  by  cartmen,  for  the 
loading,  carrying,  and  unloading  of  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  and 
other  things,  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit  :

[16]  SEC.  2.  In  all  cases  where  the  distance  exceeds  half  a 
mile,  and  does  not  exceed  two  miles,  the  cartman  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  one  third  more  for  every  load  of  the  same  articles,  for  every 
additional  half  mile  he  shall  cart  or  transport  them. 

[1 7]  SEC.  3.  If  any  cartman  shall  ask,  demand,  receive,  take,  ex- 
act, or  extort,  any  greater  rate  or  rates,  price,  or  prices,  or  compensa- 
tion, for  carting,  or  transporting  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise, 
fire-wood,  or  other  thing  that  is  mentioned,  expressed  and  limited,  in 
the  provisions  of  this  title,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[18]  SEC.  4.  If  any  cartman  shall  ask  or  demand  any  greater 
rate  or  price  than  is  above  provided  and  allowed,  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
receive  any  compensation  for  any  such  services. 

[19]     SEC.  5.    No  cartman  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  cart  or  em-

ploy  his  horse  and  cart,  or  sled,  in  the  transportation  of  any  articles 
whatever,  when  required,  unless  he  be  then  actually  otherwise  em- 
ployed, under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[20]  SEC.  6.  Every  cartman,  upon  being  requested,  shall  attend 
immediately  to  the  riding  and  carting  of  wheat,  flour,  or  other  mer- 
chandize, or  thing  subject  to  damage,  in  preference  to  carting  or 
transporting  any  other  things  whatever,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dol- 
lars for  every  neglect  to  attend  to  such  request.

TITLE  IV. 
Of  Licensing  and  Regulating  Dirt-  Carts. 

SEC.  1.  The  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  may  grant 
owners  of  dirt-carts,  licenses  to  keep  such  number  of  carts,  as 
the  said  Mayor  may  deem  proper  to  be  employed  exclusively  in  the 
carting  and  transporting  of  dirt,  sand,  gravel  and  clay. 

[22]  SEC.  2.  No  person  shall  drive  any  sled,  cart,  truck,  dray, 
or  other  carriage,  for  the  transportation  of  earth,  sand,  gravel,  bal- 
last, paving  stones,  clay,  or  building  rubbish,  within  the  first  seven 
wards  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  for  hire  or  wages,  unless  he  shall  be 
specially  licensed  as  a  dirt  cartman,  or  unless  the  owner  of  the  cart 
be  licensed  to  have  the  same  driven,  by  the  Mayor  of  the  said  city, 
under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[23]  SEC.  3.  No  person  who  shall  be  licensed  as  a  dirt  cart- 
man, according  to  the  provisions  of  this  title,  shall  transport,  within 
the  first  seven  wards  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  for  hire  or  wages,  any 
other  articles  or  things  except  those  specified  in  section  second  of 
this  title,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[24]  SEC.  4.  All  licenses  to  dirt  cartmen  shall  expire  on  the 
first  Monday  of  May  next  after  the  date  thereof. 

[25]  SEC.  5.  Every  person,  on  receiving  his  license  as  a  dirt 
cartman,  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor,  for  the  use  of  the  city,  the  sum  of 
fifty  cents  ;  and  upon  the  renewal  of  any  such  dirt  cartman's  license, 
such  person  shall  pay  as  aforesaid  the  sum  of  twelve  and  a  half  cents. 

[26]  SEC.  6.  Every  dirt  cartman  shall,  immediately  upon  re- 
ceiving his  license,  cause  his  cart  to  be  provided  with  a  tight  box,  the 
sides  and  fore  part  of  which  shall  be  two  feet,  and  the  tail  board  not 
less  than  sixteen  inches  high  ;  and  the  number  of  his  license  and  the 
letters  D.  C.  to  be  fairly  painted,  with  black  paint  upon  a  white 
ground,  on  the  square  of  the  after  part  of  the  shaft  of  his  cart,  on 
both  sides  thereof,  and  on  a  conspicuous  place  on  each  side  of  his 
Bled,  in  plain  legible  letters  and  figures,  of  at  least  two  inches  and  a 
half  in  length,  and  so  continue  the  same,  under  a  penalty  of  five 
dollar  e  for  every  such  offence. 

[27]     SEC.  T.     Any  person  who  shall  drive  or  lead,  or  have 
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charge  of  any  horse  before  a  dirt  cart  which  shall  be  going  or  stand- 
ing in  any  street,  lane,  avenue,  or  public  place,  in  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn, without  having  the  same  numbered  and  designated,  and  a  tight 
box  fitted  thereto,  as  provided  in  the  sixth  section  of  this  title,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to  be 
sued  for  and  recovered  from  the  owner  or  owners,  or  driver  of  such 
cart,  severally  and  respectively. 


TITLE   V. 
Of  the  appointment  of  Cart  Inspector,  and  his  poivers  and  duties. 

[28]  SEC.  1.  A  suitable  and  proper  person  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Common  Council,  who  shall  be  known  as,  and  called  the  In- 
spector of  Carts  and  Sleds. 

[29]  SEC.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Inspector  of  Carts, 
to  attend  at  the  Mayor's  office,  at  such  times  as  the  Common  Coun- 
cil shall,  from  time  to  time  designate,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  quali- 
fications of  applicants  for  licenses  under  this  chapter ;  he  shall  in- 
spect the  carts  of  persons  seeking  licenses,  or  seeking  to  renew 
their  licenses ;  he  shall  keep  a  record  in  a  book  provided  for  that 
purpose  in  the  Mayor's  office,  of  the  names  of  all  persons  to  whom 
licenses  shall  be  granted,  with  their  respective  numbers  and  places  of 
abode  ;  and  he  shall  generally  see  that  the  laws  and  ordinances  re- 
specting cartmen  are  duly  observed. 

i30]     SEC.  3.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  inspector  of  carts 
sleds,  to  report  to  the  Attorney  of  the  Corporation  all  violations 
of  this  law,  which  shall  come  to  his  knowledge. 


TITLE  VI. 
Miscellaneous  provisions  of  a  general  nature. 

[31]  SEC.  1.  No  cartman  shall  drive  the  cart  or  sled  of  any 
person  or  persons  upon  hire  or  on  shares  ;  nor  shall  any  cartman 
drive  any  cart  or  sled  other  than  the  one  for  which  he  has  received  his 
license,  and  which  shall  have  the  number  of  his  license  painted  there- 
on, as  it  is  herein  before  provided,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  offence,  and  the  like  penalty  for  each  day  or  part  of  a  day,  such 
offence  shall  continue  or  be  repeated. 

[32]  SEC.  2.  No  cartman  shall  suffer  or  permit,  or  hire  or  em- 
ploy any  person  to  drive  his  cart  or  sled  within  the  first  seven  wards 
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of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  whether  loaded  or  empty,  but  shall  drive  it 
himself,  unless  by  reason  of  sickness  or  other  disability,  he  obtain 
license  for  so  doing,  from  the  Mayor,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dol- 
lars for  each  offence. 

[33]  SEC.  3.  Every  cartman  shall  carry  upon  his  cart  a  good 
and  sufficient  load,  that  is  to  say :  as  much  as  can  be  conveniently 
stowed  on  his  cart  or  sled,  and  is  reasonable  for  one  horse  to  draw, 
under  a  penalty  of  one  dollar  ;  nor  shall  any  cartman  load  or  carry 
on  his  cart  at  one  time,  more  than  one  puncheon  or  hogshead  of  rum, 
one  hogshead  of  molasses,  one  hogshead  of  sugar,  one  pipe  of  wine, 
or  one  hogshead,  puncheon,  or  pipe,  of  any  liquors  or  things  ;  and 
no  greater  quantity  of  liquors  shall  be  loaded  or  carried  on  a  cart,  at 
one  time,  in  small  casks,  than  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  gallons, 
under  a  penalty  of  one  dollar  for  every  such  offence. 

[34]  SEC.  4.  If  any  accident  or  injury  shall  happen  to  any  per- 
son, carriage,  vehicle,  or  other  thing,  by  reason  of  coming  in  contact 
with  any  cartman's  horse  or  cart,  or  anything  which  is  loaded  on  such 
cart,  while  the  same  is  moving,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  cartman 
or  driver  of  such  horse  and  cart,  immediately  to  stop,  and  if  neces- 
sary to  render  assistance,  and  to  give  his  name,  place  of  abode,  and 
number  of  his  cart,  if  requested ;  and  in  default  thereof,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[35]  SEC.  5.  Every  cartman  shall  give  the  number  of  his  cart, 
his  name  and  place  of  abode,  to  any  citizen,  upon  request  being  made, 
under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  neglect  or  refusal. 

[36]  SEC.  6.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  apply,  in  each 
and  every  respect,  to  all  sleds,  sleighs,  and  drays,  driven  and  used 
in  the  first  seven  wards  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  for  hire  or  wages.

A  law  to  License  and  Regulate  Chimney- Sweepers. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

[l]  SEC.  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  said  city  to 
grant  licenses  under  his  hand,  and  seal  of  said  city,  to  such  persons 
as  shall  produce  to  him  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  good  character, 
to  be  sweepers  of  chimneys  in  the  said  city;  and  each  person  so 
licensed  shall  pay  therefor  the  sum  of  three  dollars. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  Any  person  so  licensed,  may  keep  and  employ  so 
many  boys,  apprentices  or  servants,  to  assist  him  in  his  said  business, 
as  he  may  think  proper,  provided  they  are  comfortably  clad,  and 
sufficiently  provided  with  good  and  wholesome  food,  and  not  under 
eleven  years  of  age. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  The  said  boys,  apprentices,  or  servants,  shall  not 
be  required  by  their  master  or  employer,  to  work  before  six  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon,  nor  after  four  o,  clock  in  the  afternoon,  during  the 
winter  season,  nor  before  five  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  nor  after  six 
in  the  afternoon,  during  the  residue  of  the  year. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  No  person  so  licensed  as  aforesaid,  shall  employ 
any  boy  under  the  age  of  eleven  years,  as  a  chimney  sweeper,  or 
shall  omit  or  neglect  to  feed  or  clothe  any  of  the  boys,  apprentices, 
or  servants,  in  his  employ,  as  above  directed,  or  require  or  permit 
them,  or  any  of  them,  to  work  at  other  hours  than  are  above  pre- 
scribed, nor  require  or  compel  any  such  apprentice  or  servant,  to  go 
into  any  chimney  which  shall  be  less  twelve  inches  square  in  the 
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clear,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars,  and  the  forfeiture  of  his 
license,  for  every  such  offence. 

[5]  SEC.  5.  No  person,  without  such  license  as  aforesaid,  or 
after  the  forfeitfure  thereof  as  aforesaid,  shall  carry  on  the  business 
of  a  chimney  sweeper,  or  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  boy,  apprentice, 
or  servant,  belonging  to  him  or  in  his  employ,  to  sweep  any  chimney 
in  this  city,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  Every  person  so  licensed,  shall  be  subject  to  all 
penalties  that  may  be  incurred  by  any  chimney  taking  fire,  within 
one  month  after  having  been  swept  by  them,  respectively,  or  by  any 
boy,  apprentice,  or  servant  in  their  employ. 

[7]  SEC.  7.  Each  license  granted  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  num- 
bered ;  and  every  person  so  licensed,  shall  cause  the  boys ,  apprentices, 
or  servants,  in  his  employ,  to  wear  a  badge,  upon  which  shall  be  in- 
scribed the  number  of  his  license ;  and  if  any  such  boy,  apprentice, 
or  servant,  shall  at  any  time  be  found  out  of  the  house  or  premises 
of  his  master  or  employer,  and  not  wearing  such  badge,  his  said 
master  or  employer  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  two  dollars. 

[8]  SEC.  8.  The  licensed  chimney  sweepers  of  the  said  city,  shall 
be  authorised  to  demand  and  receive  the  following  sum- for  each  and 
every  chimney  swept  by  them,  or  by  their  boys,  apprentices,  or  ser- 
vants, respectively ;  that  is  to  say  :  for  every  chimney  from  the  up- 
permost floor  of  any  house,  twelve  and  a  half  cents ;  for  every 
chimney  from  the  next  floor  below,  fifteen  cents  ;  for  every  chimney 
from  the  next  floor  below,  eighteen  cents  ;  for  every  chimney  from 
the  next  floor  below,  twenty-one  cents  ;  for  every  chimney  from  the 
next  floor  below,  twenty-eight  cents ;  and  for  every  chimney  from  the 
next  floor  below,  thirty-seven  and  a  half  cents  ;  and  where  a  Frank- 
lin stove,  coal  grate,  or  jack,  are  used  in  any  fire-place,  twelve  and  a 
half  cents  may  be  demanded  and  received  in  addition  to  the  above- 
mentioned  sums. 

[9]  SEC.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  sweeper  of  chimneys 
licensed  as  aforesaid,  to  report  to  the  Mayor  the  names  of  all  persons 
employed  by  him  for  the  purpose  of  sweeping  chimneys,  and  also  the 
names  of  all  such  as  shall  quit  his  employment.  And  if  any  person 
so  licensed  shall  neglect  so  to  do  for  the  space  of  one  week,  he  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

[10]  SEC.  10.  A  register  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Common  Council,  of  the  name  and  place  of  residence  of 
every  person  licensed  as  aforesaid. 

[11]  SEC.  11.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  apply  to 
those  persons  who  use  machinery  in  sweeping  chimneys  for  hire,  as 
well  as  to  those  who  sweep  by  other  methods.

No  person  shall  cut,  mark,  or  in  any  manner  injure  or 
deface,  the  buildings  standing  on  the  southwesterly  corner  of  Henry 
and  Cranberry  streets,  owned  by  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  and  known 
by  the  name  of  "  The  City  Buildings,"  or  any  part  thereof,  or  the  fur- 
niture or  fixtures  therein,  belonging  to  the  said  city,  or  the  fences, 
railings,  or  appurtenances  connected  with  the  said  buildings,  under 
the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  This  law  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  the 
fastening  of  notices  of  sales,  and  other  legal  notices  and  papers, 
upon  such  board  or  boards  as  are  now  provided  or  as  may  hereafter 
be  provided  and  placed  in  or  upon  the  said  buildings,  for  that  pur- 
pose, by  the  said  Common  Council,  or  their  order.

A  law  to  regulate  the  sale  of  Coal  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn.     Of  the 
appointment  of  Weighers  and  Measurers  of  Coal,  and  their  duties. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

[1]  SEC.  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council, 
from  time  to  time,  discreet  and  competent  persons,  as  Weighers  and 
Measurers,  who  shall  be  called  Weighers  of  Coal,  for  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  said 
Common  Council. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  The  said  weighers  and  measurers  shall  severally 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  well  and  faithfully  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  during  the  tune  of  their 
appointment. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  No  person  shall  exercise  the  office  of  weigher  or 
measurer  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  by  weighing  or  measuring  any 
Coal  for  any  private  person  or  persons,  without  having  received  an 
appointment  from  the  Common  Council,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty  dol- 
lars for  each  offence. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  If  either  of  the  said  weighers  or  measurers  shall 
be  unable,  in  consequence  of  sickness  or  other  disability,  to  attend  to 
the  duties  of  his  office,  he  may,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor, 
expressed  in  writing,  employ *a  sober,  discreet  person  to  attend  to  the 
duties  of  his  office  during  such  inability. 

[5]     SEC.  5.     The  person  appointed  in  the  place  of  any  of  the 
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said  weighers  or  measurers  by  virtue  of  the  last  preceding  section  of 
this  title,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  well  and  faithfully  to  per- 
form his  trust ;  and  the  weigher  or  measurer  in  whose  stead  such 
person  is  deputed,  shall  be  accountable  for  the  official  conduct  of 
such  person. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  All  anthracite  or  hard  coal  which  shall  be  sold 
within  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall  be  first  weighed  ;  and  two  thou- 
sand pounds  of  dry  coal  shall  be  allowed  to  the  ton,  and  a  suitable 
allowance  shall  be  made  by  the  weigher  who  shall  weigh  the  same 
when  the  coal  is  wet  or  damp. 

[7]  SEC.  7.  No  vender  of  coal  shall  sell,  nor  shall  any  cartman 
cart  or  transport  any  anthracite  or  hard  coal,  from  any  coal  yard,  or 
other  place  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  without  being  first  weighed  as 
aforesaid,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  load  or 
part  of  a  load  so  sold  or  so  carted  or  transported. 

[8]  SEC.  8.  The  said  weighers  shall  be  respectively  entitled  to 
demand  and  receive  twelve  and  a  half  cents  for  each  and  every  ton 
by  them  respectively  weighed,  and  so  in  proportion  for  any  less 
quantity. 

[9]  SEC.  9.  No  weigher  of  coal  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn  shall 
ask,  demand,  or  receive  more  or  larger  fees  for  his  services  than  are 
herein  and  hereby  allowed,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars 
for  every  such  offence. 

[10]  SEC.  10.  All  bituminous  or  soft  coal  and  charcoal  shall 
be  sold  by  the  bushel,  and  shall  be  measured  in  measures  of  the 
same  capacity  as  those  used  by  the  Custom  House  in  the  city  of  New 
York. 

[11]  SEC.  11,  All  measurers  shall  be  allowed  for  their  services 
half  a  cent  for  every  bushel  of  coal  by  him  or  them  measured.

A  Law  to  regulate  the  vending  of  Charcoal  from  Carts  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

[12]  SEC.  1.  No  person  shall  hereafter  be  permitted  to  drive 
or  use  a  cart  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  or  selling  charcoal,  or  to 
sell  charcoal  from  any  cart  in  the  public  streets  of  the  said  city  un- 
less he  shall  have  received  a  license  from  the  Mayor,  granting  such 
permission,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offence. 
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[13]  SEC.  2.  The  Mayor  of  the  said  city  is  hereby  authorised 
and  may  grant  licerises  under  the  corporate  seal  of  said  city,  to  any 
proper  person  being  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  who  shall  be- 
come such  citizen,  and  a  resident  of  the  said  city,  to  carry  and  sell, 
and  offer  for  sale  charcoal  from  carts  in  the  streets  of  said  city,  and 
the  said  Mayor  may  at  any  time  revoke  any  of  the  said  licenses  ac- 
cording to  his  discretion. 

[14]  SEC.  3.  Licenses  granted  in  conformity  with  the  second 
section  of  this  ordinance,  shall  expire  on  the  first  Monday  of  May 
next  after  the  date  thereof,  and  may  then  be  renewed  by  the  said 
Mayor  on  application. 

[15]  SEC.  4.  For  every  license  granted  as  aforesaid,  there  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Clerk  for  the  use  of  said  city,  by  the  person  taking 
the  same,  the  sum  of  three  dollars,  and  three  dollars  for  every  re- 
newal.

A  Law  creating  a  department  of  Finance,  and  prescribing  the  duties 
of  the  Comptroller. 


The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 


TITLE  I. 


[1]  SEC.  1.  The  Comptroller,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  eighteenth  section  of  the  Act  incorporating  the  city  of 
Brooklyn. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  The  said  Comptroller  shall  enter  into  a  bond,  with 
sufficient  surety  or  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Common  Council, 
in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  account  for  and  pay  over 
all  monies  which  may  come  to  his  hands  as  such  Comptroller. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  The  said  Comptroller  shall  receive  such  annual 
salary  as  the  Common  Council  shall  annually  determine  upon — pay- 
able quarterly. 


COMPTROLLER. 

TITLE  II. 
Of  the  duties  of  Comptroller. 

[4]  SEC.  1.  The  said  Comptroller  shall  be  the  accountant  of 
the  Finance  Department,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  a  regular 
set  of  books  by  double  entry,  in  which  shall  be  opened  and  kept  as 
many  accounts,  under  appropriate  titles  and  heads,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  show  distinctly  and  separately  all  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures upon  each  important  object ;  and  also  all  the  debts  due  to  the 
Corporation  by  individuals. 

[5]  SEC.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Comptroller  to  ad- 
just the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Finance  Department,  and 
classify  the  accounts  of  each  department  of  the  city  government  un- 
der its  proper  head,  and  to  keep  account  of  all  the  appropriations 
made  by  the  Common  Council,  and  of  the  sums  expended  under  the 
same  severally  ;  and  generally  to  keep  so  many  and  such  books  and 
accounts,  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  a  clear  and  lucid  view  of  the 
fiscal  concerns  of  the  Corporation. 

[6]  SEC.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Comptroller  to  ex- 
amine and  liquidate  all  claims,  and  audit  all  accounts  against  the  Cor- 
poration, unless  otherwise  directed,  and  to  countersign  all  war- 
rants for  moneys  which  are  duly  authorised  to  be  drawn  from  the 
Treasury,  and  to  present  the  same  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the 
Clerk  of  the  Common  Council,  to  be  signed  by  them  respectively. 
And  no  such  warrant  shall  be  valid  or  sufficient  to  draw  the  amount 
thereof  out  of  the  Treasury  unless  it  be  so  signed  and  countersigned. 

[7]  SEC.  4.  The  Comptroller  shall  draw  no  warrant  on  the 
Treasury,  unless  the  money  be  first  appropriated  to  the  object  for 
which  such  warrant  is  drawn ;  and  he  shall  in  no  case  exceed  by  his 
drafts  the  sum  appropriated.  In  the  event  of  an  appropriation 
being  exhausted,  he  shall  give  notice  of  the  fact  to  the  Common 
Council,  with  a  statement  of  the  sums  which  have  been  drawn  on 
such  exhausted  appropriation  and  for  what  particular  purpose  drawn, 
and  as  far  as  practicable  the  reason  of  the  deficiency  ;  he  shall  also 
state  the  additional  amount  that  he  may  deem  necessary  to  be  ap- 
propriated, in  order  to  complete  the  disbursements  of  that  specific 
head  of  expenditure. 

[8]  SEC.  5.  The  Comptroller  shall  annually  prepare  an  esti- 
mated calculation  of  the  probable  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
fiscal  year  of  the  Common  Council,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
Common  Council  on  the  first  Monday  of  May. 

[9]  SEC.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  to  take 
charge  of  all  the  real  estate  of  the  Corporation,  and  to  report  all 
encroachments  thereon  to  the  Common  Council,  and  to  take  charge  of 
and  preserve  all  deeds,  leases,  and  evidences  of  title  for  property 
held  by  the  Corporation,  and  of  all  evidences  of  indebtedness  to  the 
Corporation  :  and  also  of  all  bonds  that  may  be  directed  to  be  filed 
in  his  office,  given  for  the  indemnity  of  the  Corporation. 
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1 10]  SEC.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  to  super- 
intend all  officers  of  the  Corporation,  who  shall  receive  or  disburse 
the  public  funds  of  the  city,  and  to  audit  their  accounts,  and  to  super- 
intend the  collection  of  all  rents  due  to  the  Corporation,  and  to  examine, 
adjust  and  settle  the  accounts  of  all  persons  indebted  to  the  Corpora- 
tion ;  and  to  furnish  the  collectors  appointed  by  the  Common  Council 
accurate  accounts  of  such  rents  and  debts  remaining  unpaid  ;  and  in  all 
cases  when  he  shall  deem  it  necessary  or  proper,  after  consultation  and 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  to  direct  such  legal  proceedings 
as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  payment  of  such  rents  or  debts, 
or  to  obtain  possession  of  any  premises  belonging  to  the  Corporation. 


TITLE  III. 
Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

[11]  SEC.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  city  to 
make  a  weekly  return  to  the  Comptroller  of  all  money  received  by 
the  said  Treasurer,  specifying  of  whom  received  and  on  what  ac- 
count. 

[12]  SEC.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  the  Cor- 
poration to  pay  over  to  the  Comptroller  all  moneys  collected  by  them 
respectively,  immediately  after  receiving  the  same,  accompanied  with 
a  written  statement  of  whom  received  and  for  what  purpose ;  and 
the  Comptroller  shall  immediately  after  receiving  any  money  for  the 
Corporation,  pay  the  same  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

[13]  SEC.  3.  All  bills  of  expenditure  chargeable  to  the  de- 
partment or  appropriation  accounts,  shall  be  payable  monthly.

That  in  case  of  the  disability  of  the  Comptrol- 
ler, by  sickness  or  otherwise,  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  it 
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shall  be  sufficient  for  the  Mayor  and  Clerk  during  the  continuance  of 
such  disability  to  sign  warrants  for  drawing  monies  from  the  Trea- 
sury, without  the  same  being  countersigned  by  the  Comptroller,  and 
the  Mayor  is  authorised,  during  such  period,  to  employ  a  Clerk  to  at- 
tend at  the  office  for  the  keeping  of  the  books,  the  disability  above 
mentioned  shall  be  sufficiently  proved  by  a  certificate  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  of  the  fact  of  such  disability  filed  with  the  Treasurer,  and 
an  endorsement  to  be  made  by  the  Mayor  upon  the  warrants  so  to 
be  issued,  stating  the  absence  of  the  Comptroller.

An  ordinance,  designating  the  respective  duties  of  the  Counsellor  and 
Attorney  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows: 

[1]  SEC.  1.  A  suitable  person  of  the  degree  of  Counsellor  at 
Law  in  the  Supreme  Court,  shall  be  appointed  as  Counsel  to  the  Cor- 
poration ;  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  take  the  entire  charge  and  manage- 
ment of  all  suits  and  proceedings  instituted  by  or  against  the  Corpora- 
tion, in  any  Court  of  Record ;  to  attend  the  stated  meetings  of  the 
Common  Council ;  to  advise  them,  their  committees  and  officers,  on 
such  legal  questions  as  may  from  time  to  time  arise,  in  relation  to  the 
business  of  the  Corporation ;  and  to  perform  all  such  other  services 
in  the  line  of  his  profession,  connected  with  the  business  of  the  Cor- 
poration, as  are  not  comprised  in  the  duties  of  the  Attorney ;  and 
he  shall  receive  from  the  Corporation,  a  salary  (exclusive  of  dis- 
bursements) of  eight  hundred  dollars  in  lieu  of  all  other  fees,  per- 
quisites and  compensation. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  A  suitable  person  of  the  degree  of  Attorney  at 
Law  in  the  Supreme  Court,  shall  be  appointed  as  the  Attorney  to 
the  Corporation.  It  shall  be  his  duty,  upon  complaint  made  to  him, 
to  commence  and  prosecute  all  suits  for  breaches  of  the  laws  and 
ordinances  of  the  Corporation,  and  all  suits  for  the  collection  of  any 
penalties  incurred  under  any  laws  of  this  State,  where  such  penalties 
are  to  be  enforced  in  the  name  of  the  Corporation. 

[3]     SEC.  3.     In  all  cases  of  a  recovery  of  judgment  in  any  such 
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suits  prosecuted  by  said  Attorney,  lie  shall  receive  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  in  lieu  of  aft  other  fees,  perquisites,  or  compensation. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  on  the  first 
Monday  of  each  and  every  month  after  his  appointment,  to  report 
to  the  Board,  under  oath,  a  full  and  complete  statement  of  all  suits 
commenced  and  prosecuted  by  him  in  the  name  of  the  Corporation, 
the  amount  recovered,  and  the  amount  of  his  charges  thereon,  and 
after  deducting  his  fees  therefrom,  pay  over  any  balance  that  may 
be  in  his  hands  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  city. 

[5]  SEC.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
with  the  preceding  provisions  are  hereby  repealed.

An  ordinance  in  relation  to  the  Expenses  for  the  opening  of  streets 
in  the  City  of  Brooklyn. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

[6]  SEC.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Counsel  of  the  Board, 
after  the  confirmation  of  the  Commissioners  report  for  the  opening  of 
a  street  shall  have  been  reported  to  the  Board,  to  file  in  the  street 
commissioner's  office  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  all  of  the  original 
papers  and  maps,  and  at  the  same  time  to  file  a  copy  of  all  the  items 
of  expense  for  said  opening.  He  shall  likewise,  at  the  same  time, 
notify  the  street  commissioner,  of  the  time,  place,  and  before  what 
officer  the  items  of  expenses  so  deposited,  will  be  taxed,  which  notice 
shall  not  be  less  than  five  days.  During  the  time  such  items  shall  be 
so  deposited,  any  person  interested  in  such  opening,  may  examine 
such  items,  free  of  expense,  and  he  may  appear  and  oppose  such 
items  on  taxation. 

[7]  SEC.  2.  Upon  such  items  being  so  deposited,  the  Counsel 
of  the  Board  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  published  in  the  newspapers 
employed  by  the  Corporation,  of  the  time,  and  place,  and  before  what 
officer,  such  items  will  be  taxed. 

[8]  SEC.  3.  The  counsellor  of  the  Board  shall  also  serve  a  copy 
of  every  bill  proposed  to  be  taxed,  upon  the  chairman  of  the  Law 
committee  of  the  Common  Council,  with  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  taxation,  and  the  officer  by  whom  it  will  be  taxed,  to  the  end  that 
the  said  chairman  or  any  other  member  of  the  Law  committee,  may 
attend  on  such  taxation.  Such  service  shall  be  made  at  least  two 
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days  before  such  bills  shall  be  taxed,  and  may  be  made  by  handing 
the  copy  bill  and  notice  personally  to  said  chairman,  or  by  leaving 
the  same  at  his  house  or  place  of  business  in  charge  of  some  com- 
petent person. 

[9]  SEC.  4.  The  original  taxed  bill  after  taxation,  shall  be  filed 
with  the  comptroller  of  the  city,  together  with  the  evidence  that  the 
same  has  been  deposited,  and  the  notice  published  and  served  in  pur- 
suance of  this  ordinance.  The  comptroller  upon  receiving  the  ori- 
ginal taxed  bill,  together  with  the  said  proofs,  may  draw  a  warrant 
or  warrants,  on  the  treasurer  for  the  amount  of  such  taxed  bill,  in 
favor  of  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  provided  sufficient  monies  on 
account  of  such  opening  have  been  collected  and  paid  into  the  Trea- 
sury of  the  city. 

[10]  SEC.  5.  Whenever  the  Common  Council  shall  have  decided 
upon  the  opening  of  a  street  or  avenue,  and  shall  have  directed  the 
counsel  to  take  the  proper  proceedings  for  that  purpose,  he  shall  re- 
ceive proposals  for  the  surveys  and  maps  necessary  to  be  used  for 
such  opening,  from  city  surveyors  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  for  at 
least  ten  days,  and  shall  then  report  to  the  street  committee,  the 
names  of  all  the  persons  who  have  offered  to  make  surveys  and  maps 
together  with  the  amount  of  each  proposal.  The  street  committee 
shall  thereupon  designate  the  surveyor  who  shall  make  such  surveys 
and  maps. 

[11]  SEC.  6.  All  ordinances  and  resolutions  of  the  Common 
Council,  inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  ordinance,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

An  ordinance  to  limit  the  number  of  Cows  which  it  may  be  lawful 
to  keep  within  single  enclosures  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

[1]  SEC.  1.  No  person  or  persons  shall  have,  or  keep,  or  permit 
to  be  kept  on  any  premises  owned,  hired,  or  occupied,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  by  him  or  them,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  within  the  first  five 
Wards  of  said  city,  or  within  all  that  part  of  the  seventh  Ward, 
west  of  Division  or  Raymond  streets,  or  all  that  part  of  the  sixth 
Ward,  west  of  Smith,  and  north  of  Union  streets,  at  any  time  be- 
tween the  first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  November,  in  any 
year,  more  than  three  cows  in  any  stable  or  other  enclosure,  or  more 
than  three  cows  upon  any  lot  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  hundred 
square  feet  in  size,  or  more  than  four  cows  upon  any  lot  of  not  more 
than  one-half  acre,  or  more  than  six  cows  upon  any  lot  of  not  more 
than  one  acre,  or  more  than  twelve  cows  upon  any  lot  of  larger  size. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to 
the  said  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn, 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  cow  above  the  numbers  allowed  by 
said  section,  which  shall  be  kept  or  be  permitted  to  be  kept  in  any 
stable,  lot  or  enclosure.  And  every  person  so  offending  shall  be 
liable  to  be  successively  prosecuted  for  each  and  every  day  during 
which  he  shall  keep  or  permit  to  be  kept  any  cows  in  violation  of  the 
first  section  of  this  ordinance. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  The  Attorney  of  the  Common  Council  shall  prose- 
cute all  violations  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  be  brought  to  his 
knowledge.

Whereas,  it  has  been  made  known  to  the  Mayor  and  Common 
Council  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  that  a  distillery  for  the  manufacture 
of  ardent  spirits,  is  about  to  be  erected  on  the  corner  of  Bridge  and 
York  streets,  and  where  it  has  been  ascertained  from  inspection,  that 
such  location  would  be  peculiarly  improper  from  the  dense  and  im- 
proving state  of  the  neighborhood,  as  its  being  almost  directly  op- 
posite to  the  Public  School  erected  at  great  expense  by  the  public, 
and  whereas  such  an  establishment  would  occasion  noxious  and  of- 
fensive smells,  and  from  the  flat  nature  of  the  land  would  be  likely  to 
endanger  the  public  health  and  prove  a  nuisance, 

Now,  therefore,  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Brooklyn,  in  Common  Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  folloios  :  namely  t 

[1]  SEC.  1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons, 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  without  the  consent  of 
the  Common  Council,  to  erect,  or  use  for  that  purpose  any  building 
already  erected,  and  not  now  used  for  that  purpose,  within  the  first 
six  wards  of  this  city,  a  Distillery  for  the  purpose  of  making  or 
manufacturing  ardent  or  alcoholic  spirits,  under  a  penalty  of  One 
Hundred  Dollars  for  each  and  every  day  the  same  shall  be  so  em- 
ployed or  carried  on,  for  the  purpose  of  such  distillation.

A  law  Prescribing  the  Duties  of  certain  Officers  therein  named. 

TITLE  I. 
Of  the  Appointment  of  Street  Commissioner. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

[1]  SEC.  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council,  a 
discreet  and  proper  person  to  superintend  the  department  of  Street 
Commissioner,  who  shall  be  known  as  the  Street  Commissioner  of  the 
city  of  Brooklyn. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  The  said  street  commissioner  shall,  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affir- 
mation before  some  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  faithfully 
to  perform  the  said  duties. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  The  said  street  commissioner  shall  enter  into  a  bond, 
with  a  sufficient  surety  or  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Common 
Council,  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 


TITLE  II. 


Of  the  duties  of  Street  Commissioner. 


SEC.  1.     The  street  commissioner,  by  virtue  of  his  office, 

one  of  the  surveyors  in  and  for  the  city  of  Brooklyn. 

SEC.  2.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  street  commissioner 
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to  take  charge  of  all  the  real  estate  of  the  Corporation,  and  to  re- 
port all  encroachments  thereon  to  the  Common  Council ;  to  take 
charge  of  and  preserve  all  deeds,  leases  and  evidences  of  title  for 
property  held  by  the  Corporation  ;  and  also  all  maps  of  the  corners, 
lines,  levels  and  profiles  of  streets,  squares,  and  avenues,  and  of  the 
ownerships  of  property. 

[6]  SEC.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  street  commission- 
er to  superintend  the  collection  of  all  rents  due  to  the  Corporation  ; 
and  in  all  cases  where  he  shall  deem  it  necessary  or  proper,  to  direct 
such  legal  proceedings  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  payment  of 
such  rents,  or  to  obtain  possession  of  any  premises  belonging  to  the 
Corporation. 

[7]  SEC.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  street  commissioner 
to  keep  proper  books  for  recording  copies  and  counterparts  of  such 
deeds,  grants,  and  leases,  as  may  be  given  or  issued  by  the  Corpora- 
tion ;  and  see  that  a  proper  survey  or  map  is  annexed  to  every  such 
deed,  grant,  or  lease,  to  which  reference  shall  be  made  in  the  de- 
scription of  the  premises  conveyed,  granted  or  leased  by  the  said 
Corporation ;  and  also  he  shall  see  that  a  proper  survey  or  map  is 
annexed  to  every  deed,  cession,  grant,  or  lease  that  may  be  made  to 
the  said  Corporation,  and  that  reference  is  made  thereunto  in  the  de- 
scription of  the  premises,  in  every  such  deed,  cession,  grant  or  lease, 
before  the  filing  of  the  same  in  his  office  shall  be  admitted. 

[8]  SEC.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  street  commissioner 
to  advertise  for  estimates,  and  to  contract  for  wells  and  pumps,  paving, 
regulating  and  repairing  streets,  for  the  building  and  repairing 
wharves,  and  for  iarnp  posts,  lamps  and  oil,  and  in  all  cases  where 
expenditures  connected  with  the  street  commissioner's  department 
are  authorised  by  the  Common  Council,  except  cases  requiring  slight 
repairs. 

[9]  SEC.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  street  commission- 
er to  submit  all  estimates  received  by  him  to  committees  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  in  the  order  following,  namely  : — 

I.  All  estimates  for  wells  and  pumps,  to  the  Committee  on  Wells 
and  Pumps. 

II.  All  estimates  for  regulating,  paving,  and  repairing  streets,  to 
the  Committee  on  Streets. 

III.  All  estimates  for  building  wharves  and  piers,  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Public  Lands  and  Buildings. 

IV.  All  estimates  for  erecting  lamp  posts,  and  lamps,  and  for  fur- 
nishing oil,  to  the  Committee  on  Lamps. 

[10]  SEC.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  street  commis- 
sioner to  enquire  into  the  subject  matter  of  all  application  to  the 
Common  Council  in  relation  to  regulating,  paving,  or  otherwise  im- 
proving streets,  roads,  or  wharves,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  and  to 
report  to  the  Common  Council  the  particular  state  of  the  circum- 
stances of  each  case,  and  if  necessary,  a  survey  or  plan  of  the  im- 
provements thereby  intended. 

[11]     SEC.  8.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  street  commission- 
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er  on  the  completion  of  any  assessment  for  any  well  and  pump,  to 
give  notice  in  the  newspapers  employed  by  the  Corporation,  that  the 
same  is  completed  and  will  remain  open  at  his  office  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  all  persons  concerned  therein  for  ten  days  from  the  first  publi- 
cation of  such  notice,  and  at  the  expiration  of  such  time,  it  will  be 
presented  to  the  Common  Council  for  confirmation. 

[12]  SEC.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  street  commission- 
er, on  a  petition  being  presented  to  the  Common  Council  to  lay  out 
and  open  any  new  street,  avenue,  or  square,  or  to  widen  or  extend 
any  street,  or  for  a  well  and  pump,  to  give  notice  in  the  newspapers 
employed  by  the  Corporation  that  such  an  application  has  been  made, 
and  of  the  time  (which  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  days  after  the 
first  publication  of  such  notice,)  when  the  said  Common  Council  will 
proceed  on  said  petition,  and  that  remonstrances  against  the  proposed 
improvement  must  then,  or  sooner,  be  presented  in  writing  to  the 
said  board.  He  shall  also  incorporate  in  such  notice  a  description  of 
such  limit  or  district  as  the  said  Common  Councill  shall  determine 
and  fix,  in  which  the  assessment  for  the  proposed  improvement 
shall  be  made,  and  beyond  which  the  same  shall  not  extend. 

[13]  SEC.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  street  commis- 
sioner to  keep  a  correct  copy  of  all  assessments  and  contracts  relating 
to  streets.  He  shall  also  furnish  the  Common  Council  with  an  ab- 
stract of  the  sums  assessed  against  the  Corporation,  and  the  awards, 
if  any  there  be,  for  each  and  every  assessment,  together  with  the 
total  amount  of  such  assessment  including  expenses. 

[14]  SEC.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  street  commis- 
sioner whenever  an  order  shall  have  passed  the  Common  Council  for 
advertising  any  property  for  the  non-payment  of  any  assessment  or 
tax,  to  furnish  the  Attorney  with  the  names  of  the  delinquents  if 
known,  and  a  description  of  the  property  assessed  on  the  same  re- 
spectively ;  and  in  case  he  shall  omit  to  furnish  the  above  information, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  forthwith  to  report  the  same  to 
the  Common  Council. 

[15]  SEC.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  street  commis- 
sioner to  enter  into  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  an  ac- 
count of  all  streets  and  parts  of  streets,  which  are  hereafter  subject 
to  be  paved,  repaired,  and  repaved  at  the  public  expense. 

[16]  SEC.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  street  commissioner, 
to  file  in  his  office  the  assessment  books  of  the  collectors  ;  and  if  the 
collector  of  any  assessment  shall  neglect  to  make  his  final  return  to 
the  street  commissioner  within  the  time  limited  in  his  warrant,  the  said 
street  commissioner  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Common  Council. 

[17]  SEC.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  street  commis- 
sioner to  examine  and  liquidate  all  claims,  and  audit  all  accounts  re- 
lating to  streets,  avenues  and  squares,  wells  and  pumps,  wharves  and 
piers,  lamps,  lamp  posts  and  oil,  against  the  corporation,  unless  other- 
wise directed,  and  to  certify  the  same  to  the  Common  Council,  that 
warrants  may  be  ordered  accordingly. 
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TITLE  III. 
Of  ike  Duties  of  Clerk. 

[18]  SEC.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Common 
Council  to  keep  under  his  charge  and  custody  the  common  seal  of 
the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  affixed  to  such  instruments  and  writings  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  made,  granted  or  issued,  by  order  of  the  Common 
Council,  pursuant  to  the  charter  of  the  said  city,  or  of  any  law  of 
the  state. 

[19]  SEC,  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerk  to  attend  all 
meetings  of  the  Common  Council,  the  joint  meetings  of  the  super- 
visors of  the  city  and  the  Common  Council,  and  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Health ;  to  keep  the  minutes  of  all  such  meetings  respect- 
ively ;  and  to  cause  proper  records  of  such  minutes  to  be  made  and 
kept  in  his  office,  in  books  to  be  provided  for  such  purpose. 

[20]  SEC.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerk,  to  receive 
all  sums  paid  upon  the  delivery  of  permits  of  vessels,  and  all  fees 
for  licenses  to  cartmen,  to  owners  and  drivers  of  hackney  coaches, 
carriages,  and  accommodation  stages,  to  porters  and  hand  cartmen, 
to  weighers,  to  surveyors,  to  measurers,  to  guagers,  and  to  scavengers  ; 
to  enter  into  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  the  names  of 
the  respective  payers  of  all  monies  which  he  may  receive  for  the  cor- 
poration, the  amounts  received  by  him,  and  for  what  the  same  has 
been  paid  :  and  to  render  a  faithful  and  distinct  account  to  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  all  such  monies,  on  the  first  Monday  in  the  months  of 
May,  August,  November  and  February,  and  thereupon  to  pay  over 
the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  city. 

[21]  SEC.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerk  to  deliver  on 
the  day  succeeding  the  final  passage  of  an  ordinance  or  resolution  in 
relation  to  the  street  commissioner's  department,  to  the  said  street 
•commissioner,  a  certified  copy  or  a  statement  of  the  same ;  to  deliver 
to  all  the  officers  in  the  employ  of  the  Common  Council,  and  to  all 
committees,  all  such  resolutions  and  communications  as  may  be  re- 
ferred to  them  by  the  Common  Council ;  and  to  issue  notices  to  the 
respective  members  of  the  different  committees  of  the  Board,  and 
to  all  persons  whose  attendance  may  be  required  before  any  such  com- 
mittee, when  directed  to  do  so  by  the  chairman  thereof. 

[22]  SEC.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerk,  to  deliver 
without  delay  to  the  Mayor  all  papers  or  documents  under  his  charge, 
which  may  be  required  to  be  approved  or  otherwise  acted  upon  by 
the  said  Mayor. 

[23]  SEC.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerk,  to  keep  a 
regular  set  of  books  by  double  entry,  in  which  shall  be  opened  and 
kept,  as  many  accounts  under  appropriate  titles,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  show  distinctly  and  separately  all  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures upon  each  important  object ;  and  also  all  the  debts  due  to  the 
Corporation  by  individuals. 
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[24]  SEC.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerk  to  adjust 
the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Finance  Department,  and  classify 
the  accounts  of  each  department  of  the  city  government  under  its 
proper  head  ;  and  generally  to  keep  so  many  and  such  books  and  ac- 
counts as  may  be  necessary  to  give  a  clear  and  lucid  view  of  the 
fiscal  concerns  of  the  Corporation. 

[25]  SEC.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  cause  the  an- 
nual publication  to  be  made  of  the  statements  required  to  be  pub- 
lished by  the  twenty-second  section  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to 
incorporate  the  city  of  Brooklyn,"  passed  April  8,  1834. 

[26]  SEC.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  give  notice  in 
the  newspapers  employed  by  the  Corporation  of  the  completion  of 
any  assessment  for  the  grading,  levelling,  gravelling,  paving,  or 
Macadamizing  of  streets,  avenues,  or  squares,  for  the  making  of  cross- 
walks, for  the  construction  of  drains  and  sewers,  for  the  erection  of 
lamp  posts  and  lighting  of  lamps,  and  for  the  planting  with  trees, 
fencing  in,  or  cleaning  and  repairing  any  square  ;  that  the  same  has 
been  left  with  him  for  the  examination  of  all  persons  interested  there- 
in, and  that  the  Common  Council  will,  on  a  certain  day  to  be  speci- 
fied in  said  notice,  and  which  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  days  from  the 
first  publication  of  said  notice,  proceed  to  confirm  the  said  assessment. 

[27]  SEC.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  in  the  event  of 
any  fund  or  particular  account  being  exhausted,  to  give  notice  of  the 
fact  to  the  Common  Council,  with  a  statement  of  the  sums  which 
have  been  drawn  on  such  exhausted  fund,  and  for  what  particular 
purpose  drawn,  and  as  far  as  practicable,  the  reason  of  the  deficiency. 


TITLE   IV. 
Of  the  duties  of  the  City  Treasurer. 

[28]  SEC.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  city 
of  Brooklyn,  to  receive  all  monies  belonging  to  the  city,  and  to  keep 
an  accurate  account  of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  under  ap- 
propriate heads. 

[29]  SEC.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Treasurer,  to  lodge 
all  the  monies  received  by  him  in  such  bank  or  banks  in  this  city  as 
the  Common  Council  shall  direct,  and  in  default  of  such  direction 
in  such  bank  therein  as  he  may  think  fit ;  and  he  shall  on  Monday  of 
each  week  make  a  report  to  the  clerk,  of  the  amount  of  such  money 
received  by  him  during  the  preceding  week,  from  whom  received,  and 
on  what  account. 

[30]  SEC.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Treasurer,  on  the 
third  Monday  in  the  months  of  March  and  September  in  each  year, 
to  exhibit  to  the  Common  Council,  a  full  account  of  all  the  receipts 
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and  expenditures  received  and  paid  by  him  on  account  of  the  cor- 
poration during  the  previous  six  months,  and  also  of  the  state  of  the 
treasury  ;  and  on  rendering  such  account  he  shall  deliver  over  his 
vouchers  for  the  same  to  the  clerk. 


TITLE  V. 
Of  the  Duties  of  the  City  Inspector. 

[31]  SEC.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Inspector  to 
cause  all  the  manure,  rubbish  and  dirt  in  the  streets  of  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  to  be  removed  therefrom  ;  and  such  street  dirt  and  manure 
as  shall  not  be  sold  in,  and  immediately  taken  away  by  the  pur- 
chaser, shall  be  deposited  in  such  place  as  the  Common  Council  shall 
direct. 

[32]  SEC.  2.  The  said  city  inspector  shall  render  a  quarterly 
account  to  the  Common  Council,  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
connected  with  the  cleansing  of  streets,  and  sale  of  the  manure  and 
garbage ;  and  at  the  same  time,  shall  deposit  all  monies  received  by 
him  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  city,  returning  the  vouchers  of  such 
deposits  to  the  Common  Council. 

[33]  SEC.  3.  The  said  city  inspector  shall  provide  a  sufficient 
number  of  carts,  which  shall  pass  through  the  several  streets  in  this 
city,  at  least  once  each  week,  from  the  first  day  of  December  to  and 
until  the  first  day  of  April  every  year,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
away  all  cinders  and  ashes  which  may  have  been  made  and  accu- 
mulated in  the  several  stores  and  dwelling  houses  in  the  city. 

[34]  SEC.  4.  The  said  city  inspector  shall  cause  printed  notices 
to  be  left  at  each  and  every  house  and  store,  designating  the  several 
days  upon  which  the  said  carts  will  go  through  the  streets  of  said 
city  ;  and  requiring  all  ashes  and  cinders  to  be  kept  for  the  said  carts, 
and  to  be  placed  in  vessels  of  tin,  iron  or  other  metal,  at  the  edge  of 
the  sidewalk,  at  a  certain  hour  in  the  morning  of  said  days,  to  be 
specified  in  said  notice. 

[35]  SEC.  5.  If  any  rubbish,  ground,  stone,  sand,  clay,  shavings 
or  other  substance,  shall  be  cast  into  the  street,  and  shall  not  be  re- 
moved as  required  by  the  twenty-third  section  of  title  four  of  the 
ordinance,  entitled  "  A  law  to  regulate  the  paving  and  keeping  in 
repair,  and  to  prevent  obstructions  in  the  streets  of  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn," passed  July  6th,  1835,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  city  inspector 
to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed. 

[36]  SEC.  6.  No  person  or  persons,  excepting  such  as  are  em- 
ployed by  the  city  inspector,  shall  take  up  or  carry  away,  or  remove 
from  any  street,  lane,  avenue,  or  public  place,  or  wharf  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  any  manure,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  of- 
fence. 
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[37]  SEC.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  city  inspector  to 
deliver  the  oil  required  for  lighting  the  public  lamps  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  to  the  lamp  lighters,  to  superintend  the  said  lamp  lighters 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  to  report  to  the  lamp  com- 
mittee those  persons  who  are  delinquent  in  the  discharge  of  the  same. 

[38]  SEC.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  city  inspector  to 
obtain  any  new  lamp  posts  or  lamp  irons,  which  may,  from  time  to 
time,  be  required  for  the  repair  of  such  as  may  be  out  of  order. 

[39]  SEC.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  inspector  to 
give  information  to  the  street  commissioner,  whenever  any  vault 
or  cistern  shall  be  constructing  in  any  of  the  streets  of  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  within  forty-eight  hours  after  any  vault  or  cistern  shall  be 
begun  to  be  constructed,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each 
neglect. 

[40]  SEC.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  city  inspectorto 
attend  to  the  due  execution  of  all  ordinances  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, for  the  regulating,  digging,  filling,  paving  or  repairing  streets, 
roads,  avenues,  wharves,  or  common  sewers,  and  for  the  flagging  of 
sidewalks,  and  to  report  to  the  street  commissioner  all  offenders 
against  the  provisions  of  said  ordinances,  and  the  street  commissioner, 
if  he  shall  deem  proper,  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Attorney  of 
the  corporation. 

[41]  SEC.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  inspector  to  take 
all  necessary  measures  to  ascertain  every  nuisance,  which  may  exist 
in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  and  to  examine  or  cause  such  nuisance  to  be 
examined,  and  to  report  the  same  to  the  Common  Council. 

[42]  SEC.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  city  inspector  to 
report  suitable  laws  to  the  Common  Council  for  the  correction  and 
removal  of  all  nuisances ;  to  keep  a  record  of  all  such  laws  in  his 
office,  and  to  cause  copies  of  the  same  to  be  served  upon  those  per- 
sons, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  correct,  abate,  or  remove  such  nui- 
sances. 

[43]  SEC.  13.  The  record  or  book,  mentioned  in  the  last  pre- 
ceding section,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  original  of  all  laws  or 
ordinances  therein  contained. 

[44]  SEC.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  city  inspector  to 
report  to  the  attorney  of  the  corporation,  the  names  of  all  persons 
who  shall  violate  or  neglect  to  comply  with  all  or  any  ordinance  con- 
tained in  the  said  record,  or  any  or  either  of  the  ordinances  or  pro- 
visions contained  in  this  ordinance. 

[45]  SEC.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  city  inspector  to 
observe  and  fulfil  all  instructions  which  the  Board  of  Health  may 
give,  touching  the  performance  of  any  or  all  of  his  duties. 

[46]  SEC.  16.  The  said  city  inspector,  and  those  designated  by 
law  as  his  assistant,  or  persons  appointed  under  him  for  that  purpose, 
shall  and  may  from  time  to  time,  enter  into  any  premises,  between 
sunrise  and  sunset  of  any  day,  and  examine  any  building,  cellar,  lot 
of  ground,  yard,  alley,  sink,  vault,  cesspool,  or  privy,  in  the  said  city. 

[47]    SEC.  17.    Any  person  who  shall  obstruct,  molest,  disturb, 
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or  hinder  the  said  city  inspector,  or  either  of  the  persons  referred  to, 
or  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  section  of  this  title,  in  the  dis- 
charge of  any  of  the  duties  mentioned  in  the  said  section,  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[48]  SEC.  18.  The  said  city  inspector  may  direct,  by  an  order 
in  writing,  any  nuisance,  or  offensive  or  unwholesome  matter  or  sub- 
stance, to  be  removed,  corrected,  or  abated,  within  and  before  a  cer- 
tain time,  therein  to  be  expressed  ;  and  may  also  designate  therein 
if  necessary,  the  manner  of  removing,  correcting,  abating  or  altering 
the  same,  and  the  place  to  which  the  same  shall  be  removed,  a  copy 
o'f  which  order  shall  be  served  personally  upon  the  party  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  remove,  correct,  or  abate  the  same,  or  be  left  upon  the 
premises. 

[49]  SEC.  19.  Any  person  neglecting  or  refusing  to  obey  the 
said  directions  or  order,  as  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  section  of 
this  title,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  mentioned  in  the  said  order,  or 
neglecting  or  refusing  to  obey  any  or  either  of  the  directions  of  said  or- 
der, shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

[50]  SEC.  20.  In  case  of  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  any  person 
or  persons  to  comply  with  the  order  so  given,  as  mentioned  in  the 
eighteenth  section  of  this  title,  the  said  city  inspector  may  cause  the 
nuisance  or  matter,  or  substance  therein  mentioned,  to  be  forthwith 
removed  or  abated. 

[51]  SEC.  21.  Whenever  the  said  city  inspector  shall  have  re- 
moved any  nuisance,  or  substance,  which  shall  have  been  ordered  by 
him  to  be  removed,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  which  order  has 
not  been  complied  with,  he  shall  demand  the  expenses  of  removing 
the  same  of  the  person  or  persons  whose  duty  it  was  to  have 
removed  the  same,  or  either  of  them  ;  and  if  the  person  of  whom 
the  same,  shall  be  demanded,  shall  not  pay  the  same  within  twelve 
hours  after  such  demand,  he,  she,  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  such  refusal  or  neglect. 

[52]  SEC.  22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  city  inspector  to 
cause  all  putrid,  offensive  and  unsound  substance,  and  all  dead  ani- 
mals found  in  any  of  the  streets,  or  other  places  in  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn, to  be  forthwith  removed,  and  cast  into  the  river,  and  towed 
thence  at  least  three  hundred  yards  from  the  nearest  wharf,  or  buried, 
as  he  shall  think  fit. 

[53]  SEC.  23.  The  said  city  inspector  shall  report  from  time  to 
time,  to  the  Common  Council,  information  respecting  all  lots,  yards, 
buildings,  cellars,  alleys,  sinks,  vaults,  cesspools,  privies,  public  or 
private  docks  and  slips,  and  common  sewers,  which  shall  require 
cleansing,  altering,  or  amending,  in  order  to  preserve  the  health  of 
the  city. 

[54]  SEC.  24.  The  said  city  inspector  may  grant  permission  to 
empty  any  sink,  privy  or  cesspool,  which  may,  in  his  judgment,  re- 
quire the  same,  and  by  which,  emptying  the  public  health  will  not  be 
endangered. 

[55]     SEC.  25.    No  person  shall  prevent  or  hinder,  or  molest  or 
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disturb  the  said  city  inspector,  or  any  of  the  assistants  to  the  Board 
of  Health,  in  the  performance  of  any  of  his  or  their  duties,  under  the 
penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[56]  SEC.  26.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  inspector  to 
report  all  violations  of  the  laws  of  the  city,  relating  to  interments, 
and  the  duties  of  sextons  of  churches,  to  the  attorney  of  the  board. 

[57]  SEC.  2*7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  city  inspector  to 
perform  such  duties  as  the  street  committee  or  street  commissioner 
shall  direct ;  and  generally  to  perform  such  duties  as  the  street  com- 
missioner has  heretofore  performed,  except  as  the  same  are  other- 
wise provided  for  by  this  ordinance.

An  ordinance  to  divide  the  First  Ward  into  two  Election  Districts. 


The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

Whereas,  by  the  last  census  of  this  State,  it  appears  that  the  num- 
ber of  legal  voters  in  the  First  Ward  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  is  more 
than  eight  hundred, 

Now,  therefore,  in  pursuance  of  Section  nine,  Title  three  of  an 
Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  entitled  "  an  Act 
respecting  elections  other  than  for  Militia  and  Town  Officers,"  pass- 
ed April  5,  1842. 

Be  it  ordained, 

[1]  SEC.  1.  The  First  Ward  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall  be 
and  is  hereby  divided  into  two  election  districts,  to  be  known  by  the 
name  of  the  first  and  second  election  districts  of  the  First  Ward. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  All  that  part  of  the  First  Ward  bounded  and  in- 
cluded between  the  lines  of  Fulton  street  on  the  north,  of  Hicks 
street  on  the  east,  of  Pierrepont  street  on  the  south,  and  the  water 
line  on  the  west,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  designated  as  the  first  elec- 
tion district  of  said  Ward  ;  and  all  that  part  of  the  said  Ward  bound- 
ed and  included  by  the  centre  lines  of  Pierrepont  street  on  the 
north,  of  Hicks  street  on  the  east,  of  Atlantic  street  on  the  south, 
and  the  water  line  on  the  west  shall  be  and  hereby  is  designated  as 
the  second  district  of  said  Ward. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  The  Clerk  of  the  Common  Council  is  hereby  au- 
thorised and  directed  to  publish  the  division  hereby  made,  by  causing 
maps  or  descriptions  of  each  district  to  be  made,  defining  it  by  its 
boundaries,  and  keeping  such  maps  open  for  public  inspection  in  his

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office,  and  also  by  posting  up  copies  of  such  map  in  at  least  ten  of 
the  most  public  places  in  each  district  of  said  Ward ;  and  the  said 
clerk  is  also  directed  to  furnish  copies  of  such  maps  or  descriptions 
to  the  Inspectors  of  election  in  each  district  of  said  Ward.

An  ordinance  to  divide  the  Third  Ward  into  two  Election  Districts. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  JBrooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

Whereas,  by  the  last  census  it  appears  that  the  number  of  legal 
voters  in  the  Third  Ward  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  is  nine  hundred 
and  thirty  seven ;  therefore  be  it  ordained,  that, 

[4]  SEC.  1.  The  Third  Ward  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall  be 
and  is  hereby  divided  into  two  election  districts,  to  be  known  by  the 
names  of  the  first  and  second  election  districts  of  the  Third  Ward. 

[5]  SEC.  2.  All  that  part  of  the  Third  Ward  bounded  and  in- 
cluded between  the  centre  lines  of  Hicks  street  on  the  west,  of  Pier- 
repont  on  the  south,  and  Fulton  street  on  the  east  and  north,  shall 
be  and  is  hereby  designated  as  the  first  election  district  in  said  ward ; 
and  that  part  of  the  said  ward,  bounded  and  included  between  the 
centre  line  of  Hicks  street  on  the  west,  Atlantic  and  Boerum  streets 
on  the  south  and  east,  Fulton  street  on  the  north  east,  and  Pierrepont 
street  on  the  north,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  designated  as  the  second 
election  district  of  the  Third  Ward.

[1]  SEC.  1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  within 
the  first  six  wards,  and  in  so  much  of  the  seventh  ward  as  lies  westerly 
of  Clinton  avenue  and  the  Jamaica  turnpike,  southerly  of  the  place 
where  the  said  turnpike  is  intersected  by  Clinton  avenue,  in  said  city, 
to  fire  or  discharge  any  gun,  pistol,  fowling  piece,  or  fire  arms,  or  to 
explode  or  set  off  any  squib,  cracker,  or  other  thing  containing  gun- 
powder, or  any  combustible  material,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  offence.  Provided,  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  extend  to  any  military  exercise  or  review. 

[2]  •  SEC.  2.  That  no  person,  his  agent  or  servants,  shall,  within

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the  limits  aforesaid,  blow  or  blast,  or  cause  to  be  blown  or  blasted, 
any  rock,  at  any  time  after  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  or  before  seven 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  of  any  day,  between  the  first  day  of  May 
and  the  first  day  of  September,  nor  after  eight  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, or  before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  of  any  day  between  the 
first  day  of  September  &nd  the  first  day  of  May,  under  the  penalty 
of  ten  dollars  for  every  offence.  And  if  any  rock  shall  be  blown  or 
blasted,  contrary  to  this  section,  or  within  the  enclosure  of  any  per- 
son or  persons,  such  person  or  persons  shall  also  be  liable  for  the 
penalty  abovementioned.

No  person  shall,  at  any  time,  swim  or  bathe  in  the 
waters  of  the  East  River,  at  or  near  any  ferry  stairs  or  public  land- 
ing place,  nor  shall,  between  the  hours  of  six  in  the  forenoon  and 
eight  in  the  afternoon,  swim  or  bathe  in  the  waters  of  the  East  river, 
nor  that  of  the  Red,  or  Cornell's  Mills,  or  expose  themselves  naked, 
to  the  view  of  spectators,  at  any  place  within  the  said  city,  under 
the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  offence.

The  Fire  Department  of  the  said  city,  shall  con- 
sist  of  a  Chief  Engineer,  and  as  many  assistant  engineers,  fire  wardens, 
fire  engine  men,  hose  men,  and  hook  and  ladder  men,  as  are  or  may 
from  time  to  time  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council ;  and  who 
shall  respectively  be  distinguished  by  the  several  appellations  afore- 
said. But  no  person  shall  hereafter  be  appointed,  unless  he  be  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

11 
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[5]  SEC.  2.  The  term  of  office  of  the  present  chief  engineer, 
and  assistant  engineers,  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn, shall  expire  on  the  first  Monday  of  February  next, 

[6]  SEC.  3.  The  Chief  Engineer,  and  Assistant  Engineers,  of  the 
said  Fire  Department  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council,  on 
the  second  Monday  of  January  next  and  every  two  years  thereafter, 
and  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  on  the  first 
Monday  of  February,  succeeding  their  appointment. 

[V]  SEC.  4.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Assistant  Engineers  here- 
after appointed,  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years,  and  until  others 
are  appointed  in  their  places,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Common 
Council  for  misconduct. 

[8]  SEC.  5.  The  assistant  engineers  shall  be  known  as  the  First, 
Second,  Third,  Fourth,  and  Fifth  Assistant  Engineers,  and  shall  take 
rank  as  numbered,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  the 
Assistant  Engineer,  first  in  rank  present,  shall  act  in  his  capacity. 

[9]  SEC.  6.  The  Foreman  and  Assistant  Foreman  of  each  fire 
engine,  hose  and  hook  and  ladder  company,  shall  be  elected  by  the 
votes  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Companies  respectively, 
on  the  second  Monday  of  January  next,  and  on  the  second  Monday 
of  January,  in  every  year  thereafter,  and  shall  enter  upon  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices,  on  the  first  Monday  of  February  succeed- 
ing their  election.  They  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  un- 
til others  are  elected  in  their  places,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the 
Common  Council  for  misconduct. 

[10]  SEC.  7.  The  chief  engineer  shall,  in  all  cases  of  fire,?have 
the  sole  and  absolute  control  and  command  over  all  the  engineers  and 
other  persons  of  the  fire  department.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  chief  engineer,  to  direct  the  other  engineers  to  take  proper 
measures  that  the  several  fire  engines  be  arranged  in  the  most  ad- 
vantageous situations,  and  be  duly  worked  for  the  effectual  extinguish- 
ing of  fires ;  and  it  shall  moreover,  be  the  duty  of  the  said  chief  en- 
gineer to  examine  twice  in  every  year,  into  the  condition  and  number 
of  the  fire  engines,  fire  buckets,  other  fire  apparatus,  and  fire  en- 
gine houses  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  report  the  same  once  a 
year  to  the  Common  Council,  together  with  the  names  of  all  the 
members  of  the  fire  department,  and  the  respective  associations  to 
which  they  belong  :  and  whenever  any  of  the  said  fire  engines  and 
other  apparatus  shall  require  to  be  repaired,  the  chief  engineer  of  the 
fire  department,  under  the  direction  of  the  committee,  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  well  and  sufficiently  done,  provided  such  expense 
shall  not  exceed  twenty- five  dollars,  without  consent  of  the  Common 
Council.  And  in  all  such  cases  the  nature  of  such  repairs  and  the 
amount  of  expense  incurred  therefor,  shall  be  reported  to  the  Com- 
mon Council  at  their  next  regular  meeting.  And  it  shall,  moreover, 
be  the  duty  of  the  chief  engineer,  to  report  in  writing  all  accidents  by 
fire  that  may  happen  in  this  city,  with  the  causes  thereof,  as  well  as 
they  can  be  ascertained,  and  the  number  and  description  of  the  build- 
ings destroyed  or  injured,  together  with  the  names  of  the  owners  and 
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occupants,  to  the  clerk  of  the  Common  Council,  who  shall  keep  an 
accurate  register  of  the  same. 

[11]  SEC.  8.  So  many  of  the  freeholders  or  freemen  of  the 
said  city,  as  the  Common  Council  may  deem  proper,  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  appointed  in  each  of  the  seven  wards  of  the  said  city,  to 
be  denominated  Fire  Wardens,  each  of  whom  shall  be  assigned  and 
attached,  by  the  Mayor  of  the  said  city  to  such  company  of  firemen 
having  charge  of  a  fire  engine,  as  he  shall  think  proper,  and  shall  re- 
port himself  to  the  chief  or  other  engineer,  at  every  fire.  And  each 
fire  warden  shall  have  a  certificate,  under  the  seal  of  the  Mayoralty, 
stating  his  appointment  as  a  fire  warden,  and  the  company  of  firemen 
to  which  he  shall  be  attached. 

[12]  SEC.  9.  The  fire  wardens  shall  form  a  company:  said 
•company  shall  and  may  choose  out  of  their  own  number,  a  foreman 
and  clerk,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  they  may  think  pro- 
per ;  and  each  company  may  make  rules,  regulating  the  time  and 
manner  of  conducting  their  elections,  and  imposing  such  fines  upon 
their  members  as  in  their  judgment,  may  best  secure  the  performance 
of  the  duties  of  the  said  fire  wardens,  both  at  fires  and  at  visiting  the 
buildings,  and  in  other  duties  in  their  several  districts,  and  any  dis- 
obedience to  such  rules  shall  be  reported  by  each  company  to  the 
Common  Council,  and  shall  subject  the  fire  wardens  so  disobeying  to 
removal  by  the  Common  Council. 

[13]  SEC.  10.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  said 
company,  the  company  in  which  the  same  shall  happen,  may  recom- 
mend through  the  chief  engineer,  to  the  Common  Council,  for  approba- 
tion, a  suitable  person  to  fill  such  vacancy ;  but  none  other  than  those 
who  have  been  firemen  at  least  five  years,  shall  be  so  recommended. 

[14]  SEC.  11.  The  said  wardens,  when  attending  fires,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  direction  of  the  chief  engineer,  and  the  other  engineers 
of  the  fire  department. 

[15]  SEC.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  fire  wardens, 
immediately  on  the  alarm  of  fire,  to  repair  to  the  place  where  it 
may  be,  and  aid  and  assist  in  procuring  supplies  of  water  to  the  fire 
engines  to  which  they  shall  be  respectively  assigned  and  attached ; 
and  to  such  other  fire  engines  as  the  chief  engineer  or  other  engineer 
may  direct  them  to  attend.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  said  fire 
wardens  to  prevent  the  hose  from  being  trodden  on,  and  to  keep  all 
idle  and  suspected  persons  at  a  proper  distance  from  the  fire,  and 
from  the  vicinity.  And  the  citizens  are  hereby  enjoined  to  comply 
with  the  orders  and  directions  of  the  said  fire  wardens  in  the  premises. 

[16]  SEC.  13.  The  said  company  shall  divide  the  fire  district 
of  said  city  into  districts,  and  the  foreman  of  the  company  shall  at- 
tach one  or  more  of  the  members  of  the  said  company  to  each  of  the 
said  districts,  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  visitation  and  examina- 
tion directed  in  the  next  following  section,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of 
the  names  of  the  occupants  of  the  houses,  and  of  the  members  of 
the  same,  wherein  they  shall  observe  any  violations  of  this  law,  or 
of  the  act  for  the  more  effectual  prevention  of  fires ;  and  annually 
in  the  month  of  January,  exhibit  a  transcript  of  the  same  to  their 
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foreman.  And  the  said  foreman  shall  report  to  the  chief  engineer, 
in  the  month  of  June,  annually,  the  name,  residence  and  occupation, 
of  each  of  the  wardens  of  his  company,  and  also  a  copy  of  the  re- 
cord to  be  kept  as  aforesaid,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  and  every  neglect,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  from 
the  foreman,  by  the  Attorney  of  the  Corporation,  in  the  name  of  the 
Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  chief  engineer  to  report  to  the  Mayor,  in  the 
month  of  July,  annually,  a  copy  of  the  aforesaid  return  and  record, 
which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Common  Council. 

[17]  SEC.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  fire  wardens, 
twice  in  every  year,  viz :  In  the  months  of  June  and  December,  and 
as  much  oftener  as  they  may  think  proper,  to  examine  the  dwelling 
houses  and  other  buildings  in  their  respective  wards,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  all  violations  of  any  act  in  force  for  the  more 
effectual  prevention  of  fires  in  Brooklyn,  and  also  to  examine  the  fire 
places,  hearths,  chimneys,  stoves,  and  pipes  thereto,  ovens,  boil- 
ers, kettles,  and  also  all  chemical  apparatus,  which,  in  their  opinion, 
may  be  dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting  fires,  and  also  the  places 
where  ashes  may  be  deposited ;  and  upon  finding  any  of  them  de- 
fective or  dangerous,  they,  or  either  of  them,  shall  direct  the  owner 
or  occupant,  either  by  a  printed  or  written  notice,  to  alter,  remove, 
or  amend  the  same,  in  such  manner,  and  within  such  reasonable  time, 
as  they,  or  either  of  them,  may  deem  necessary ;  and  in  case  of 
neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do,  the  party  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
twenty -five  dollars :  and  for  every  day  after  the  time  allotted  as  afore- 
said, to  alter,  remove,  or  amend  the  same,  in  conformity  with  the  di- 
rections aforesaid,  the  party  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
further  sum  of  five  dollars  ;  and  all  the  expenses  of  any  removal, 
alteration,  or  amendment,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  paid  in  the  first  in- 
stance, by  the  occupant ;  but  shall  be  chargeable  against  the  owner 
of  such  dwelling-house  or  other  building,  and  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  rent  of  the  same,  unless  such  expense  be  rendered  necessary  by 
the  act  or  default  of  such  occupant,  or  unless  there  be  a  special 
agreement  to  the  contrary  between  the  parties.  And  it  shall,  more- 
over, be  the  duty  of  the  fire  wardens,  or  either  of  them,  at  such 
times  as  aforesaid,  to  enter  into  and  examine  all  buildings,  livery  or 
other  stables,  hay-boats,  or  vessels,  and  places  where  any  gun  powder 
hemp,  flax,  tow,  hay,  rushes,  firewood,  boards,  shingles,  shavings,  or 
other  combustible  materials  may  be  lodged,  and  give  such  directions, 
in  writing,  in  the  premises,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  them 
or  him,  relative  to  the  removal  thereof;  and  in  case  of  neglect 
or  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  possessor  of  such  combustible  materials, 
or  any  of  them,  to  remove  or  secure  the  same,  within  the  time,  and  in 
the  manner  directed  by  the  said  fire  wardens,  or  either  of  them,  the 
party  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  twenty-five  dollars ;  and  the 
further  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  day's  neglect  to  remove  or  secure 
the  same  after  being  so  notified. 

[18]    SEC.  15.     The  duties  prescribed  by  the  foregoing  section 
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shall  be  performed  within* each  district  by  the  warden  or  wardens  at- 
tached to  such  district,  who  shall  make  an  immediate  report  to  the 
foreman,  who  shall  record  the  same  in  a  Jbook  to  be  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose, of  all  persons  neglecting  or  refusing  to  comply  with  the  orders 
and  directions  aforesaid  ;  and  in  case  of  neglect  to  report  as  afore- 
said, or  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  in  this  or  the  pre- 
ceding section  of  this  ordinance,  such  warden  or  wardens  respectively 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twelve  dollars  for  each  neglect,  to  be 
recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  by  the  Attorney  of  the  Corporation, 
in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn ;  and  in  order  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  may  be  carried 
into  full  effect,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  foreman  of  each  respective 
company  of  wardens  to  report  to  the  Attorney  of  the  Corporation 
all  violations  of  the  same,  whether  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  or  of 
the  wardens,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  neglect 
to  be  recovered  as  aforesaid. 

[19]  SEC.  16.  The  firemen  shall  be  divided  into  companies  to 
consist  of  as  many  members  as  the  Common  Council  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  direct,  to  attend  the  fire  engines,  hose  wagons,  and  hooks 
and  ladders,  belonging,  or  that  may  hereafter  belong  to  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  city,  or  to  such  hose  wagons,  and  hooks  and  ladders,  as 
the  Common  Council  shall  direct ;  and  each  of  the  companies  shall 
and  may  choose  out  of  their  own  number  a  clerk  in  such  manner  and 
at  such  times  as  they  may  think  proper  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  firemen,  as  often  as  any  fire  shall  break  out  in  the  said  city, 
to  repair  immediately,  upon  the  alarm  thereof,  to  their  respective 
engines,  hose-wagons,  and  hooks  and  ladders,  and  convey  them  to  or 
near  the  place  where  such  fire  shall  happen,  unless  otherwise  directed 
by  the  chief  or  other  engineer — there  in  conformity  with  the  direc- 
tions given  by  the  chief  engineer  or  other  engineers,  to  work  and 
manage  the  said  engines,  or  apparatus  and  implements,  with  all  their 
skill  and  power ;  and  when  the  fire  is  extinguished  they  shall  not  re- 
move therefrom  but  by  the  permission  of  an  engineer,  and  on  such 
permission  they  shall  return  their  respective  hose-wagons,  hooks  and 
ladder,  engines,  and  apparatus,  well  washed  and  cleansed,  to  their 
several  places  of  deposite.  And  for  the  more  effectual  perfecting  of 
the  firemen  in  their  duty,  and  keeping  and  preserving  the  said  fire 
engines  and  other  implements  and  apparatus  from  decay,  the  said 
firemen  shall,  in  the  months  of  May,  June,  July,  August,  September, 
October  and  November,  draw  out  their  said  engines  and  other  im- 
plements, in  order  to  wash  and  cleanse  them,  and  to  exercise  the  fire- 
men ;  and  if  any  fireman  shall  neglect  the  said  duty,  he  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  for  every  default  the  sum  of  one  dollar ;  and  if  he  shall 
neglect  to  attend  at  any  fire  as  aforesaid,  or  leave  his  fire  engine  or 
other  apparatus,  while  at  any  fire,  without  permission,  or  shall  neglect 
to  do  his  duty  on  such  occasions,  without  reasonable  excuse,  he  shall 
for  every  default  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  three  dollars  ;  and  if  any 
fireman  neglect  to  do  his  duty  as  such,  in  attending  fires  or  in 
washing,  exercising,  managing,  trying,  or  using  the  said  fire  engines 
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or  other  implements  or  apparatus,  provided  for  extinguishing  fires, 
every  such  person  shall,  besides  the  fines  and  penalties  aforesaid,  be 
removed  from  his  station  ;  and  whenever  any  fireman  is  appointed  to 
supply  any  vacancy  in  any  company,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  call  on 
the  Treasurer  of  the  fire  department,  and  procure  a  certificate  within 
one  month  from  the  date  of  his  appointment,  specifying  the  name 
and  number  of  the  company  to  which  such  fireman  shall  be  elected ; 
and  any  fireman,  after  being  re-elected,  shall  obtain  a  new  certifi- 
cate as  aforesaid ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  engineer  to 
certify,  on  every  return,  whether  a  vacancy  exists  in  the  company. 

[20]  SEC.  It.  All  rules,  by-laws  or  regulations,  which  shall  be 
hereafter  passed  or  adopted  by  any  fire  engine,  hose,  or  hook  and 
ladder  company,  before  the  same  shall  take  effect,  or  be  in  force,  shall 
be  submitted  to  and  be  approved  of  by  the  Common  Council  ;  and 
all  the  rules,  by-laws,  or  regulations,  heretofore  passed  or  adopted 
by  any  such  company,  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  passing  of 
this  ordinance,  be  submitted  to  the  Common  Council  for  their  ap- 
proval. 

[21]  SEC.  18.  The  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  under  the 
advice  of  the  chief  engineer,  shall  be  authorised  and  empowered  to 
take  any  fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder,  or  hose  truck  from  the  com- 
pany, or  give  the  same  to  some  other  company. 

[22]  SEC.  19.  All  firemen  attached  to  any  fire  engine,  hose,  or 
hook  and  ladder  company,  whose  machine  and  implements  have  been 
taken  away  for  want  of  a  sufficient  complement  of  men  to  manage 
the  same,  shall,  at  every  fire,  report  themselves  to  the  chief  engi- 
neer, or  to  an  engineer  in  command,  and  be  subject  to  his  order  and 
direction,  and  perform  their  duty  as  firemen,  and  for  every  default 
thereof,  each  fireman  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  three  dollars. 

[23]  SEC.  20.  If  any  fireman  shall  be  expelled  by  a  vote  of  the 
company  to  which  he  may  belong,  and  the  fact  being  reported  to  the 
Common  Council,  by  the  chief  engineer,  accompanied  by  a  remon- 
strance by  the  person  so  expelled,  in  every  such  case,  the  subject 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  together 
with  the  chief  engineer,  who  shall  hear  the  parties,  and  report  there- 
on at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Common  Council. 

[24]  SEC.  21.  In  order  that  the  members  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, engineers  and  fire  wardens,  may  be  more  readily  distinguished  at 
fires,  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  severally  bear  on  those  occa- 
sions, a  wand,  with  a  gilded  flame  at  the  top  ;  and  each  of  the  en- 
gineers shall  wear  a  leather  cap,  painted  white,  with  a  gilded  front 
thereto,  and  a  fire  engine  blazoned  thereon,  and  shall  also  carry  a 
speaking  trumpet,  painted  yellow,  with  the  words  "  Chief  Engineer," 
"  Engineer  No.  1,"  as  the  case  may  be,  in  black,  which  shall  also  be 
painted  on  their  caps  respectively ;  and  each  of  the  fire  wardens  shall 
wear  a  hat  with  the  brim  black,  the  crown  painted  white,  and  shall 
also  carry  a  speaking  trumpet,  painted  white,  with  the  word  "War- 
den" in  black,  painted  thereon. 

[25]    SEC.  22.     The  foreman  of  engine  companies  and  the  fire- 
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men,  shall,  when  on  duty,  wear  leather  caps,  in  the  form  heretofore 
used,  and  the  said  caps  shall  be  painted  and  distinguished  in  the 
manner  following,  viz :  the  cap  of  each  foreman  shall  be  painted 
black,  with  a  white  frontispiece,  and  the  word  "  Foreman,"  with  the 
initials  of  the  name  of  the  foreman  and  the  number  of  the  engine  to 
which  he  belongs,  painted  thereon  in  black  ;  the  cap  of  each  fireman 
shall  be  painted  black,  with  the  initials  of  the  name  of  the  fireman, 
and  the  number  of  the  engine  to  which  he  belongs,  painted  in  front 
thereof,  in  white.  The  foreman  of  each  of  the  hook  and  ladder 
companies  shall  wear  a  cap  painted  black,  with  a  white  frontispiece, 
and  the  word  "  Foreman,"  and  the  initials  of  his  name  and  the  num- 
ber of  the  company  to  which  he  belongs,  and  a  hook  and  ladder 
painted  thereon  in  black ;  and  each  member  of  the  hook  and 
ladder  companies  shall  wear  a  cap  painted  black,  with  the  initials  of 
his  name  and  the  number  of  the  company  to  which  he  belongs,  with 
a  hook  and  ladder  painted  in  front  thereof  in  white,  and  each  fore- 
man of  the  fire  hose  companies  shall  wear  a  cap  painted  black  with 
a  white  frontispiece  and  the  word  "  Foreman,"  and  the  initials  of  his 
name  and  the  number  of  the  company  to  which  he  belongs,  and  a  coil 
of  hose  painted  thereon  in  black  ;  and  each  member  of  the  said  fire 
hose  companies  shall  wear  a  cap  painted  black,  with  the  initials  of  his 
name  and  the  number  of  the  company  to  which  he  belongs,  with  a 
coil  of  hose  painted  thereon  in  white  ;  and  the  assistant  to  each  re- 
spective company  shall  wear  a  cap  painted  in  the  same  manner  as 
that  of  the  foreman  of  the  company,  with  the  word  "Assistant,"  in 
lieu  of  the  word  "  Foreman."  And  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
chief  engineer  to  report  to  the  Common  Council  the  name  of  every 
person  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  foregoing  re- 
quisitions, which  said  person  shall  thereupon  be  removed  from  his  office. 
[26]  SEC.  23.  The  names  and  places  of  abode  of  the  members 
of  the  Common  Council,  engineers,  fire  wardens,  and  foremen  of  the 
respective  companies,  and  bell  ringers,  shall  annually,  in  the  month 
of  June,  be  printed  or  written,  and  set  up  in  the  watch-house  by 
the  clerk  of  the  Common  Council ;  and  whenever  any  fire  shall  hap- 
pen in  the  night,  the  watchmen  shall  give  notice  to  each  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Common  Council,  engineers,  fire  wardens,  foremen  and 
bell  ringers,  within  their  respective  watch  districts  ;  and  it  shall  more- 
over be  the  duty  of  every  watchman,  upon  breaking  out  of  any  fire, 
to  alarm  the  citizens  by  crying  fire,  and  mentioning  the  street  where 
it  may  be,  so  that  the  firemen  and  citizens  may  thereby  be  generally 
directed  where  to  repair  ;  and  if  any  watchman  shall  neglect  so  to  do, 
he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar ;  and  if  it  shall  happen 
that  a  chimney  only  shall  be  on  fire,  either  by  day  or  by  night,  the 
fire  bells  and  the  bells  of  the  several  churches  in  this  city,  shall  not 
be  rung,  but  only  on  occasions  where  a  building  shall  be  proclaimed 
to  be  on  fire ;  and  it  is  enjoined  on  the  occupants  to  place  a  lighted 
candle  at  the  windows  of  their  respective  buildings,  when  fire  may 
happen  at  night  in  order  that  the  citizens  may  pass  along  the  street 
with  the  greater  safety. 
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[27]  SEC.  24.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constables  and  mar- 
shals to  repair  immediately  on  the  alarm  of  fire,  with  their  staves  of 
office,  to  the  place  where  such  fire  may  be  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  constables  and  marshals,  then  and  there  to  report  to  the  first 
marshals,  and  to  conform  to  such  orders  as  may  be  given  them  by 
the  Mayor  or  any  one  of  the  Aldermen,  for  the  preservation  of  the 
public  peace  and  the  removal  of  all  idle  and  suspected  persons,  or 
others  not  actually  or  usefully  employed  in  aiding  the  extinguishing 
of  such  fire,  or  in  the  preservation  of  property  in  the  vicinity  thereof. 
And  if  any  constable  or  marshal  shall  not  attend  at  such  fire,  or 
shall  neglect  so  to  report  himself,  or  to  obey  any  orders  that  may  be 
given  him  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars for  each  offence* 

[28]  SEC.  25.  No  fire  engine,  nor  hook  and  ladder,  nor  hose  cart, 
shall,  in  going  to,  or  returning  from,  any  fire,  or  at  any  other  time, 
be  run,  driven,  wheeled  or  placed  upon  any  side  walk,  except  by  the 
vspecial  order  of  one  of  the  engineers,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty* 
fine  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  forfeited  and  paid  by  every  person 
aiding  or  assisting  or  consenting  to  the  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  to  be  recovered  by  the  Attorney  of  the  Com- 
mon Council,  for  the  use  of  the  Corporation.  And  if  any  offence 
against  this  section  shall  be  committed  by  any  fireman,  he  shall, 
moreover,  be  removed  from  his  station  and  office  as  such  fireman, 

[29]  SEC.  26.  No  such  fire  engines,  hook  and  ladder,  or  hose 
cart,  during  any  fire  in  this  city,  or  any  report  of  fire,  or  at  any  time, 
under  any  pretence  whatever,  shall  be  taken  or  removed  out  of  its 
house,  unless  the  foreman  or  assistant  foreman,  or  at  least  two  of  the 
firemen  of  the  company  to  which  the  same  shall  belong,  shall  be  pre- 
sent and  consent  thereto,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every 
such  offence,  to  be  forfeited  and  paid  by,  and  recovered  from  every 
person  aiding  or  assisting  in,  or  consenting  to,  the  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section. 

[30]  SEC.  27.  No  fire  engine  shall  be  let  out  for  hire,  or  lent,  in 
any  case,  without  permission  from  the  Committee  on  Fire  Depart- 
ment. In  default  thereof,  the  firemen  so  offending  shall  be  removed 
from  the  fire  department. 

[31]  SEC.  28.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  assemble  or  meet  in  any  of  the  engine  houses  of  this  city,  at  any 
time  or  times,  (excepting  firemen  duly  admitted  by  this  Corporation, 
and  actually  belonging  to  the  company  occupying  said  engine  house, 
for  the  purpose  of  the  engine  to  which  such  firemen  shall  be  attach- 
ed, duly  assembled  under  some  rule  or  regulation  or  by-law  of  said 
company,)  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

[32]  SEC.  29.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  foreman  of  each 
and  every  fire  engine,  hose,  and  hook  and  ladder  company  in  this  city, 
to  cause  each  fireman  of  the  company  under  his  charge  to  be  furnish- 
ed with  one  key  only,  and  that  the  lock  for  said  engine  house  be  so 
constructed,  if  possible,  that  no  key,  unless  expressly  made  for  the 
purpose,  will  unlock  the  said  engine  house. 
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[33]  SEC.  30.  That  if  any  fireman  shall  know  o  f  the  assem- 
blage of  any  persons  in  the  engine  house  of  the  company  to  which 
he  belongs,  or  of  the  entry  of  any  person  or  persons  into  the  same 
contrary  to  the  preceding  section  of  this  law,  it  shall  be  his  duty,  and 
he  is  hereby  required  forthwith  to  report  such  violation  to  the  Fore- 
man or  Assistant  Foreman  of  the  said  compan}^,  under  the  penalty 
of  ten  dollars  for  every  neglect  so  to  report ;  and  if  he  shall  neglect 
so  to  report,  he  shall  be  dismissed  from  said  company  and  shall  be 
incapacitated  from  being  admitted  into  any  other  fire  company  in  this 
city ;  and  the  Foreman  or  Assistant  Foreman  shall  report  the  offend- 
ers to  the  Attorney  of  this  Board,  who  shall  duly  prosecute  the  same. 

[34]  SEC.  31.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  marshals 
or  constables  of  said  city,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  when- 
ever they  shall  reasonably  suspect  any  assemblage  of  boys  or  other 
persons  in  said  Engine  house,  other  than  firemen  duly  assembled  un- 
der some  rule  or  regulation  or  by-law  of  said  company,  to  enter  and 
disperse  all  such  assemblages  ;  and  the  said  marshals  and  constables, 
in  case  of  finding  such  assemblages  in  any  of  the  engine  houses  of 
said  city,  shall  report  the  names  of  all  persons  so  found  in  the  same 
to  the  Attorney  of  this  Board,  and  the  said  Attorney  is  hereby  re- 
quired to  prosecute  all  such  offenders  without  delay. 

[35]  SEC.  32.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Alderman,  marshal, 
constable  or  watchman,  and  for  the  chief  engineer,  upon  the  assem- 
blage of  boys  or  other  persons,  in  any  of  the  engine  houses  in  the 
city  of  Brooklyn,  to  enter  and  disperse  all  such  assemblages  ;  and 
upon  complaint  being  made  to  the  Attorney  of  the  Common  Council 
of  such  assemblage,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  prosecute  all  such  offend- 
ers without  delay. 

[36]  SEC.  33.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  raise  or  create  a  false  alarm  of  fire,  by  proclaiming  fire  or  by  any 
other  means  whatsoever,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  under  a  penalty  of 
fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

[37]  SEQ.  34.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  member  of  the 
Fire  Department  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  to  use  or  aid  in  using  any  fire 
engine  belonging  to  said  city,  for  a  wager  of  money  or  upon  any  other 
wager,  or  in  strife  between  engine  companies  under  a  penalty  of  ten 
dollars  for  every  such  offence.  And  every  person  offending  against 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  expelled  from  the  said  Fire  De- 
partment. 

[38]  SEC.  35.  If  any  chimney,  stove  pipe,  or  flue  within  this 
city,  shall  take  fire,  the  occupant  of  the  house  to  which  such  chimney, 
stove  pipe,  or  flue  appertains,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  five  dollars. 

[39]  SEC.  36.  All  carpenters  or  others  making  or  using  shavings 
shall  respectively  at  the  close  of  each  day,  cause  the  same  to  be 
securely  stowed  in  some  safe  place,  remote  from  danger  by  means  of 
fire,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  omission  so  to  do. 

[40]  SEC.  37.  No  person  shall  kindle  any  fire,  nor  furnish  the 
materials  for  any  fire,  nor  in  any  way  authorize  or  allow  any  fire  to 
be  made  in  any  street,  road  or  lane,  or  on  any  pier  or  bulkhead,  or 
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any  yard  or  vacant  lot  in  this  city,  except  for  the  purpose  of  boiling 
tar,  which  fire  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  feet  from  the  bulkhead  or 
the  end  of  the  pier,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  of- 
fence. 

[41]  SEC.  38.  No  person  shall  have,  put,  or  keep  any  hay  or 
straw,  uncovered  in  any  stack  or  pile,  or  in  any  other  way  exposed, 
within  one  hundred  yards  of  any  building  within  the  fire  and  watch  dis- 
trict, under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars,  nor  shall  have,  put  or 
keep,  within  the  fire  and  watch  district,  any  hay,  straw,  hemp,  flax, 
shavings  or  rushes,  in  any  building  not  of  stone  or  brick,  and  cover- 
ed with  tile  or  slate,  or  other  fire-proof  materials,  which  is  or  shall 
be  within  ten  feet  of  any  dwelling  house  or  chimney  whatsoever, 
except  hay,  straw,  hemp,  or  rushes,  in  any  stable  or  barn  built  before 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars for  every  offence,  and  the  further  penalty  of  five  dollars  for 
every  twenty-four  hours,  the  same  shall  so  remain,  after  a  printed 
or  written  notice  has  been  given  to  the  owner  or  person  having 
charge  thereof,  by  any  Fire  Warden,  to  remove  the  same. 

[42]  SEC.  39.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  any  stable  within  the 
fire  and  watch  district,  or  any  person  in  the  employment  of  such 
owner  or  occupant,  shall  use  therein  any  lighted  candle  or  lamp  ex- 
cept the  same  shall  be  securely  kept  within  a  lantern,  under  the 
penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[43]  SEC.  40.  All  the  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures,  imposed 
by  this  law,  for  not  attending  fires,  and  for  not  attending  the  meet- 
ings for  washing  fire  engines,  and  for  exercising  the  men,  shall,  when 
received,  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  respective  companies  afore- 
said in  which  the  delinquencies  may  happen,  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  said  companies  ;  and  all  the  other  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures 
imposed  by  this  law,  except  the  penalty  mentioned  in  the  twenty- 
fifth  section  thereof,  shall,  when  recovered,  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  said  Fire  Department.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  an- 
nually, on  the  second  Monday  of  December,  in  each  year,  report  to 
the  Common  Council  the  amount  of  the  sums  which  maybe  received 
by  the  Fire  Department  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  and  the  application 
thereof. 

[44]  SEC.  41.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Fire  Department  of 
the  city  of  Brooklyn,  and  for  the  respective  companies  before  men- 
tioned, or  persons  duly  authorised  by  them,  to  receive,  sue  for, 
and  recover  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the 
city  of  Brooklyn,  all  the  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  hereby  im- 
posed, which  shall  be  appropriated  for  their  respective  uses  as  afore- 
said, except  the  penalty  mentioned  in  the  twenty-fifth  section  of  this 
law. 

[45]  SEC.  42.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  fireman  until  he 
shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty -one  years  ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  foremen  of  the  respective  fire  companies,  when  they  re- 
port to  the  chief  engineer  the  names  of  the  persons  elected  firemen, 
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to  certify  that  the  persons  so  elected  are  at  least  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  and  do  not  serve  on  the  city  watch. 

[46]  SEC.  43.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  to  furnish  the  certificate  required  to  be  furnished  to  the 
firemen,  without  fee  or  reward. 

[47]  SEC.  44.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  engineers, 
and  of  every  foreman  and  assistant  foreman  of  every  fire  company, 
to  report  all  violations  of  this  ordinance  to  the  Attorney  of  the  Com- 
mon Council. 

[48]  SEC.  45.  It  is  hereby  made  the  special  duty  of  the  At- 
torney of  the  Common  Council,  upon  being  satisfied  that  any  of- 
fences have  been  committed  against  this  ordinance,  to  prosecute  the 
offenders  without  delay. 

[49]  SEC.  46.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  Mayor,  for 
the  time  being,  to  see  that  this  ordinance  is  carried  into  full  effect. 

[50]  SEC.  4*7.  All  ordinances,  parts  of  ordinances  and  resolu- 
tions conflicting  with  this  ordinance,  are  hereby  repealed.

Ordinance  to  re-organize  a  Company  of  Fire  Wardens. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

[51]  SEC.  1.  The  Fire  Wardens  shall  hereafter  be  elected  by 
the  different  fire  engine,  hook,  ladder  and  hose  companies  ;  each  com- 
pany shall  be  entitled  to  one  .warden,  who  shall  be  elected  annually, 
and  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  by-laws  of  the  company  in 
which  he  is  elected,  holding  the  office  of  warden. 

[52]  SEC.  2.  The  fire  wardens  thus  elected  shall  form  them- 
selves in  a  board  of  wardens,  and  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  three 
months,  and  as  much  oftener  as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  and  at 
such  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  them.  They  shall  also  elect  out 
their  number  a  chief  warden  and  three  assistants. 

[53]  SEC.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  fire  warden  or  wardens 
after  receiving  any  complaints  of  the  violation  of  the  fire  laws,  to  in- 
vestigate the  same,  and  after  notifying  the  owner,  occupant,  or  build- 
er to  remove  the  same  or  desist  from  the  violation  of  the  law,  and  he 
or  they  not  regarding  the  notice,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  warden 
to  notify  the  chief  warden  or  one  of  his  assistants,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  call  the  board  of  wardens  together  ;  and  it  shall  be  their 
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duty  to  take  immediate  action  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the 
law  in  relation  thereto. 

[54]  SEC.  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  wardens  to  sue 
for  and  recover  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of 
the  city  of  Brooklyn,  all  the  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  imposed, 
and  after  recovery  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  Fire  Department  fund 
of  the  city  of  Brooklyn. 

[55]  SEC.  5.  The  board  of  wardens  shall  notify  the  Corpora- 
tion Attorney  to  prosecute  all  violations  of  the  laws  for  the  preven- 
tion or  extinguishment  of  fires,  or  laws  in  relation  to  buildings  of 
brick  or  stone,  or  any  violation  of  the  fire  laws,  after  receiving  notice 
from  the  board  of  wardens ;  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  commence  pro- 
ceedings within  thirty  days  after  being  so  notified. 

[56]  SEC.  6.  The  laws  heretofore  passed  in  relation  to  the  duty 
of  the  wardens  shall  be  in  full  force,  except  where  they  conflict  with 
the  foregoing  ordinance,  and  for  any  neglect  of  the  fire  wardens  to 
perform  their  duty  as  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  ordinance,  he  or 
they  may  be  expelled  from  office. 

[57]  SEC.  7.  And  all  laws  conflicting  with  this  ordinance  are 
hereby  repealed.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

An  ordinance  to  Re -organize  and  Regulate  the  Fire  Department  of 
the  city  of  Brooklyn. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

[58]  SEC-  1.  The  Fire  Department  of  the  said  city  shall  con- 
sist of  a  chief  engineer,  five  assistant  engineers,  and  as  many  War- 
dens, fire  engine  men,  hose  men,  hook  and  ladder  men,  and  bucket 
men,  who  shall  be  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  upward,  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  provided,  as  are  or  may  be  from  time  to  time  ap- 
pointed by  the  Common  Council,  and  who  shall  respectively  be  dis- 
tinguished by  the  several  appellations  aforesaid. 

[59]  SEC.  2.  The  nomination  of  the  chief  and  assistant  engi- 
neers shall  be  made  by  the  firemen,  by  ballot,  at  such  time  as  the 
Common  Council  may  hereafter  appoint ;  and  the  persons  receiving 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  the  respective  offices,  shall  be  there- 
upon entitled  to  a  nomination  to  the  Common  Council  for  appointment 
to  such  offices  ;  no  fireman  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  engineer

until  he  has  served  as  a  fireman  at  least  three  years  ;  such  appoint- 
ment to  continue  two  years.  The  said  nomination  shall  be  made 
by  an  election,  which  shall  be  held  at  such  place  as  the  Common 
Council  shall  direct,  the  poll  to  be  open  at  sunrise  and  close  at  sun- 
set. There  shall  be  three  inspectors  appointed  by  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, and  the  said  inspectors  shall  appoint  two  clerks.  Any  certificate 
member  of  the  fire  department,  who  is  at  the  time  an  actual  member 
of  some  fire  company,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  ;  the  above  inspectors 
shall  receive  all  such  votes,  and  deposit  them  in  a  box  kept  for  that 
purpose.  It  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  make  up  their  returns  be- 
fore adjourning ;  they  shall  make  a  true  and  faithful  return  of  all 
votes  given,  to  the  Common  Council,  at  their  first  meeting,  signed  by 
each  inspector.  The  above  inspectors  and  clerks  shall  be  allowed 
three  dollars  each  for  said  services. 

[60]  SEC.  3.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of 
chief  or  assistant  engineer,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  nomina- 
tion and  appointment  according  to  the  provisions  of  section  second 
hereof. 

[61]  SEC.  4.  The  chief  engineer  shall,  in  all  cases  of  fire  and 
alarms  of  fire,  have  sole  and  absolute  control  and  command  over  all 
the  engineers  and  other  persons  connected  with  the  fire  department. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  engineer  to  direct  the  other  engi- 
neers to  take  proper  measures  to  arrange  the  several  fire  engines  in 
the  most  advantageous  manner,  and  to  cause  them  to  be  duly  work- 
ed for  the  effectual  extinguishment  of  fires.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  chief  engineer  to  examine  twice  in  every  year,  into  the 
condition  and  number  of  the  fire  engines,  houses  and  apparatus,  and  to 
report  the  same  once  a  year  to  the  Common  Council,  together  with 
the  names  of  all  the  numbers  of  the-  fire  department  and  the  re- 
spective associations  to  which  they  belong ;  and  to  examine  and  re- 
port monthly  to  the  Common  Council  the  condition  of  all  public  cis- 
terns. And  under  the  direction  of  the  fire  department  committee, 
the  clerk  of  the  Common  Council  shall  erase  from  books  of  Re- 
gistry of  firemen  all  names  which  are  not  on  the  annual  returns  from 
the  several  companies. 

It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  engineer  to  report  in  writing- 
all  accidents  by  fire  in  this  city,  with  the  causes  thereof,  as  well  as 
they  can  be  ascertained,  and  the  number  and  description  of  the  build- 
ings destroyed  or  injured,  to  the  Common  Council ;  and  it  shall  also 
be  his  duty,  whenever  any  of  the  fire  engines,  hose  carts,  trucks  and 
hooks  and  ladders,  or  any  other  fire  apparatus  shall  require  to  be  re- 
paired, to  report  the  same  forthwith  to  the  fire  department  commit- 
tee, and  under  their  direction  to  superintend  the- repairs  thereof ;  and 
to  report  all  disobedience  of  orders  to  said  committee. 

[62]  SEC.  5.  The  chief  engineer,  under  the  direction  of  the  fire 
department  committee,  is  authorised  to  sell  for  cash,  any  old  and  con- 
demned fire  engine,  hose,  or  other  property,  and  shall  pay  the  money 
received  for  such  engines,  hose,  or  other  property  belonging  to  the 
fire  department,  when  sold,  to  the  Comptroller,  and  deposit  the  re- 
ceipt for  such  money  with  the  City  Clerk. 
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[63]  SEC.  6.  The  fire  department  committee  shall  be  authorised 
and  empowered  to  take  any  fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder  truck  or  hose 
cart  from  any  company,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Common  Coun- 
cil for  their  action  thereon. 

[64]  SEC.  7.  The  chief  engineer  shall  receive  for  his  services  a 
yearly  salary  of  $800,  payable  quarterly,  and  shall,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, well  and  faithfully  to  perform  such  duties.  The  chief  engineer's 
office  shall  be  in  the  City  Hall,  and  open  daily  at  such  hours  as 
shall  be  designated  by  the  fire  department  committee,  for  the  trans- 
action of  business  connected  with  the  department. 

[65]  SEC.  8.  No  fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder,  truck  or  hose  cart, 
shall,  in  going  or  returning  from  any  fire,  be  run,  driven,  wheeled  or 
placed  upon  any  sidewalk,  except  by  the  special  order  of  one  of  the 
engineers,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offence, 
recoverable  from  the  parties  in  charge. 

[66]  SEC.  9.  No  persons,  other  than  firemen  or  exempt  firemen, 
who  shall  have  the  word  "  exempt"  painted  on  their  caps,  shall  be 
permitted  to  assume  the  garb  of  a  fireman,  or  have  access  to  any  of 
the  places  of  deposit  of  the  fire  engines,  hose  carts  or  hook  and  lad- 
der truck,  without  a  permit  from  one  of  the  officers  of  the  company, 
under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars. 

[67]  SEC.  10.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  foreman  and 
assistant  foreman  of  the  above  named  companies,  to  see  that  the  pro- 
visions of  the  last  preceding  section  of  this  ordinance  are  fully  and 
strictly  enforced,  so  far  as  regards  the  company  to  which  they  may 
be  attached. 

[68]  SEC.  11.  Engine  companies  13, 14,  and  17,  shall  be  known 
as  first  class,  and  shall  consist  of  60  men  each.  Engine  companies 
4,  6,  and  15,  shall  be  known  as  second  class,  and  shall  consist  of  50 
men  each.  All  other  engines  of  less  grade  shall  consist  of  40  men 
each.  Hook  and  ladder  companies  30  men  each.  Bucket  com- 
panies 50  men.  Hose  companies  with  four  wheels,  25  men  each ; 
and  the  chief  engineer  is  hereby  directed  not  to  allow  the  above 
named  companies  to  exceed  the  number  of  men  specified. 

[69]  SEC.  12.  That  in  order  to  prevent  improper  congregating 
in  any  of  the  houses  used  for  fire  apparatus,  a  fire  police  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Common  Council,  one  officer  to  each  engine  and  hose 
company,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  the  same  clean  and  in  good 
order,  with  the  apparatus  thereunto  attached,  and  to  prevent  all  boys 
or  improper  persons  from  assembling  in  said  houses  ;  it  shall  also  be 
their  duty  to  attend  all  fires  and  alarms  of  fires,  and  they  shall  be 
under  the  direction  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Chief  Engineer, 
and  for  a  faithful  performance  of  duty  they  shall  receive  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually,  each. 

There  shall  also  be  appointed  in  the  same  manner  as  above,  one 
officer  to  each  of  the  hook  and  ladder  truck  companies  at  a  salary  of 
seventy  five  dollars  each.  He  or  they  may  be  removed  at  any  time 
by  the  Common  Council. 
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[70]  SEC.  13.  The  names  of  all  persons  returned  by  the  chief 
engineer  to  the  Common  Council  for  appointment  as  firemen,  shall 
be  laid  on  the  table,  and  published  in  the  proceedings  of  the  same, 
and  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Common  Council,  if  no  objection  is 
made,  shall  be  so  appointed. 

[71]  SEC.  14.  Any  person  between  the  age  of  eighteen  and 
twenty-one,  furnishing  the  chief  engineer  with  a  certificate  from  his 
parents  or  guardian,  giving  their  consent  to  his  becoming  a  fireman, 
may,  by  being  elected,  receive  a  fireman's  certificate. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  Common  Council  to  fur- 
nish a  certificate,  when  applied  to,  to  all  persons  appointed  as  firemen. 

[72]  SEC.  15.  But  nothing  in  the  above  ordinance  shall  in  any 
manner  affect  or  impair  the  appointment  of  the  chief  or  assistant  en- 
gineers, made  on  the  second  Monday  of  January,  1849,  except  in 
case  of  resignation  or  expulsion  by  the  Common  Council  for  cause. 

All  laws  heretofore  passed,  and  conflicting  with  the  above  ordin- 
ance, are  hereby  repealed.

A  law  to  regulate  the  Sale  and  Inspection  of  Firewood. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  BrooHyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

[1]  SEC.  1.  No  Firewood  shall  be  sold  otherwise  than  accord- 
ing to  the  following  regulations,  that  is  to  say :  the  stanchions  of 
each  cart  or  sled  which  shall  be  employed  in  the  carrying  of  such 
wood,  shall  be  five  feet  four  inches  high  from  the  floor  of  the  cart  or 
sled,  and  no  higher ;  and  the  breadth  of  such  cart  or  sled,  between 
the  two  foremost  stanchions,  shall  be  two  feet  five  inches,  and  be- 
tween the  two  hindmost  stanchions,  two  feet  nine  inches,  and  no 
more ;  in  which  space  between  the  said  stanchions  every  cartman 
who  shall  cart  any  wood,  shall  stow  as  much,  and  as  close  together 
as  it  can  conveniently  be  put,  or  as  much  of  it  as  will  amount  to 
thirty-seven  feet  ten  inches  and  two  thirds  of  an  inch,  cubic  measure, 
which  shall  constitute  and  be  deemed  by  the  inspectors  a  load,  and 
shall  and  may  be  bought  and  sold  accordingly. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  No  person  or  persons  shall  buy  or  sell  firewood 
contrary  to  the  above  regulations ;  and  no  cartman  shall  cart  any  fire- 
wood brought  to  this  city  for  sale,  except  in  carts  and  sleds  made 
and  constructed  as  by  law  is  directed,  and  loaded  as  above  mention- 
ed, under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  No  crooked  Avood  shall  be  stowed  in  any  cart  or 
sled  constructed  in  manner  aforesaid,  with  other  wood,  but  the  same 
may  be  sold  or  disposed  of  as  refuse  wood,  not  subject  to  the  above 
regulations  ;  and  if  any  cartman  who  shall  cart  firewood,  'shall  put 
or  suffer  to  be  put  into  his  cart,  any  such  crooked  wood  as  will  pre- 
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vent  his  cart  from  containing  a  full  load  between  the  stanchions  there- 
of, he  shall  for  every  load  so  carted,  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  dollar. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  There  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  appointed  such 
persons  as  the  Common  Council  shall  think  proper,  to  inspect  the 
loading  of  all  firewood  which  shall  be  brought  to  this  city  for  sale. 
The  inspectors  shall  be  duly  sworn  to  execute  their  offices  with 
fidelity  and  impartiality ;  their  respective  judgments  shall  be  con- 
clusive ;  and  they  shall  have  for  their  trouble,  for  each  load  by  them 
inspected,  three  cents  to  be  paid  by  the  seller  of  the  wood. 

[5]  SEC.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  said  Inspectors 
to  keep  a  book,  in  which  he  shall  make  an  entry  of  each  load  of  wood 
by  him  inspected  ;  and  once  in  every  month  make  and  render  a  full 
account  and  return  of  the  number  of  loads  of  wood  so  inspected  by 
him,  to  the  office  of  the  City  Inspector,  in  order  that  the  quantity  of 
firewood  brought  into,  and  sold  in  this  city,  may  be  ascertained.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  inspectors  to  report  to  the  Mayor  all 
violations  of  this  ordinance  by  every  cartman  of  this  said  city  ;  and 
to  the  Attorney  of  the  Corporation,  all  violations  of  it  by  every  other 
person.  And  if  any  such  inspector  shall  neglect  so  to  do  he  shall 
forfeit  his*  office. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  No  inspector  of  firewood  shall  inspect  any  wood 
for  any  cartman,  whose  cart  shall  not  have  the  number  thereof  firmly 
painted  thereon,  and  be  furnished  with  stanchions  in  the  manner  re- 
quired by  law,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[7]  SEC.  7.  No  cartman  shall  cart  any  such  firewood,  before  the 
same  shall  be  duly  inspected  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  law, 
under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  load  so  carted. 

[8]  SEC.  8.  If  any  inspector  shall,  by  sickness  or  otherwise,  be 
prevented  from  attending  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  Mayor  of 
the  said  city,  for  the  time  being,  shall  appoint  one  other  fit  person  in 
his  stead,  during  the  sickness  or  absence  of  such  Inspector. 

[9]  SEC.  9.  All  firewood  which  shall,  at  any  time,  be  brought 
into  this  city,  and  stored  or  deposited  in  any  yard  or  other  place,  and 
which  shall  thereafter  be  sold  and  carted  from  such  yard  or  other 
place,  shall,  when  sold,  be  inspected  in  like  manner,  and  under  the 
same  regulations  as  firewood  sold  and  delivered  from  on  board  of  any 
vessel,  and  landed  at  any  wharf  or  slip  in  this  city,  and  the  seller  of 
such  wood  shall  be  liable  for  payment  of  the  fees  for  inspection,  in 
the  like  manner  as  for  the  inspection  of  firewood  sold  and  delivered 
from  on  board  of  a  vessel. 

[10]  SEC.  10.  All  firewood,  when  sold  hi  this  city  by  the  cord, 
shall  be  inspected  by  one  of  the  said  wood-inspectors.  A  cord  shall 
contain  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  cubic  feet,  and  the  inspector 
who  shall  inspect  any  such  wood,  sold  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled 
to  six  cents  for  each  and  every  cord  so  inspected,  to  be  paid  by  the 
seller  of  the  said  wood. 

[11]  SEC.  11.  All  firewood  which  may  be  sold,  either  by  the 
boat  load,  cord,  or  cartman's  load,  or  in  any  other  quantity,  in  the  city 
of  Brooklyn,  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  one  of  the  said  in-

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specters  of  firewood:  And  if  any  cartman  or  other  person  shall  re- 
move, or  assist  in  removing  any  firewood  sold  as  aforesaid,  without 
having  the  same  duly  inspected,  according  to  law,  such  cartman  or 
other  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars.

A  law  to  regulate  the  Keeping  and  Conveying  of  Gunpowder. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

[1]  SEC.  1 .  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  have  or  keep 
any  quantity  of  gunpowder  exceeding  twenty-eight  pounds  in  weight, 
in  any  one  house,  store,  building  or  other  place  within  the  fire  and 
watch  district  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  All  gunpowder  which  may  be  kept  in  said  fire  and 
watch  district,  shall  be  kept  in  stone  jugs,  or  tin  canisters,  which  shall 
not  contain  more  than  seven  pounds  each. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  have  or  keep  any 
gunpowder  in  the  said  fire  and  watch  district,  in  any  manner  contrary 
to  the  preceding  sections  of  this  ordinance,  either  as  to  quantity  or 
the  manner  of  keeping  the  same,  he,  she  or  they,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  five  pounds  of  gunpowder 
so  had  or  kept,  or  in  that  proportion  for  a  greater  or  less  quantity. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  No  person  shall  convey  or  carry  any  gunpowder 
through  any  streets  in  the  said  fire  and  watch  district,  in  any  cart, 
carriage,  wagon,  wheelbarrow  or  otherwise,  unless  the  said  gunpowder 
be  secured  in  tight  cases  or  kegs,  well  headed  and  hooped,  and  said 
casks  or  kegs  be  put  into,  and  entirely  covered  with  a  leather  bag  or 
case,  sufficient  to  prevent  any  such  gunpowder  from  being  spilled  or 
scattered,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  five  pounds 
so  conveyed  or  carried,  and  in  that  proportion  for  a  greater  or  less 
amount,  to  be  recovered  from  the  carrier  or  owner,  severally,  and  re- 
spectively. 

[5]  SEC.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  firemen,  marshals,  watch- 
men and  the  different  officers  of  the  said  city,  to  report  to  the  At- 
torney of  the  Corporation  all  violations  of  this  ordinance.

A  law  regulating  Guagers  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

TITLE  I. 
Of  the  Appointment  of  Guagers  and  their  Duty. 

[1]  SEC.  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council, 
so  many  persons  as  the  said  Common  Council  shall  from  time  to  time 
deem  proper,  who  shall  be  known  as  Guagers  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn, 
who  shall  hold  their  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  said  Common 
Council. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  No  person  shall  exercise  the  office  of  Guager,  by 
guaging  any  hogshead,  cask,  or  other  vessel,  for  any  private  person 
or  persons,  without  having  received  an  appointment  from  the  Com- 
mon Council,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  such 
offence. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Guager,  when  re- 
quired to  make  a  return  of  the  several  hogsheads,  casks,  or  other 
vessels  guaged  by  him,  or  cases  marked  by  them,  to  mark  such  ves- 
sel with  his  own  name,  and  the  quantity  which  may  be  contained 
therein,  or  the  capacity  thereof,  in  legible  and  durable  figures  or 
characters  cut  upon  the  same,  and  to  compute  and  mark  the  contents 
of  cases  containing  distilled  spirits  and  wines. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  If  any  guager  shall  be  unable,  in  consequence  of 
sickness  or  absence  from  the  city,  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  his  office, 
he  may,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  expressed  in  writing, 
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employ  a  sober  and  discreet  man  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  his  office, 
during  such  inability. 

[5]  SEC.  5.  The  person  appointed  in  the  place  of  any  guager, 
by  virtue  of  the  last  preceding  section  of  this  title,  shall  take  an 
oath,  faithfully  to  perform  his  trust ;  and  the  guager  in  whose  stead 
such  person  is  deputed,  shall  be  accountable  for  the  official  conduct 
of  such  person. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  If  any  guager  shall  neglect  to  attend  in  person  to 
the  duties  of  his  office,  (except  in  case  of  sickness  or  other  dis- 
ability,) or  shall  ask,  demand,  or  receive  any  greater  compensation  for 
his  services  than  is  allowed  in  and  by  the  second  title  of  this  chap- 
ter ;  or  shall  exercise  the  office  of  guager  under  any  other  appoint- 
ment, he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence,  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars. 

[*7]  SEC.  7.  The  guagers  appointed  by  the  Common  Council, 
shall  keep  accurate  accounts  of  the  number  of  hogsheads,  casks  and 
other  vessels  guaged  by  them,  and  of  the  quantity,  quality  and  de- 
scription of  the  contents,  together  with  the  market  prices  of  the 
articles  so  contained,  and  places  from  whence  imported,  and  whither 
exported,  and  shall  report  the  same  in  the  first  week  of  every  month, 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Common  Council,  who  shall  file  the  same  in  his 
office. 

[8]  SEC.  8.  The  said  guagers  shall  severally  take  and  subscribe 
an  oath  or  affirmation,  well  and  truly  to  perform  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices  during  their  appointment. 


TITLE  II. 
Of  the  Fees  of  Guagers. 

[9]  SEC.  1.  The  Guagers  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  demand  and  receive  the  following  fees  for  their  services, 
namely : — 

I.  For  guaging  and  marking  every  hogshead,  to  be  marked  in 
durable  characters  as  aforesaid,  twelve  and  a  half  cents. 

II.  For  the  guaging  and  marking  every  other  vessel  or  cask,  to  be 
marked  as  aforesaid,  eight  cents. 

III.  For  computing  and  marking  cases  containing  distilled  spirits 
and  wines,  three  cents  per  case. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  the  said  guagers  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  demand  or  receive  any  greater  fees,  in  any  case,  than  are  or  may 
be  allowed  for  the  time  being,  by  any  ordinance  or  law,  passed  or  to 
be  passed,  from  time  to  time  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Common- 
alty of  the  city  of  New  York. 

[10]    SEC,  2.    The  allowances  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  to  in- 
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elude  a  compensation  for  making  returns  of  the  articles  guaged  and 
marked,  specifying  the  quality,  quantity  and  description,  as  aforesaid. 
[11]  SEC.  3.  In  all  cases  the  fees  of  the  guagers  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  shall  be  paid  the  one  half  by  the  buyer  and  the  other 
half  by  the  seller,  but  the  employer  shall  be  liable  for  the  payment 
thereof,  in  the  first  instance.

A  law  to  regulate  the  sale  of  Hay  and  Straw  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

[1]  SEC.  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council, 
one  person,  to  be  known  as  the  City  Weigher  of  Hay  and  Straw 
in  and  for  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  who  shall  hold  his  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  said  Common  Council. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  Such  person  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  well  and 
faithfully  to  execute  the  said  duties. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  There  shall  be  provided  by  the  Common  Council 
a  hay  scale,  to  be  located  at  such  place  within  the  city  as  ^may  be 
directed  by  the  Common  Council,  to  be  under  their  control  and  super- 
vision, and  to  be  taken  charge  of  and  kept  by  the  city  weigher. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  weigher  of  hay  and 
straw,  to  demand  and  receive  from  every  cartman  or  wagoner,  for 
every  cart,  wagon,  or  sled  load  of  hay  or  straw  weighed  at  the  said 
hay-scale,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  and  no  more  ;  and  such  sum 
shall  be  repaid  to  such  cartman  or  wagoner,  the  one  half  thereof 
by  the  seller  and  the  other  half  by  the  buyer  of  such  hay. 

[5]  SEC.  5.  Every  person  who  shall  within  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn purchase  any  hay  which  which  shall  not  have  been  weighed  in 
the  manner » directed  by  this  law,  by  said  city  weigher,  may  require 
the  same  to  be  weighed  by  the  said  city  weigher  at  the  expense  of 
the  seller  ;  and  any  seller  of  such  hay,  or  cartman  or  wagoner  car- 
rying the  same,  who  shall  refuse  to  have  the  same  so  weighed,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[6]     SEC.  6.     It   shall  be   the   duty  of  such  city  weigher  to

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weigh  any  such  wagon,  cart  or  sled,  when  applied  to  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  to  enter  the  weight  thereof  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for 
such  purpose,  and  also  to  furnish  such  wagoner  or  cartman  with  a 
certificate  of  such  weight,  free  of  charge,  signed  by  said  weigher, 
and  countersigned  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Common  Council,  under  the 
penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  neglect  or  refusal. 

[7]  SEC.  7.  If  any  wagoner  or  wagoners,  cartman  or  cartmen, 
who  shall  have  any  wagon,  cart,  sled,  hay  or  straw  weighed,  agree- 
ably to  the  provisions  of  this  law,  shall  have  in  his,  her,  or  their 
wagon,  cart,  or  sled,  any  grain,  fruit,  vegetables,  things,  or  article, 
whatsoever,  other  than  hay  or  straw,  he,  she,  or  they,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[8]  SEC.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Common 
Council  to  furnish  to  said  city  weigher,  certificates  in  blank,  counter- 
signed by  said  Clerk,  which  shall  be  used  by  said  city  weigher  only 
in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes  directed  by  this  law. 

[9]  SEC.  9.  The  place  or  open  ground  at  the  junction  of  Fulton 
and  Court  streets  is  hereby  designated  as  the  place  for  the  sale  of 
hay  and  straw  coming  from  the  country,  by  the  wagon,  cart,  or 
sled  load,  and  also  as  the  place  for  the  location  of  the  Corporation 
hay  scales. 

[10]  SEC.  10.  The  law  to  regulate  the  sale  of  hay  and  straw  in 
the  city  of  Brooklyn,  passed  July  20,  1835,  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor  July  22,  1835,  and  all  its  provisions,  and  all  other  ordinances 
relative  to  the  sale  of  hay  and  straw  heretofore  passed  by  the  Com- 
mon Council,  are  hereby  repealed.

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 


Li]     SEC.  1 .     That  a  HospHa}  be  established  in  the  city  of  Brook-

Regulations  for  the  Government  of  the  City  Hospital,  of  the  city  of 
Brooklyn. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brook- 
lyn in  Common  Council  convened,  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  same,  That  the  following  Rules  and  Regulations  be 
and  they  are  hereby  established  as  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  City 
Hospital  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn. 


TITLE  I. 
Of  the  Medical  Board. 

[2]  SEC.  1.  Each  Physician  and  Surgeon  heretofore  appointed 
by  this  Board,  who  shall  signify  to  the  Mayor  his  acceptance  within 
ten  days  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and  each  Physician  or 
Surgeon  who  may  hereafter  be  appointed,  and  who  shall  signify  his 
acceptance  to  the  Mayor  within  ten  days  after  the  notice  of  such  ap- 
pointment by  the  Clerk  of  this  Board,  shall  receive  a  certificate  of 
appointment  under  the  seal  of  the  Corporation,  signed  by  the.  Mayor 
and  attested  by  the  Clerk,  and  in  case  any  Physician  or  Surgeon 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  signify  such  acceptance  within  the  time 
specified,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  decline  such  appointment. 

[3]  SEC.  2.  If  any  Surgeon  or  Physician  shall  become  from  any 
cause  .unfit  to  execute  his  office,  or  shall  misdemean  himself  in  his 
office,  contrary  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  institution,  or  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  execute  the  same,  any  member  of  the  Hospital 
Committee,  or  any  Hospital  Surgeon  or  Physician,  may  prefer  against 
him  a  complaint  in  writing  to  the  Common  Council  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  same,  and  thereupon  a  notice  of  said  complaint  shall 
be  given  to  the  person  complained  of,  and  a  time  shall  be  appointed 
not  less  than  two  weeks  after  service  of  said  notice,  for  the  accused 
person  to  make  his  defence  before  the  Common  Council,  and  the

Common  Council  having  examined  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint, 
and  having  heard  the  defence,  if  any,  shall  make  such  order  and  re- 
gulation as  they  may  think  proper. 

[4]  SEC.  3.  The  Surgeons  and  Physicians  shall  constitute  a 
Medical  Board,  which  shall  have  the  charge  of  the  internal  police 
of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regu- 
lations as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  object  of 
this  institution,  and  by-laws  for  their  own  government :  Provided 
that  such  orders,  regulations  and  by-laws  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  the  ordinances  and  regulations  of  the  Common  Council. 

[5]  SEC.  4.  They  shall  annually  choose  from  amongst  their 
number  a  President  and  a  Secretary,  and  they  shall  also  annually 
appoint  a  Treasurer. 

[6]  SEC.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  pay  no  monies  without  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Medical  Board,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

[7]  SEC.  6.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  which  shall 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Hospital  Committee,  and  in  which 
shall  be  recorded  all  their  proceedings,  and  they  shall  report  the 
same  annually  to  the  Common  Council. 

[8]  SEC.  7.  Five  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  ordinary  business,  and  in  case  of  the 
absence  of  the  President,  a  chairman  pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen. 

[9]  SEC.  8.  The  Board  shall  meet  every  month,  or  oftenerif  it 
shall  be  deemed  necessary. 

[10]  SEC.  9.  In  case  any  vacancy  shall  occur  among  the  Sur- 
geons or  Physicians,  or  if  it  shall  be  deemed  at  any  time  expedient 
to  increase  the  number  of  attending  or  consulting  Surgeons  or  Phy- 
sicians, the  Medical  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  nominate  such  ad- 
ditional Surgeon  or  Physician,  but  the  appointing  power  shall  reside 
with  the  Common  Council. 

[ll]  SEC.  10.  Such  nomination  shall  be  made  at  any  regular  or 
special  meeting  of  the  Medical  Board  at  which  seven  members  shall 
be  present,  one  month's  notice  of  the  intention  to  make  such  nomi- 
nations having  been  given  m  writing  to  each  member  of  the  Board. 

[12]  SEC.  11.  The  nomination  shall  be  made  by  ballot,  and 
the  person  who  shall  receive  a  majority  of  votes  shall  be  nominated 
to  the  Common  Council  in  the  following  terms  : — 

We  hereby  certify,  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Medical  Board  of  the 
City  Hospital,  to  which  all  the  members  were  in  due  time  and  man- 
ner invited,  and  at  which members  were  present,  A.  B.  was 

balloted  for  and  received  a  majority  of  votes,  and  we  do  hereby  re- 
commend him  for  the  office  of  (Physician  or  Surgeon  as  the  case  may 
be,)  and  said  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  or  Chairman 
and  the  Secretary,  and  addressed  to  the  Hospital  Committee  of  the 
Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn. 
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TITLE  II. 
Of  the  Consulting  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

[13]  SEC.  1.  The  Consulting  Physicians  and  Surgeons  shall 
be  considered  as  counsellors,  and  shall  be  invited  to  attend  at  all 
capital  operations  in  the  Hospital. 

[14]  SEC.  2.  They  may  recommend  persons  to  be  admitted  as 
patients,  in  like  manner  as  the  members  of  the  Common  Council. 


TITLE  III. 
Of  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

[15]  SEC.  1.  The  Physicians  and  Surgeons  shall  make  such  ar- 
rangements among  themselves,  that  the  Hospital  may  be  attended  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

[16]  SEC.  2.  One  Physician  shall  attend  every  medical  patient 
who  may  be  sick  with  an  acute  disease,  at  least  once  every  day,  and 
oftener, "  if  necessary :  and  every  medical  patient  in  the  Hospital, 
without  exception,  twice  in  every  week. 

[17]  SEC.  3.  At  such  visits,  the  attending  physician  shall  en- 
quire whether  his  directions  have  been  carefully  observed.  He  shall 
attend  to  the  neatness  and  ventilation  of  the  wards,  and  give  such 
directions  on  those  subjects  as  may  be  necessary,  to  the  nurse,  and 
shall  also  report  to  the  Receiving  Committee,  such  patients  as  are  in 
a  proper  condition  to  leave  the  hospital. 

[18]  SEC.  4.  One  surgeon  shall  visit  the  hospital  at  least  three 
times  a  week,  and  oftener  when  necessary,  and  every  patient  under 
his  care,  at  least  once  a  week  ;  and  they  shall  perform  in  the  surgical 
wards,  the  duties  directed  to  be  performed  by  the  physician  in  the 
medical  wards,  with  regard  to  ventilation,  cleanliness,  and  patients 
proper  to  be  discharged  from  the  hospital. 

[19]  SEC.  5.  The  times  of  their  attendance  shall  be  so  arranged 
by  the  physicians  and  surgeons,  as  not  to  interfere  with  each  other, 
and  so  that  the  students  who  may  attend  the  practice  of  the  house, 
may  accompany  them  respectively,  in  their  visits  to  their  patients. 

[20]  SEC.  6.  If  any  surgeon  or  physician  shall  be  prevented 
from  attending  in  his  turn,  he  shall  procure  some  other  belonging  to 
the  hospital,  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

[21]  SEC.  Y.  No  capital  operation,  except  in  case  of  immediate 
danger,  shall  be  performed,  without  the  previous  approbation  of  at 
least  two  surgeons  and  physicians  belonging  to  the  hospital,  to  be  pre- 
sent at  the  operation. 

[22]    SEC.  8.    No  drugs  or  medicines  shall  be  purchased  with- 
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out  a  written  order,  entered  by  the  attending  surgeon  or  physician  in 
a  pass  book,  kept  for  that  purpose. 

[23j  SEC.  9.  The  attending  physician  and  surgeon  shall,  on  the 
first  Monday  in  every  month,  inspect  the  apothecary's  shop,  and  see 
that  it  is  kept  in  proper  order,  and  that  good  medicines  are  regular- 
ly supplied  ;  and  shall  report  al]  neglects  and  improprieties  on  those 
subjects,  to  the  Hospital  Committee. 

[24]  SEC.  10.  Each  attending  surgeon  and  physician  shall  re- 
port in  writing  to  the  Medical  Board,  after  his  term  of  attendance  is 
completed,  the  general  condition  of  the  hospital  during  that  period  ; 
and  this  report  shall  state  whether  the  nurses  have  treated  the  sick 
with  humanity,  and  shall  also  contain  such  suggestions  and  remarks, 
as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  useful. 

[25]  SEC.  11.  At  the  close  of  every  year,  a  table  of  the  dis- 
eases of  the  patients  during  the  year  then  expired,  shall  be  made  out 
and  duly  arranged ;  (in  order  that  the  same  may  be  published  if 
deemed  expedient)  which  table  shall  be  prepared  by  one  memb'er  of 
the  Hospital  Committee  appointed  annually  by  that  Committee  for 
that  purpose ;  and  one  physician  and  one  surgeon  appointed  an- 
nually by  the  Medical  Board. 

[26]  SEC.  12,  The  surgeons  and  physicians  may  recommend 
persons  to  be  admitted  into  the  hospital  as  patients,  in  like  manner 
as  the  members  of  the  Common  Council. 


TITLE   IV. 
Receiving  Committee. 

[27]  SEC.  1.  The  Receiving  Committee  shall  consist  of  one 
member  of  the  Hospital  Committee,  (to  be  designated  in  such  a  man- 
ner by  that  committee,  that  each  member  shall  serve  an  equal  period 
in  his  turn)  and  one  of  the  attending  physicians  and  surgeons  for  the 
time  being. 

[28]  SEC.  2.  They  shall  meet  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  of  each 
week,  at  —  o'clock,  at  the  Hospital,  and  then  and  there  shall  receive 
or  reject  all  applicants  for  admission,  as  in  their  discretion  they  may 
think'  advisable,  having  regard  to  the  existing  circumstances  of  the 
hospital ;  and  if  any  member  of  the  Committee  shall  be  unable  to 
attend,  he  shall  procure  some  other  member  to  attend  in  his  stead, 
so  that  one  member  of  the  Hospital  Committee^  one  surgeon,  and  one 
physician  may  always  be  present  as  aforesaid. 

[29]  SEC.  3.  They  shall  determine  also,  whether  the  applicant 
shall  be  received  as  a  chanty  or  as  a  pay  patient ;  and  in  the  latter 
case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and  take  such 
security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 
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[30]  SEC.  4.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  shall  en- 
ter the  names,  age  and  country,  together  with  the  disease,  and  its 
result,  of  every  patient  received  or  discharged,  and  such  other  busi- 
ness as  may  come  before  them. 

[31]  SEC.  5.  On  every  visiting  day  they  shall  enquire  whether 
any  of  the  pauper  patients  are  incurable,  or  in  a  condition  to  leave 
the  hospital. 


TITLE  V. 
Of  the  Patients. 

[32]  SEC.  1.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  per- 
mission of  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon,  or  some  person  ap- 
pointed by  them,  nor  play  at  any  game  of  hazard  within  the  hospital, 
nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  house. 

[33]  SEC.  2.  No  patient  shall  enter  the  kitchen  or  any  servant's 
apartment,  under  any  pretence  whatever,  except  by  direction  of  the 
principal  nurse. 

[34]  SEC.  3.  No  male  patient  shall  go  into  the  women's  apart- 
ments or  wards,  nor  any  female  patient  into  those  of  the  men. 

[35]  SEC.  4.  No  patient  shall  smoke  tobacco  in  the  house,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon. 

[36]  SEC.  5.  Such  patients,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  attending 
physician  or  surgeon  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  washing 
and  ironing  linen,  washing  and  cleaning  the  rooms,  and  hi  such  other 
services  as  the  principal  nurse  may  require. 

[37]  SEC.  6.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing 
regulations,  or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  get  drunk, 
or  behave  rudely  or  indecently,  the  principal  nurse  shall  make  report 
thereof  to  the  Receiving  Committee,  who  may  discharge  the  patient. 


TITLE  VI. 
Of  the  Admission  of  Patients. 

[38]  SEC.  1.  The  Mayor  or  any  member  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, or  physician  or  surgeon  of  the  Hospital,  may  recommend  patients 
to  be  admitted,  but  the  Receiving  Committee  may  reject  or  admit 
patients  so  recommended,  at  their  discretion. 

[39]     SEC.     2.     In  any  extraordinary  or  pressing  case,  when  great 
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inconvenience  would  result  from  waiting  for  the  approbation  of  the 
Receiving  Committee,  the  Mayor  or  any  member  of  the  Common 
Council,  or  physician  or  surgeon  of  the  Hospital,  may  direct  the 
principal  nurse  to  receive  a  patient  immediately,  and  in  case  of  sud- 
den accident  the  principal  nurse  may  receive  patients  without  recom- 
mendation. But  the  nurse  must  give  early  information  of  every  such 
case  to  the  Receiving  Committee,  who  may  permit  the  patient  to  re- 
main hi  the  house  or  not,  as  shall  appear  to  them  discreet  and  proper. 

[40]  SEC.  3.  When  the  case  requires  immediate  admittance, 
the  person  recommending  is  to  add  to  his  recommendation  the  fol- 
lowing directions  : — "  The  principal  nurse  is  desired  to  receive  the 
person  above  recommended,  until  the  Receiving  Committee  attend." 

[41]  SEC.  4.  No  persons  shall  be  admitted  whose  cases  are 
judged  to  be  incurable,  nor  any  whose  cases  do  not  require  the  par- 
ticular benefit  of  an  hospital ;  nor  shall  any  who  have  the  small  pox 
or  scarlatina  be  received  into  the  house. 

[42]  SEC.  5.  Young  children  shall  not  be  received  with  their 
mothers,  unless  such  children  are  also  patients. 

[43]  SEC.  6.  Patients  unable  to  pay  for  their  board  and  main- 
tenance, may  be  received  as  charity  patients  ;  but  such  as  are  able 
to  pay  for  the  same  in  part  or  in  whole,  shall  be  received  as  pay 
patients,  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  the  Receiving  Com- 
mittee, who  are  to  take  sufficient  security  for  their  fulfilment. 

[44]  SEC.  7.  The  applicants  must  attend  at  the  Hospital  on 
Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  to  be  examined  by  the  Receiving  Committee, 


TITLE  VII. 
Form  of  Security  for  Pay  Patients. 

[45],  SEC.  1. being  admitted  a  patient  in  the  City  Hos- 
pital of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  at  my  request,  I,  A.  B.,  residing  at  No. 
— ,  in  — —  street,  do  hereby  promise  to  provide with  suffi- 
cient clothing  while  there  ;  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Medical 

Board per  week  for  board,  during continuance ;  then  to 

cause to  be  removed  when  discharged,  and  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of burial,  if die  there.     Witness  my  hand,  this 

day  of ,  18—. 


TITLE  VIII. 
Out  Door  Patients. 
[46]     SEC.  1.     Persons  who  shall  apply  for  relief  at  the  Hospital, 
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and  shall  not  be  considered  fit  subjects  for  admission,  shall,  never- 
theless, on  furnishing  to  the  Receiving  Committee  satisfactory  proof 
of  their  inability  to  pay  for  advice  and  medicines,  receive  the  same 
gratuitously  from  the  attending  surgeon  or  physician,  if  they  apply 
at  the  regular  hours  of  visiting  by  the  physician  or  surgeon. 

[47]  SEC.  2.  All  such  patients  shall  conduct  themselves  with 
decency  and  respect,  and  observe  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall 
be  made  for  them  by  the  Medical  Board  or  the  Receiving  Committee 
• — and  in  case  of  disrespectful  conduct,  insubordination,  or  disobedi- 
ence of  directions,  the  attending  physician  and  surgeon  may  at  their 
discretion  refuse  to  prescribe  for  such  patients. 


TITLE  IX. 
Nurses. 

[48]  SEC.  1.  The  nurses  shall  obey  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Hospital,  and  those  made  for  their  government  by  the  Medi- 
cal Board  ;  and  they  shall  follow  implicitly  the  directions  of  the  at- 
tending surgeon  and  physician  in  regard  to  the  management  of  pa- 
tients, the  exhibition  of  medicines,  the  ventilation  of  the  wards,  &c., 
and  in  case  of  incapacity,  unfaithfulness,  insubordination,  or  other 
violations  of  duty,  they  may  be  summarily  dismissed  by  the  Medical 
Board. 


TITLE  X. 
Of  Visitors. 

[49]     SEC.  1.     Visitors  shall  not  be  permitted  to  see  any  patients, 
without  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon* 


TITLE  XL 
Ordinances  and  Resolutions. 

[50]    SEC.  1.    A  copy  of  all  ordinances  passed  by  the  Common

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Council  in  relation  to  the  Hospital,  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Medical  Board,  and  by  him  shall  be  copied  into  a  book  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose  ;  and  each  ordinance  so  copied  shall  have  the 
seal  of  the  Corporation  affixed  thereto,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  city,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Common  Council,  who  shall 
certify  that  the  copy  is  true  and  correct,  and  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Medical  Board. 

[51]  SEC.  2.  All  resolutions,  making  alterations  in  any  of  the 
existing  laws,  or  any  new  laws  that  may  be  enacted,  shall  be  put  in 
the  form  of  an  ordinance,  and  copied  into  the  Book  of  Ordinances. 

[52]  SEC.  3.  No  alterations  or  amendments  in  these  laws  and 
regulations  shall  be  made,  except  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Medi- 
cal Board,  unless  notice  thereof  in  writing  shall  have  been  given  them, 
at  least  one  month  previous  to  the  passage  of  such  alteration  or 
amendment.

That  sections  seven  and  ten,  of  title  first,  of  a 
law  to  establish  a  City  Hospital  is  hereby  repealed,  and  that  the  two 
following  sections  be  adopted  in  lieu  thereof. 

[54]  SEC.  7.  'Ihree  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  ordinary  business,  and  in  case  of  the 
absence  of  the  President,  a  Chairman,  pro  tempore  shall  be  appointed. 

[55]  SEC.  10.  Such  nomination  shall  be  made  at  any  regular 
or  special  meeting  of  the  Board,  at  which  a  majority  of  the  members 
shall  be  present,  one  month's  notice  of  the  intention  to  make  such 
nomination  having  been  given  in  writing  to  each  member  of  the 
Board.

A  law  creating  the  office  of  Inspector  of  Lamps,  and  Wells  and 
Pumps,  and  prescribing  the  duties  thereof. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

[1]  SEC.  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council 
a  discreet  and  proper  person,  who  shall  be  known  as  Inspector  of 
Lamps,  and  Wells  and  Pumps  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  a  list  or  roll  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose  of  all  lamplighters  and  chancemen  elected 
by  the  Common  Council,  subject  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the 
lamp  committee,  which  book  shall  designate  the  district,  number  of 
lamps  that  each  has  in  charge,  and  the  quantity  of  oil  delivered  to 
each  one  daily. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  To  deliver  to  the  fire  companies  by  order  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  such  kind  and  quantity  of  oil  as  he  may  require,  by 
his  written  order,  charging  the  same  to  each  company. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive,  examine  and  have 
charge  of  all  oils  or  gas  purchased  or  contracted  for  by  the  Corpora- 
tion, giving  receipts  for  the  same,  designating  the  quantity,  kind  and 
quality,  and  entering  the  same  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

[5]  SEC.  5.  He  shall  certify  to  the  Lamp  Committee  the  lamp 
lighters'  monthly  pay  roll,  with  the  quantity  of  oil  delivered  during 
the  month  opposite  each  name,  in  a  column  for  that  purpose. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  He  shall  visit  each  lamp  district  whenever  the 
lamps  are  required  to  be  lighted,  to  see  if  they  are  properly  cleaned, 
trimmed  and  burning,  should  he  discern  any  neglect  of  "duty,  he 
shall  immediately  report  the  same  to  the  Lamp  Committee,  who  may 
either  remove  or  suspend  the  delinquent,  reporting  the  same  to  the 
Common  Council  at  their  next  meeting.

The  said  Inspector  shall  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before 
some  person  authorised  to  administer  oaths,  well  and  faithfully  to 
perform  his  duties. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Inspector  to  inspect 
all  the  pavement,  curb  and  gutters,  and  crosswalks,  also  the  gravel- 
ing under,  and  the  covering  of  the  pavement,  the  width  of,  and  the 
graveling  of  the  sidewalks,  while  the  same  is  in  progress,  which  shall 
hereafter  be  done  under  contract  with  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council

A  law  to  regulate  the  running  of  Cars,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  by 
the  Long  Island  Rail  Road  Company. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

[1]  SEC.  1.  That  it  shall  and  may  he  lawful  for  the  Long  Island 
Rail  Road  Company,  their  officers  or  agents,  to  make  use  of  steam 
power  to  draw  or  propel  cars  on  such  parts  of  the  Rail  Road,  be- 
longing to  them,  or  which  they  now  use,  lying  within  the  city  of 
Brooklyn — Provided,  however,  that  such  cars  or  locomotive  engine 
shall  at  no  time  or  times  be  drawn  or  propelled  at  a  speed  in  any  case 
exceeding  six  miles  an  hour ;  subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter 
mentioned  and  contained. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  That  in  case  the  said  company,  by  their  servants, 
agents  or  officers  in  their  employ,  shall,  or  may,  at  any  time  or  times 
hereafter,  cause  to  be  drawn  or  propelled  any  locomotive  engine, 
either  attached  to  any  car  or  cars,  or  without  them,  within  the  limits 
of  that  part  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  lying  below  Clinton  avenue,  at  a 
rate  of  speed  exceeding  six  miles  per  hour,  at  any  moment  of  time, 
that  then  the  said  The  Long  Island  Rail  Road  Company  shall  be 
liable  and  subject  to  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and 
every  such  offence. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  Company  to 
run,  or  cause  to  be  run,  any  locomotive  engine  or  machine  propelled 
by  steam,  upon  any  rail  road  belonging  to  them,  or  which  they  may 
now  use,  lying  between  the  termination  of  the  said  rail  road  in  At-

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lantic  street,  and  the  present  depot  or  stopping  place  of  the  said  Com* 
pany  at  Bedford,  at  any  time  earlier  than  one  hour  before  sunrise,  or 
later  than  one  hour  after  sunset,  under  the  penalty  of  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offence.  And  that  this  provision 
shall  apply  in  all  cases  as  above,  whether  the  locomotive  engine  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  attached  to  any  car  or  cars,  or  not,  and  at  whatever 
rate  of  speed  the  said  engine  may  move.

the  front  part  thereof,  some  suitable  machine  or  fixture^  similar  to 
the  ones  now  or  formerly  in  use  by  the  said  Company,  calculated  to 
take  up  any  object  or  person  lying  or  being  upon  the  said  rail  road, 
under  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  such 
offence. 

5*  That  before  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Long  Is- 
land Rail  Road  Company  to  run  or  cause  to  be  run  within  the  limits

A  Law  to  Regulate  Public  Markets. 

TITLE  I. 
Of  Markets  and  Market  Days. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows: 

[1]  SEC.  1.  The  following  places  are  hereby  severally  desig- 
nated and  'declared  to  be  the  Public  Markets  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn, 
to  wit : — "  The  Brooklyn  Market,"  and  "  Eastern  Market." 

[2]  SEC.  2.  Every  day  in  the  week,  excepting  Sunday,  shall 
be  public  market  days. 


TITLE  II. 
Of  the  Clerks  of  the  Markets,  their  powers  and  duties. 

[3]  SEC.  1.    There  shall  be  appointed  from  time  to  time,  one 
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or  more  suitable  person  or  persons  as  Clerks  of  the  respective  public 
markets  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn. 

[4]  SEC.  2.  The  said  clerks  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  du- 
ties of  their  offices,  execute  a  bond  with  one  good  and  sufficient  sure- 
ty, in  the  penal  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  and  payable  to  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Brooklyn,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  re- 
quired of  them  by  law. 

[5]  SEC.  3.  The  said  clerks  shall  faithfully  collect  the  market 
fees  which  shall  be  due  in  their  respective  markets,  and  shall  once  in 
every  three  months  render  true  and  faithful  account  to  the  Common 
Council,  of  all  the  moneys  which  they  have  received,  and  shall  there- 
upon forthwith  pay  over  the  same  to  the  city  Treasurer. 

[6]  SEC.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duties  of  the  said  clerks  to  cause 
all  the  dirt  and  filth  which  may  accumulate  in  the  said  markets,  and 
the  limits  thereof,  to  be  removed  daily  by  the  person  or  persons  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose  by  the  Market  Committee. 

[7]  SEC.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  each  market,  pro- 
vided with  a  market  bell,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  rung  for  five  minutes 
previously  to  the  closing  of  such  market  on  every  market  day ; 
and  every  butcher  or  other  person  attending  such  market  with  arti- 
cles for  sale,  who  shall  remain  within  the  limits  of  the  same  for  fifteen 
minutes  after  the  bell  shall  have  been  rung,  as  aforesaid,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  selling  or*  exposing  for  sale  any  articles  or  thing,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[8j  SEC.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerks  to  examine 
all  articles  in  each  of  their  markets,  respectively,  which  they  may 
suspect  to  be  unwholesome  or  stale,  or  blown,  plaited,  raised  or 
stuffed  meat,  or  measly  pork,  or  flesh  of  animals  dead  by  accident 
or  disease,  or  known  or  suspected  to  be  diseased  at  the  killing  of  the 
same.  And  no  person  shall  hinder  or  obstruct  or  molest  any  clerk  in 
the  performance  of  the  duty  hereby  enjoined,  under  the  penalty  of 
fifty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[9]  SEC.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerks  to  assign  and 
set  apart  certain  portions  of  the  street,  at  or  near  the  said  public 
markets,  for  the  purpose  of  exposing  for  sale  and  selling  garden  pro- 
duce ;  and  no  person  shall  expose  for  sale  or  sell  any  garden  produce 
or  other  thing  whatsoever,  in  any  street  at  or  near  the  said  public 
markets,  other  than  in  the  place  or  places  as  assigned  and  set  apart  by 
the  said  clerks,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  of- 
ence. 

[10]  SEC.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerks  to  give  di- 
rection respecting  the  arrangement  or  removal  of  any  article,  vehicle, 
cart,  wagon  box,  basket,  or  other  thing  in  the  market,  or  streets  ad- 
joining thereto.  And  any  person  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey 
such  direction,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence,  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  dollars. 

[11]  SEC.  9.  In  case  of  the  refusal  or  neglect  to  obey  the  di- 
rections of  the  said  clerks,  or  either  of  them,  it  shall  be  lawful  for,  and 
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it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerk  of  any  such  market,  forthwith 
to  remove,  or  cause  such  article,  cart,  vehicle,  wagon,  box,  basket,  or 
other  thing  to  be  removed  to  such  place  as  he  s^ail  have  previously 
directed,  or  to  such  other  place  as  he  shall  think  proper  in  such  mar- 
ket, or  street  adjoining  thereto. 

[12]  SEC.  10.  If  such  article,  cart,  vehicle,  wagon,  box,  basket, 
or  other  thing,  shall  be  replaced,  after  having  be^n  removed  as  pro- 
vided in  the  last  preceding  section  of  this  title,  or  shall  remain  in,  or 
encumber  or  obstruct  such  market  or  street  adjoining  thereto,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for,  and  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  such  market, 
to  order  and  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  into  the  Corporation 
Yard,  or  other  suitable  place  within  the  said  city. 

[13]  SEC.  11.  The  said  clerks  shall  have  power  to  suspend 
any  person  having  a  stated  stall  or  stand  in  any  market,  whether  such 
person  be  a  licensed  butcher  or  not,  from  occupying  or  using  any 
part  of  the  said  market. 

[14]  SEC.  12.  In  case  of  such  suspension,  the  said  clerk  mak- 
ing such  suspension,  shall,  with  all  convenient  despatch,  make  a  re- 
port of  the  same  in  writing,  with  the  reasons  therefor,  to  the  Market 
committee,  at  their  next  meeting. 

[15]  SEC.  13.  No  person  suspended  as  aforesaid,  after  being 
served  with  a  written  notice  of  such  suspension,  shall  occupy  any  part 
of  such  market,  or  the  streets  adjoining  the  same,  with  any  thing 
whatsoever,  until  the  said  Market  committee  stall  have  acted  in  the 
matter,  and  either  restored  such  person,  or  conlirmed  the  said  sus- 
pension, and  removed  such  person  from  the  market,  under  the  pen- 
alty of  ten  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[16]  SEC.  14.  The  said  clerks  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of 
all  persons  holding  permits  from  the  Market  committee,  and  shall  in- 
terchange such  lists  with  each  other  from  time  to  time,  at  least  once 
in  every  three  months. 

[17]  SEC.  15.  In  case  of  suspension  respecting  the  weight  of 
any  article  sold,  or  offered  for  sale  by  weight,  or  of  the  quantity  of 
any  article  sold,  or  offered  for  sale  by  measure,  in  any  of  the  pub- 
lic markets,  market  places  or  streets  contiguous  thereto,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  clerk  of  such  market  to  weigh  or  measure  the 
same,  and  if  any  such  article  shall  be  found  deficient  in  weight  or 
measure,  the  person  selling  or  offering  the  same  for  sale,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  ten  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[18]  SEC.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerks,  once  in 
every  .month,  or  oftener  if  they  shall  think  fit,  to  inspect  and  exam- 
ine all  the  weights,  measures,  and  beams,  used  in  weighing  or  mea- 
suring in  their  respective  markets,  or  in  the  streets  at  or  near  the 
said  markets.  And  if  any  person  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  exhibit 
his  or  their  weights,  measures,  or  beams,  or  any  of  them,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  examination  or  inspection  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  obstruct,  hin- 
der, or  molest,  either  of  the  said  clerks  in  the  performance  of  the 
duties  enjoined  by  this  section,  he,  she,  or  they,  shall  forfeit  for 
every  such  offence,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars. 
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SEC.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerks  to  attend 
daily  in  their  respective  markets,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter  into  effect. 

[20]  SEC.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerks  to  keep  a 
list  of  all  persons  holding  stalls  or  stands  in  their  respective  markets ; 
and  the  said  clerks  are  hereby  enjoined  and  required,  forthwith  to 
report  any  offences  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  to  the  At- 
torney of  the  Corporation,  for  prosecution. 

[21]  SEC.  19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerk  to  exclude 
from  their  respective  markets,  all  persons  who  shall  be  engaged  in 
combinations  to  raise  the  price  of  provisions,  or  who  shall  have  been 
guilty  of  forestalling  therein  ;  and  the  said  clerks  shall  also  report 
forthwith  to  the  Market  Committee  *the  names  of  all  persons  en- 
gaged in  any  of  the  said  practices. 

[22]  SEC.  20.  Any  person  having  market  produce  in  any  of  the 
said  markets,  of  which  he  is  not  the  owner,  shall,  when  required  by 
the  clerk  of  the  said  market,  procure  a  written  authority  from  the 
owner  of  such  produce,  describing  the  quantity  thereof,  and  authoriz- 
ing such  person  to  sell  the  same  ;  and  any  person  who  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  produce  such  authorization,  or  who  shall  produce  a  fic- 
titious or  false  one,  shall  be  considered  a  forestaller  in  the  said  mar- 
ket, and  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence,  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars. 

1 23]  SEC.  21.  The  salary  of  said  clerks  may  be  fixed  and  al- 
tered at  any  time  the  Common  Council  may  think  proper. 


TITLE  III. 
Of  the  Market  Committee. 

[24]  SEC.  1.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Common  Council 
who  now  are,  or  who  may  hereafter  be  appointed,  members  of  the 
Market  Committee,  are  hereby  constituted  the  Market  Committee  of 
the  Common  Council  for  all  legal  purposes. 

[25]  SEC.  2.  The  said  Market  Committee  shall  have  the  entire 
control,  direction,  and  regulation  of  the  respective  public  markets 
and  market  places  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn. 

[26]  SEC.  3.  The  Market  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
lease  at  auction,  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  for  one 
or  more  years,  all  the  butchers'  stalls,  and  so  many  of  the  stands  for 
fishermen,  country  people,  and  sellers  of  vegetables  and  fruit,  as 
they  may  think  proper. 

[27]  SEC.  4.  The  rent,  for  the  first  quarter,  of  all  the  stalls  and 
stands  which  may  be  leased  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  paid  prior  to  the 
delivery  of  the  leases,  and  the  said  leases  shall  contain  a  provision 
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that  the  rent  shall  be  paid  quarterly  in  advance,  or  that  the  said 
leases  shall  be  forfeited. 

[28]  SEC.  5.  The  said  Market  Committee  shall  appoint  proper 
persons  to  perform  the  menial  duties  and  services  about  the  said 
markets,  and  shall  fix  their  compensation,  and  shall  remove  them  at 
pleasure. 

[29]  SEC.  6.  The  said  Market  Committee  are  hereby  autho- 
rized to  grant  permits  in  writing  to  so  many  and  to  such  persons  as 
they  shall  think  proper,  to  occupy  stands  in  the  said  market,  and  to 
recall  and  annul  them  at  pleasure,  and  to  demand  such  sum  for  them 
as  they  may  deem  proper. 


TITLE  IV. 
Of  Licensing  and  Regulating  Butchers. 

[30]  SEC.  1.  The  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  issue  licenses  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  said 
city,  to  so  many  and  such  persons  as  the  Common  Council  shall  di- 
rect, to  exercise  and  carry  on  the  trade  and  business  of  butchers,  in 
such  places  as  may  be  designated  in  such  licenses,  but  not  elsewhere. 

[31]  SEC.  2.  All  licenses  so  issued,  or  which  have  been  issued 
heretofore,  shall  expire  and  cease  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  after 
the  granting  thereof,  and  shall  be  renewed  by  the  said  Mayor  under 
the  direction  of  the  Common  Council,  on  application. 

[32]  SEC.  3.  For  every  license  issued  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  paid 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  to  the  Mayor  on  granting  the  same,  and  for 
every  renewal  of  such  license,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents. 

[33]  SEC.  4.  No  person  shall  exercise  or  carry  on  the  trade  or 
business  of  a  butcher,  or  any  branch  or  part  thereof,  within  the  first 
six  wards,  nor  in  so  much  of  the  seventh  ward  as  lies  westerly  of 
Clinton  Avenue,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  without  being  licensed  for 
that  purpose,  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the  Common  Council,  un- 
der the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  such  offence. 

[34]  SEC.  5.  No  person  other  than  a  licensed  butcher,  shall 
cut  up  in  any  of  the  public  markets  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  within 
the  limits  aforesaid,  or  in  any  street  or  other  place  in  the  said  city, 
any  beef,  pork,  veal,  mutton,  lamb,  or  sell  or  expose  the  same  to 
sale,  by  the  joint  or  in  pieces,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  five  dol- 
lars for  each  offence. 

[35]  SEC.  6.  No  licensed  butcher,  or  his  agent,  or  servant,  shall 
cut  up  or  expose  for  sale,  or  sell  any  beef,  pork,  veal,  mutton,  or 
lamb,  in  any  part  of  the  public  markets,  other  than  at  his  own 
licensed  stall,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[36]     SEC.  7.    No  licensed  butcher  or  any  other  person  shall  sell,

or  expose  for  sale,  any  kind  of  meat  or  other  article,  In  any  of  the 
said  public  markets  or  the  limits  thereof,  after  the  hour  of  one  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  of  each  day,  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the 
last  day  of  October,  in  every  year  ;  nor  after  the  hour  of  two  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  of  each  day  between  the  first  day  of  November  and 
the  last  day  of  April  in  each  year,  except  on  Saturdays,  and  such 
other  days  as  the  Market  Committee  shall  permit,  nor  in  any  case 
after  the  hour  of  eleven  o'clock  in  the  evening,  under  the  penalty  of 
five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[37]  SEC.  8.  Every  butcher  shall  have  and  use  his  own  scale- 
-beams and  weights,  which  shall  be  suspended  in  some  conspicuous 
place,  or  in  front  of,  or  at  the  side  of  his  stall,  on  a  line  parallel  with 
the  front  of  his  stall,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  day's 
omission  or  neglect. 

[38]  SEC.  9.  The  last  preceding  section  shall  not  be  construed 
to  prevent  any  two  butchers  whose  stalls  are  adjoining  each  other, 
from  using  one  set  of  scales  and  weights  in  common,  provided  the 
same  be  suspended  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  a  line  with  and  between 
said  stalls. 

[39]     SEC.  10.  No  butcher  or  other  person  shall  use  within  the 
_  limits  of  any  public  market,  any  weight,  measure,  or  beam,  which  is 
not  sealed  by  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  under  the  penalty 
of  ten  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[40]  SEC.  11.  No  butcher  or  other  person  shall  sell,  or  offer,  or 
expose  for  sale  in  any  of  the  public  markets,  or  in  any  part  of  the 
city  of  Brooklyn,  any  unwholesome  or  stale  articles  of  provision,  or 
any  flesh  of  any  animal  dead  by  accident  or  disease,  or  known  or  sus- 
pected to  be  diseased  at  the  killing  of  the  same,  under  the  penalty  of 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[41]  SEC.  12.  No  person  shall  bring  into  any  market,  or  the 
limits  thereof,  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale,  any  blown,  plaited,  raised, 
or  stuffed  meat,  within  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  under  the  penalty  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  offence. 

[42]  SEC.  13.  No  butcher  or  other  person  shall,  between  the 
first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  November  in  any  year,  bring 
into  or  place,  or  suffer  or  permit  to  be  brought  into  or  placed,  in  any 
market,  any  untried  fat,  commonly  called  gut  fat,  nor  at  any  time  or 
season,  the  head  of  any  sheep  or  lamb,  unless  the  same  shall  be  skin- 
ned and  properly  cleaned ;  nor  any  sheep  or  lamb  in  carcass,  or 
quarter,  with  any  foot  or  trotters  thereto,  nor  any  hides  or  skins,  ex- 
cepting calf-skins,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offence. 


TITLE  V. 

Of  Countrymen,  Fishermen,  and  Hucksters. 
[43]    SEC.  1.     No  person  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale  any  meat, 
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beef,  mutton,  veal,  or  lamb,  in  any  of  the  said  public  markets,  other 
than  at  a  butcher's  stall,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  of- 
fence. 

[44]  SEC.  2.  The  first  section  of  this  title  shall  not  be  construed 
to  prevent  countrymen  from  bringing  to  market  and  selling  the  meat 
raised  and  slaughtered  on  their  own  farms,  but  not  the  meat  belong- 
ing to  other  persons. 

[45]  SEC.  3.  No  person  called  a  huckster,  shall  sell  or  expose 
for  sale  in  any  of  the  public  markets,  or  in  any  street  or  place  within 
the  first  seven  wards  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  any  provision  or  article 
of  any  kind,  excepting  vegetables  or  fruit,  without  having  received  a 
permit  for  the  sale  of  the  same  from  the  Market  Committee,  under 
the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[46]  SEC.  4.  No  person  or  persons  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale 
any  fresh  fish  in  any  of  the  said  markets,  or  the  streets  contiguous 
thereto,  excepting  fishermen,  or  persons  who  shall  have  purchased  the 
fish  at  the  fishing  places  from  fishermen,  under  the  penalty  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  offence. 

[47]  SEC.  5.  The  rate  of  fees  to  be  paid  by  countrymen,  fish- 
ermen, and  hucksters,  shall  be  fixed  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Mar- 
ket Committee. 


TITLE  VI. 
Miscellaneous  Provisions  of  a  General  Nature. 

[48]  SEC.  1.  No  person  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale  any  article 
of  provision,  or  other  thing  whatsoever,  in  any  market,  or  the  limits 
thereof,  except  at  the  stall  or  stand  to  be  hired  by  such  person  of 
the  clerk  of  the  said  market,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
offence. 

[49]  SEC.  2.  No  person  shall  purchase  in  any  public  market, 
until  after  the  hour  of  twelve  o'clock  at  noon,  any  provisions  or  arti- 
cles of  any  kind,  with  intent  to  sell  the  same  again  at  any  place  with- 
in the  city  of  Brooklyn,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  of- 
fence. 

[50]  SEC.  3.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale  in 
any  of  the  public  markets,  or  the  limits  thereof,  any  butter  except  by 
weight,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[51]  SEC.  4.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale,  in 
any  of  the  public  markets,  or  the  limits  thereof,  any  butter  in  less 
quantities  than  in  rolls  of  one  pound  weight  each,  without  any  frac- 
tion of  a  pound  :  or  if  the  butter  be  contained  in  tubs,  pails,  or  firkins, 
the  same  shall  be  sold  by  the  tub,  pail,  or  firkin,  and  by  no  less 
quantity,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence. 
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[52]  SEC.  5.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale, 
in  any  of  the  markets,  or  the  limits  thereof,  any  butter  in  any  vessel 
other  than  such  as  hath  the  weight  of  such  vessel  marked  thereon 
before  the  same  is  brought  into  the  market,  under  the  penalty  of 
five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[53]  SEC,  6.  No  person  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale,  any  fresh 
meat  of  any  description,  in  any  street  or  place  in  this  city,  within  the 
limits  aforesaid,  other  than  in  the  public  markets  or  the  limits  there- 
of, under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  ofience. 

[54]  SEC.  7.  The  sixteenth  section  of  this  title  shall  not  be 
construed  to  prevent  the  sale  of  fresh  pork  at  any  time  from  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  October,  in  any  year,  to  and  until  the  fifteenth  day  of 
February  then  next  following,  but  at  no  other  seasons. 

[55]  SEC.  8.  Every  cart,  wagon,  or  other  vehicle  in  which  any 
garden  produce  or  other  thing  shall  be  brought  to  market,  shall  be 
unloaded  immediately  on  its  arrival  at  the  said  market,  and  forth- 
with removed  from  the  said  market  or  the  limits  thereof,  under  the 
penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  refusal  or  neglect  to  remove  the  same 
after  request  or  direction  of  the  clerk  of  said  market,  to  be  recovered 
from  the  owner,  or  owners,  or  person  or  persons  having  charge 
thereof,  severally  and  respectively. 

[56]  SEC.  9.  All  carts,  wagons,  or  other  vehicles,  and  all  boxes, ' 
baskets,  or  other  things,  and  all  market  produce  and  other  articles 
whatsoever,  which  shall  not  be  removed  as  directed  by  the  clerks  of 
the  respective  markets,  as  provided  in  section  eighth,  ninth,  and 
tenth,  of  the  second  title  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  removed  by  the 
said  clerks  to  the  Corporation  yard,  and  such  part  thereof  as  will 
pay  the  penalty  imposed  by  the  said  sections,  shall  be  forthwith  sold, 
and  the  said  penalty  when  thus  received,  shall  be  paid  over  by  the 
clerks  to  the  Trustees  of  the  city. 

[57]  SEC.  10.  The  said  clerks  shall  also  sell  so  much  of  the 
said  article  or  thing  as  will  pay  the  expense  of  removal,  and  the  re- 
mainder thereof  shall  continue  in  the  place  to  which  it  was  removed, 
until  the  owner  thereof  shall  pay  to  the  said  clerk  for  the  use  of  the 
city  of  Brooklyn,  the  sum  of  six  cents  for  every  cart  or  wagon  load 
thereof  for  every  day  the  same  shall  have  remained  in  the  same  place 
of  removal. 

[58]  SEC.  11.  The  owner  of  every  cart  or  vehicle  used  for  the 
purpose  of  bringing  meat,  garden  produce,  or  other  thing,  to  any  of 
the  public  markets  to  be  sold,  shall  cause  his  or  her  name  to  be 
painted  in  a  plain  manner  and  on  a  conspicuous  part  of  such  cart  or 
other  vehicle,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  time  the 
same  shall  be  used  or  driven  into  the  city  of  Brooklyn  without  such 
name,  to  be  recovered  from  the  owney  or  driver  thereof  severally  and 
respectively. 

[59]  SEC.  12.  The  last  preceding  section  shall  not  be  construed 
to  apply  to  the  carts  used  by  licensed  cartmen  of  this  city,  nor  to 
wagons,  carts,  or  other  vehicles  owned  by  countrymen,  and  bringing 
such  countrymen's  produce  to  market. 
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[60]  SEC.  13.  No  person  shall  occupy  any  part  of  the  said  mar- 
kets or  market  places,  for  the  purpose  of  selling  or  exposing  for  sale 
any  article  or  thing  whatsoever,  without  saving  first  obtained  a  per- 
mit in  writing  for  that  purpose  from  the  Market  Committee,  and  hav- 
ing the  same  registered  with  the  clerks  of  such  market,  under  the 
penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  such  offence. 

[61]  SEC.  14.  No  person  shall  at  any  time  bring  into  any  mar- 
ket, or  sell,  or  oifer,  or  expose  for  sale  in  any  public  market,  or  other 
place  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  any  meagre  or  back  shad,  under  the 
penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[62]  SEC.  15.  No  person  shall  bring  into  any  market,  or  sell, 
or  offer,  or  expose  for  sale  in  any  market,  or  other  place  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  any  trout  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  October  and  the 
fifteenth  day  of  March  in  any  year,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars 
for  each  offence. 

[63]  SEC.  16.  No  person  shall  bring  into  any  market,  or  sell, 
or  offer,  or  expose  for  sale  in  any  market,  or  any  other  place  in  the 
city  of  Brooklyn,  any  trout  that  shall  weigh  less  than  six  ounces, 
under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offence.

No  person  shall  bring  into  any  market,  or  sell, 
or  offer,  or  expose  for  salejn  any  market,  or  other  place,  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  any  woodcock,  between  the  first  day  of  February  and  the 
first  day  of  July,  in  any  year,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  offence. 

[67]  SEC.  20.  No  butcher  or  other  person  shall  erect  under  his 
shambles  or  stall,  in  any  market,  any  box,  drawer  or  closet,  which 
shall  approach  within  twelve  inches  of  the  floor  of  the  said  market, 
under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[68]  SEC.  21.  No  person  shall  bring  into  any  market  any  arti- 
cles intended  for  sale  which  shall  be  conveyed  in  any  covered  chest 
or  other  thing,  where  it  is  hidden  from  the  sight  or  view,  under  the 
penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence.

"  No  person  other  than  a  licensed  butcher,  or  a  person  acting  in  his 
employ  shall  cut  up  in  any  of  the  public  markets  of  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn, within  the  limits  aforesaid,  or  in  any  street  or  other  place  in  the 
said  city,  any  fresh  beef,  pork,  veal,  mutton,  or  lamb,  (excepting 
pork,  during  the  period  mentioned  in  the  seventh  section  of  title  six, 
of  this  law,)  for  the  purpose  of  selling  or  exposing  the  same  for  sale, 
by  the  joint,  or  in  pieces,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for 
each  offence,"  and  the  said  section  as  thus  amended  is  hereby  re-en- 
acted. 

[76]  SEC.  4.  The  sixth  section  of  title  sixth  of  said  law,  is  here- 
by amended,  so  that  the  same  shall  hereafter  read  as  follows :  "  No

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

TITLE  VII. 

Of  the  sale  of  Fresh  Meats  other  than  in  the  Public  Markets. 
[79]    SEC.  1 .    The  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  shall  from  time 
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to  time  issue  licenses  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  such  person  or  per- 
sons as  shall  for  that  purpose  be  designated  in  writing,  by  the  Alder- 
man of  any  ward  in  which  such  person  or  persons  shall  reside,  to  exer- 
cise and  carry  on  the  trade  and  business  of  butchers,  and  to  sell  fresh 
meat  by  the  joint  or  in  pieces,  or  otherwise,  in  such  place  or  places 
within  such  ward  (other  than  the  public  markets,)  as  shall  be  designa- 
ted by  the  said  Alderman,  and  all  places  so  designated  shall  be 
known  as,  and  called  markets ;  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary,  to  entitle 
any  such  person  to  such  license,  that  he  shall  have  served  an  appren- 
ticeship with  a  licensed  butcher. 

[80]  SEC.  2.  No  license  shall  be  issued  to  any  person,  unless 
he  be  an  actual  resident  of  such  ward,  and  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  upwards,  and  such  licenses 
may  be  annulled  or  revoked  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Market  Commit- 
tee. Any  person  receiving  such  license  shall  pay  to  the  Comptroller 
for  the  use  of  the  city,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  and  shall  also 
execute  and  deliver  to  the  Comptroller,  a  bond  to  the  Mayor  and 
Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  with  one  or  more  sureties, 
to  be  approved  of  by  the  Alderman  of  the  ward  in  which  such  per- 
son shall  reside,  in  the  penal  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
conditioned  that  during  the  continuance  of  such  license,  he  will  in  all 
things  conform  to  the  market  laws  of  the  said  city  of  Brooklyn,  and 
will  obey  such  order  and  direction  in  relation  to  the  markets  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  given  by  the  Market  Committee. 

[81]  SEC.  3.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  kill  or  dress  any  fresh 
meat  of  any  description  in  any  market  occupied  by  virtue  of  such  li- 
cense as  aforesaid,  under  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  from  the  person  so  licensed,  and  the  licenses  of  all  persons 
violating  this  section,  or  suffering  or  permitting  the  same  to  be  vio- 
lated, shall  be  forthwith  annulled  by  the  Market  Committee,  if  they 
shall  be  satisfied  of  such  violation  after  hearing  the  case,  upon  notice 
to  the  party  charged  therewith. 

[82]  SEC.  4.  Every  person  so  licensed  as  aforesaid  shall  have 
and  use  his  own  scale-beam  and  weights,  which  shall  be  suspended 
in  some  conspicuous  place  in  his  market,  and  shall  be  sealed  by  the 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offence,  he  shall  also  cause  a  sign  with  his  name  painted 
thereon  to  be  placed  in  front  of  his  market,  under  the  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[83]  SEC.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  city, 
to  make  and  keep  an  accurate  list  of  all  persons  licensed  as  aforesaid, 
comprising  their  names  in  full,  the  dates  of  their  several  licenses, 
their  places  of  business  as  designated  in  said  license,  and  the  names 
of  their  sureties,  and  to  furnish  a  copy  of  such  list  to  the  Aldermen 
of  each  ward,  once  in  every  three  months,  or  oftener,  if  required  to  do 
so  by  said  Aldermen. 

[84]  SEC.  6.  The  Aldermen  may,  as  often  as  they  shall  deem 
it  expedient,  and  the  clerk  of  the  markets  shall  at  least  twice  in  each 
week,  visit  all  markets  for  the  sale  of  fresh  meats  in  the  city  ;  and 
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it  shall  be  their  especial  duty  in  all  cases,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
the  Market  Laws  of  said  city. 

[85]  SEC.  7.  The  provisions  of  any  ordinance  in  relation  to  the 
sale  or  exposure  for  sale,  in  the  public  markets,  of  blown,  plaited, 
raised,  stuffed,  impure  or  unhealthy  meats  of  any  description,  or  the 
flesh  of  any  animal  dead  by  accident  or  disease,  or  known  or  suspect- 
ed to  be  diseased  at  the  killing  of  the  same,  and  all  other  rules  and 
provisions  for  the  government,  regulations  and  police  of  the  public 
markers  and  butchers  therein,  shall  apply  to  all  markets  established 
under  this  law  and  to  persons  so  licensed  as  aforesaid. 

[86]  SEC.  8.  All  licenses  issued  in  pursuance  of  this  title  shall 
expire  on  the  second  Monday  in  February,  after  the  same  shall  have 
been  issued. 

[87]  SEC.  9.  The  rents  of  all  stalls  or  stands  in  the  public  mar- 
kets are  hereby  reduced  one-half  the  present  rates,  such  reduction  to 
take  effect  from  the  first  day  of  February,  1844  ;  and  from  and  after 
the  time  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  the  rents  of  all  stalls  and 
stands  in  the  public  markets  shall  be  payable  and  paid  weekly,  under 
pain  of  forfeiture ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  markets 
to  collect  the  said  rents  each  week  and  pay  over  the  amount  thereof, 
together  with  all  fees,  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  city,  on  Tuesday  in 
every  week. 

[88]  SEC.  10.  No  butcher  or  other  person  shall  have  or  keep 
in  any  of  the  markets,  any  refrigerator,  ice  box,  or  cask  containing 
ice  or  pickle,  unless  the  same  be  placed  within  the  limits  and  in  rear 
of  his  stall  or  stand,  and  be  lined  with  lead  or  some  other  metallic 
substance,  so  as  to  be  water  tight,  and  provided  with  a  pipe  of  lead, 
zinc,  or  copper,  leading  therefrom  to  the  nearest  gutter,  under  the 
penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars,  for  the  violation  of  each  and  every 
provision  of  this  section. 

[89]  SEC.  11.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsist- 
ent with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  are  hereby  repealed.

[2]     Repealing  clause. 


An  ordinance  to  regulate  the  construction  of  Public  Cisterns  in  the 
city  of  Brooklyn. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

[1]  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  all  cisterns 
constructed  for  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  shall  be  constructed 
in  the  following  manner,  to  wit : 

The  cisterns  shall  be  of  an  oval  shape,  thirty-six  feet  in  length  by 
sixteen  feet  in  width,  and  nine  feet  deep,  all  the  above  dimensions  to 
be  in  the  clear. 

The  bottoms  of  the  cisterns  shall  be  laid  with  stone  eight  inches 
thick,  and  grouted  with  water  cement,  over  which  shall  be  laid  one 
course  of  brick,  which  said  brick  shall  be  laid  flat  in  the  cement. 

The  walls  of  the  cisterns  shall  be  twelve  inches  thick,  and  of  the 
best  quality  of  hard  brick  laid  in  cement. 

The  side  walls  and  bottom  of  the  cisterns  shall  be  properly  plas- 
tered on  the  inside  with  cement,  and  warranted  to  hold  water  for  one 
year. 

All  the  cement  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  cisterns  shall  be 
of  the  best  quality  American  cement. 

There  shall  be  an  eight  inch  partition  wall  across  the  centre  of 
the  cistern,  to  be  worked  into  the  sides  of  said  cisterns,  with  open- 
ings at  the  bottom  so  as  to  allow  the  water  to  pass  back  and  forth. 

To  be  an  eight  by  ten  inch  beam  running  lengthways  of  the  cis- 
tern, and  anchored  at  each  end  of  the  cistern,  which  said  beam  running 
lengthways  of  the  cistern,  to  be  supported  by  four  upright  posts, 
two  on  each  side  of  the  partition  wall  and  at  equal  distances  between 
said  partition  wall  and  the  end  of  the  cistern. 

All  of  said  posts  to  be  tenoned  into  the  longitudinal  beam  about 
two  inches  square,  and  to  rest  at  the  bottom  on  a  flag  stone  two 
feet  square,  and  fastened  thereto  by  iron  anchors  of  sufficient  size  and 
strength  to  keep  the  posts  in  place. 

The  top  of  the  cisterns  to  be  laid  with  beams  running  cross 
ways  of  the  cistern,  and  not  less  than  six  inches  square  after  being 
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faced  and  ready  for  use,  which  said  beams  shall  be  laid  eighteen 
inches  from  centre  to  centre,  and  every  second  beam  to  be  anchored 
to  the  sides  of  the  cistern,  with  iron  anchors,  in  a  substantial  and 
wormanlike  manner. 

The  whole  top  of  the  cistern  to  be  covered  with  flag  stone  of 
such  size  and  quality  as  may  seem  proper  to  the  committee  having 
the  construction  of  the  cistern  in  charge. 

There  shall  be  two  cut  stone  necks  to  the  cistern  twenty-four  by 
thirty-six  inches  in  the  clear,  and  to  extend  two  feet  below  the  sur- 
face of  the  side-walk,  to  be  properly  jointed  and  laid  in  cement,  and 
the  top  to  be  secured  with  iron  anchors  let  into  the  stone  and  pro- 
perly soldered  with  lead. 

The  cover  to  be  made  of  plank,  and  secured  in  the  same  manner 
as  at  present. 

From  opposite  the  pump  spout  an  iron  pipe  three  inches  in  diame- 
ter in  the  bore,  shall  be  laid  under  the  side-walk,  inside  the  curb 
stone,  to  lead  into  the  cistern  for  the  purpose  of  filling  it,  said  pipe  to 
be  covered  with  an  iron  cover  where  it  leaves  the  side- walk,  and  at- 
tached to  it  a  ketch  inside,  or  some  adequate  contrivance  for  fasten- 
ing the  same. 

All  the  above  mentioned  posts  and  beams  to  be  of  best  quality  of 
locust  timber. 

All  earth,  sand,  and  rubbish  to  be  removed  by  the  contractor  at 
his  own  expense. 

All  the  work  to  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  committee  on 
Public  Cisterns,  Street  Commissioner,  and  Inspector  of  Wells  and 
Pumps. 

[2]  All  ordinances,  and  parts  of  ordinances,  heretofore  adopted 
and  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

A  law  to  regulate  public  Porters  and  Hand-Cartmen  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn. 

TITLE  I. 
Of  the  Licensing  of  Porters  and  Hand-  Cartmen. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

[1]  SEC.  1.  The  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  for  the  time  be- 
ing, shall,  from  time  to  time,  issue  licenses  under  his  hand  and  seal, 
to  so  many  and  to  such  persons  as  he  shall  think  proper,  to  carry  on 
the  business  of  public  porters,  or  of  hand-cartmen,  and  to  revoke  all 
or  any  of  such  licenses. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  All  licenses  to  such  porters  or  hand-cartmen  shall 
expire  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  next  after  the  date  thereof,  and 
may  then  be  renewed  by  the  said  Mayor  on  application. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  For  every  such  license  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  paid 
by  the  person  seeking  the  same,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  ;  and  for  every 
renewal,  the  sum  of  twelve  and  a  half  cents. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  No  person  shall  follow  the  business  of  a  public 
porter,  or  of  a  hand-cartman,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  without  being 
licensed  as  such  by  the  said  Mayor,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars 
for  every  such  offence. 
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[5]  SEC.  5.  Every  public  porter  and  hand-cartman  shall  wear 
a  badge,  in  a  conspicuous  place  about  his  person,  on  which  shall  be 
engraved  his  name  and  the  number  of  his  license,  under  the  penalty 
of  five  dollars  for  each  neglect. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  Every  public  porter  or  hand-cartman  shall  have 
on  a  card  or  plate,  printed  or  engraved,  his  name  or  the  number  of 
his  license  ;  and  also  the  prices  or  rates  hereinafter  mentioned  and 
allowed,  in  legible  characters,  which  shall  be  nailed  on  a  conspicuous 
part  of  his  wheelbarrow  or  hand-cart,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dol- 
lars for  every  time  he  shall  transport  or  load  in  the  same. 

[7]  SEC.  7.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  hand-cartman 
to  use  hand-barrows  in  the  transportation  of  goods,  wares,  and  mer- 
chandize, and  to  receive  the  same  compensation  for  the  conveyance 
of  the  same,  as  is  allowed  by  title  second  of  this  chapter  to  public 
porters. 


TITLE  II.

[8]  SEC.  1.  The  prices  or  rates  to  be  taken  by  or  paid  to  the 
said  public  porters,  or  hand-cartmen,  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit : 

For  carrying  a  load  upon  a  wheelbarrow. 

For  any  distance  not  exceeding  half  a  mile,  twelve  and  a  half 
cents. 

For  any  distance  over  half  a  mile,  and  not  exceeding  a  mile,  twenty- 
five  cents  ;  and  in  that  proportion  for  any  greater  distance. 

For  carrying  a  load  upon  a  handbarrow. 

For  any  distance  not  exceeding  half  a  mile,  twenty-five  cents. 
For  any  distance  over  half  a  mile  and  not  exceeding  a  mile,  forty- 
four  cents ;  and  in  that  proportion  for  any  greater  distance. 

For  carting  a  load  in  a  hand-cart. 

For  any  distance  not  exceeding  half  a  mile,  eighteen  cents. 

For  any  distance  over  half  a  mile,  and  not  exceeding  a  mile, 
thirty-one  cents  ;  and  in  that  proportion  for  any  greater  distance. 

[9]  SEC.  2.  No  public  porter  or  hand-cartman,  shall  ask,  de- 
mand, or  receive  any  greater  rate  or  price  for  transporting  any  arti- 
cle or  articles,  than  is  herein  allowed,  under  a  penelty  of  live  dollars 
for  each  offence. 

[10]  SEC.  3.  No  public  porter  or  hand-cartman  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  receive  or  recover  any  pay  or  fare  from  any  persons  from 
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whom  he  shall  have  asked  or  demanded  any  greater  price  or  rates 
than  he  may  be  authorised  to  receive  by  this  title. 

[1 1]  SEC.  4.  No  public  porter  or  hand-cartman  shall  be  entitled 
to  recover  or  receive  any  pay  for  fare  from  any  person,  for  the  trans- 
portation of  any  article  or  articles,  unless  his  name  and  number  of 
his  license,  and  the  rates  shall  be  fixed,  and  the  badge  worn,  agree- 
ably  to  sections  fifth  and  sixth  of  the  first  title  of  this  chapter. 

[12]  SEC.  5.  Upon  the  trial  of  any  cause  commenced  for  the  re- 
covery of  any  of  the  aforesaid  prices  or  rates,  it  shall  be  incumbent 
on  the  plaintiff  in  such  action,  to  prove  that  the  badge  was  worn, 
and  the  prices  fixed  agreeably  to  the  section  mentioned  in  the  last 
preceding  section,  at  the  time  the  services  were  rendered  for  which 
the  suit  was  brought. 


TITLE  III. 

Miscellaneous  provisions  of  a  general  nature.

[1]  SEC.  1.  The  city  of  Brooklyn  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  con- 
stituted and  laid  out,  as  one  entire  school  district  for  colored  children 
in  said  city,  without  reference  to  any  other  districts  now,  or  hereafter 
to  be  laid  out  for  common  school  purposes. 

[2]  SEC.  2,  Said  school  district  shall  be  under  the  control  of 
the  Board  of  Education  of  said  city,  as  provided  for  in  the  second 
section  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  passed  May  14, 
1845,  entitled  "  an  Act  to  enlarge  the  Act,"  entitled  "  an  Act  relative 
to  Common  Schools  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,"  passed  March  23, 1843.

An  ordinance  in  relation  to  the  Public  Sewers  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  assembled,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

[1]  SEC.  1.  No  person  shall  make  or  construct,  or  cause,  or 
permit,  or  procure,  to  be  made  or  constructed,  any  drain  or  sewer, 
from  any  house,  cellar,  yard,  or  other  place  leading  into  any  of  the 
common  sewers  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  without  the  permission  in 
writing  of  the  Street  Commissioner  of  the  city,  under  a  penalty  of 
fifty  dollars. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  All  drains  leading  into  any  of  the  common  sew- 
ers in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall  be  made  of  brick  or  stone,  with  a 
metallic  grate  across  the  outlet  of  such  drain  or  sewer,  at  its  junc- 
tion with  the  main  or  common  sewer,  the  bars  of  which  shall  not  be 
more  than  one  half  an  inch  apart,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five 
dollars  for  each  offence.  And  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  premi- 
ses from  which  any  drain  which  shall  not  conform  to  this  ordinance 
shall  lead,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  further  penalty  of  ten  dollars  per 
week,  for  every  week  such  drain  shall  remain  after  notice  to  such 
owner  or  occupant  from  the  Street  Commissioner,  to  remove  the 
same. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  There  shall  be  paid  to  the  Street  Commissioner, 
for  every  private  drain  which  shall  be  connected  with  any  main  or 
common  sewer,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  received 
by  the  Street  Commissioner  before  he  shall  grant  the  written  per- 
mit provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance ;  and  all  monies 
received  by  the  said  Street  Commissioner  under  this  ordinance,  shall 
be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  city ;  and  the  said  Street  Commis- 
sioner shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Common  Council,  of  all 
such  monies  received  and  paid  over  by  him. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  The  Mayor  and  Street  Commissioner  may  grant 
to  such  competent  and  careful  mechanics  as  may  apply  for  the 
same,  and  whom  they  may  deem  trustworthy  for  such  purpose, 
general  licenses  to  pierce,  tap,  or  open  the  main  or  common  sewers 
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of  the  city,  and  attach  and  connect  private  drains  therewith ;  and  no 
person  who  shall  not  hold  such  license,  shall  break,  tap,  pierce,  or  open, 
any  of  the  common  sewers  of  the  city,  under  a  penalty  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  offence.  Nothing  in  this  section,  or  in  the  li- 
censes to  be  granted  in  pursuance  of  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  to 
authorise  any  person  holding  such  license  to  connect  any  private 
drain  with  any  main  or  common  sewer  except  in  cases  where  special 
permits  shall  have  been  granted  pursuant  to  the  first  section  of  this 
ordinance.

[1]  SEC.  1.  No  sink,  privy,  or  sesspool,  shall  hereafter  be  con- 
structed or  made  in  the  first  seven  wards  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn, 
unless  the  same  shall  be  constructed  of  brick  or  stone,  and  be  at 
least  ten  feet  in  depth  from  the  surface  of  the  ground,  when  such 
depth  is  practicable,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recov- 
ered from  the  owner  and  builder  of  the  same,  severally  and  respect- 
ively. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  No  privy,  sink,  or  sesspool,  shall  hereafter  be  made 
or  constructed  with  thirty  feet  of  any  public  well  or  pump,  under 
the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  and 
builder  thereof  severally  and  respectively. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  No  person  shall  dig  any  sink  or  sesspool,  or  build 
or  erect  any  privy,  without  leaving  at  least  two  feet  of  solid  earth, 
or  solid  mason-work,  laid  in  mortar  or  cement,  to  be  measured  from 
the  interior  line  of  said  sink,  between  such  sink,  sesspool,  or  privy, 
and  the  adjoining  lot,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be 
paid  by  the  owner  and  builder  thereof,  severally  and  respectively. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  No  person  shall  cover  over  any  sink  or  privy  that 
may  be  full,  or  partly  full,  nor  draw  off  the  contents  thereof  into 
any  hole  or  place  dug  or  made  to  receive  the  same,  under  the  pen- 
alty of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner  of  such 
premises  or  the  person  doing  the  same. 

[5]  SEC.  5.  The  owner  or  occupant  of  any  house,  store,  build- 
ing, or  premises,  to  which  any  sink,  privy,  or  sesspool,  shall  belong  or 
appertain,  shall  not  permit  the  contents  thereof  to  rise  within  two  feet 
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of  the  surface  of  the  earth,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars, 
to  be  recovered  from  the  owner  or  occupant  thereof,  severally  and 
respectively. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  The  owner  or  occupant  of  any  house,  lot,  or  premi- 
ses, in  the  first  seven  wards  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall  not  empty 
or  remove,  or  cause,  or  suffer,  or  permit  to  be  emptied  or  removed, 
the  contents  of  any  sink,  privy,  or  sesspool,  between  the  last  day  of 
May  and  the  last  day  of  September,  in  any  year,  without  the  express 
permission  of  the  Common  Council,  obtained  for  that  purpose,  under 
the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[7]  SEC.  7.  The  owner  or  occupant  of  any  house,  lot,  or  premi- 
ses, shall  not  cause,  or  suffer,  or  permit,  any  tub  used  in  any  neces- 
sary house,  sink,  or  privy,  to  be  removed,  except  between  the  hours 
of  eleven  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  three  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the  last  day  of  September,  in  any  year  ; 
and  between  the  hours  of  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  six  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  under  the  penalty 
of  ten  dollars  for  each  offence. 

No  person  shall  cast,  lay,  or  suffer  to  run  in  or  upon, 
any  street,  lane,  alley,  lot,  or  vacant  place,  within  the  first  seven 
wards,  the  contents  of  any  sink,  tub,  or  sesspool,  under  the  penalty 
of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

No  person  shall  throw  or  deposite,  or  cause  or  suf- 
fer to  be  thrown  or  deposited,  in  any  sink,  privy,  or  sesspool,  any 
vegetable  substance  or  garbage,  or  offals  of  fish  or  poultry,  or  any 
dead  animal,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  such 
offence.

A  law  to  regulate  the  Paving  and  keeping  in  Repair,  and  to  prevent 
Obstructions  in  the  Streets  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in   Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 


TITLE  I. 
Of  the  Construction  of  Side-walks  and  Streets. 

[1]  SEC.  1.  In  all  streets  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn  of  the  width 
of  forty  feet  and  upwards,  which  are  paved  or  which  shall  hereafter 
be  paved  or  re-paved,  the  side-walks  or  foot-walks  between  the  lines 
of  the  streets  and  kennels  shall  be  of  the  following  width,  that  is  to 
say : 

In  all  streets  forty  feet  wide,  ten  feet. 

In  all  streets  fifty  feet  wide,  thirteen  feet. 

In  all  streets  sixty  feet  wide,  fifteen  feet. 

In  all  streets  seventy  feet  wide,  eighteen  feet. 

In  all  streets  eighty  feet  wide,  nineteen  feet. 

In  all  streets  above  eighty  feet  wide,  and  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred feet,  twenty  feet. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  In  all  streets  less  than  forty  feet  in  width,  such 
proportion  thereof  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Street  Committee, 
shall  be  used  and  flagged  for  the  side-walks  and  foot-paths. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  All  curb-stones  which  shall  hereafter  be  laid  for 
the  purpose  of  supporting  the  side- walks,  shall  not  be  less  than  three 
and  a  half  feet  in  length,  nor  less  than  three  inches  thick,  and  not 
less  than  sixteen  inches  wide  throughout,  and  shall  be  of  the  best 
hard  granite,  but  the  Street  Committee  may  dispense  with  so  much 
of  the  aforesaid  order,  should  a  compliance  in  any  case  prove  im- 
practicable. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  All  the  side-walks  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn  shall  be 
raised  from  the  curb-stone  in  the  proportion  of  two  inches  on  ten 
feet,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered 
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frcm  the  persons  laying  the  same,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
lot  fronting  on  the  side-walk,  severally  and  respectively. 

[5]  SEC.  5.  All  gutter  stones  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn  shall  be 
of  the  best  granite,  at  least  thirty  inches  in  length,  twelve  inches  in 
width,  and  four  inches  thick,  with  even  surface,  and  squared  so  as  to 
form  close  joints. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  No  person  shall  extend  the  side-walk  before  his 
lot  beyond  that  of  his  neighbor,  in  any  street  where  the  same  is  not 
yet  extended  to  the  width  allowed  by  law,  under  the  penalty  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from  the  per- 
son or  persons  so  violating,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lots 
fronting  on  such  side-walks,  severally  and  respectively. 

[7]  SEC.  7.  The  last  preceding  section  of  this  title  shall  not 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  extending  of  any  such  side-walks,  when 
a  majority  of  the  owners  of  property  on  the  same  side  of  the  street, 
and  between  the  two  nearest  corners,  by  and  with  the  permission  of 
the  Street  Committee,  agree  to  and  do  extend  the  side-walks  in  front 
of  their  respective  lots  of  ground  in  like  manner. 

[8]  SEC.  8.  If  any  street  paved  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  exactly 
range,  the  gutter  or  outside  of  the  foot-path  or  side-walk  shall  be 
laid  out  and  made  as  nearly  in  a  straight  line  as  the  street  will  per* 
mit ;  and  the  ascent  and  descent  of  the  same  shall  be  regulated  by 
the  Street  Committee. 

[9]  SEC.  9.  Whenever  the  carriage-way  of  any  of  the  streets  in 
the  city  of  Brooklyn,  or  part  of  the  same,  not  less  than  the  space  or 
distance  between,  and  including  the  intersection  of  two  streets,  shall 
be  re-paved,  or  newly  paved  at  the  expense  of  the  individual  owners 
of  the  lots  on  the  same,  such  streets  or  parts  of  streets,  shall  forever 
thereafter  be  paved,  repaired,  and  re-paved  at  the  expense  of  the 
said  Common  Council. 

[10]  SEC.  10.  The  last  preceding  section  of  this  title  shall  not 
be  construed  to  apply  to  side-walks,  but  to  the  pavement  or  car- 
riageway of  streets  only. 

[11]  SEC.  11.  No  street,  the  width  whereof  is  less  than  fifty 
feet,  shall  hereafter  be  accepted  by  the  Common  Council  as  a  public 
street  or  highway. 

[12]  SEC.  12.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  persons  employed  to 
pave  or  re-pave  any  street  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  to  place  proper 
obstructions  across  such  street  or  cartway,  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
serving the  pavement  then  newly  made  or  to  be  made,  until  the 
same  shall  be  fit  for  use ;  leaving  at  all  times  a  sufficient  passage  for 
foot  passengers,  and  giving  at  least  three  days'  notice  of  such  ob- 
struction, by  written  or  printed  notices,  put  up  in  at  least  three  of 
the  most  conspicuous  places  in  the  street. 

[13]  SEC.  13.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  without  the  consent 
of  the  Street  Committee  in  writing,  or  without  the  consent  of  the 
person  superintending  said  paving,  throw  down,  displace,  or  remove, 
any  such  obstruction,  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  section  of  this 
title,  under  the  penalty  of  fifteen  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

20 
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[14]  SEC.  14.  Nothing  contained  in  the  twelfth  section  of  this 
title,  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  any  person  or  persons  to  stop 
up  or  obstruct  more  than  the  space  of  one  block,  and  one  intersec- 
tion at  the  same  time,  in  any  one  street,  or  to  keep  the  same  so 
stopped  up  for  more  than  two  days  after  the  cartway  is  finished. 

[15]  SEC.  15.  In  all  contracts  for  digging  down  any  road  or 
street  where  such  digging,  if  left  exposed,  would  be  dangerous  to 
passengers,  the  Street  Commissioners  shall  insert  a  covenant  where- 
by the  contractors  shall  be  bound  at  their  own  expense,  to  erect  a 
fence  or  railing  along  or  across  the  street,  in  such  manner  as  to  pre- 
vent danger  to  passengers,  and  so  to  continue  and  uphold  the  said 
fence  or  railing,  until  the  street  is  completed. 

[16]  SEC.  16.  A  like  fence  or  railing  shall  be  put  up  and  up- 
held in  cases  in  which  a  road  or  street  is  dug  out  at  the  cost  of  the 
Common  Council. 

[17]  SEC.  17.  No  side-walk  or  any  part  of  any  side-walk  laid 
with  brick  or  flagging  in  any  part  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall  here- 
after be  taken  up,  or  the  brick  or  flagging  removed  therefrom,  for 
any  purpose  whatever,  without  the  written  permission  of  the  Street 
Committee,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  such 
offence. 


TITLE  II. 

Of  Obstructing  Streets,   Wharves,  and  Piers. 

[18]  SEC.  1.  No  person  shall  encumber  or  obstruct  any  street* 
wharf,  or  pier,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  with  any  article  or  thing 
whatsoever,  without  having  first  obtained  written  permission  from 
the  Mayor  or  Street  Committee,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for 
each  offence,  and  the  further  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  day  or 
part  of  a  day  such  encumbrance  or  obstruction  shall  continue. 

[19]  SEC.  2.  The  Street  Commissioner,  the  Mayor,  or  any  or 
either  of  the  members  of  the  Common  Council,  are  hereby  authorised 
to  order  any  article  or  thing  whatsoever  which  may  encumber  or 
obstruct  any  street,  wharf,  or  pier,  to  be  removed  ;  and  in  case  the 
same  shall  not  be  removed  within  two  hours  after  notice  to  remove 
the  same,  then  to  order  the  same  to  be  carted  or  removed  to  the 
Corporation  Yard  or  other  suitable  place. 

[20]  SEC.  3.  Whenever  any  article  or  thing  shall  have  been 
directed  to  be  removed,  pursuant  to  the  second  section  of  this  title, 
and  the  same  shall  not  be  removed  within  the  time  limited  in  such 
order,  notice,  or  direction,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Street  Commis-

sioner  to  order  the  same  to  be  carted  or  transported  into  the  Corpo- 
ration Yard,  or  other  suitable  place. 

[2 1]  SEC.  4.  All  articles  thus  removed  shall  be  advertised  and 
sold,  and  so  much  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  retained  by 
the  Street  Commissioner,  "for  the  use  of  the  city,  as  shall  be  suffi- 
cient to  pay  all  forfeitures  and  penalties  imposed  by  the  laws  of  the 
city,  and  the  expenses  of  such  removal  and  sale,  together  with  six 
cents  per  day  for  every  cartload  thereof,  during  the  time  the  same 
shall  have  remained  in  the  said  yard  or  other  suitable  place,  and  the 
balance,  if  any,  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  shall  be  paid  to  such 
person  or  persons  as  shall  exhibit  satisfactory  proof  of  the  owner- 
ship of  such  articles  sold  as  aforesaid.  And  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner shall  keep  a  regular  account  of  all  such  articles  received  and 
sold  as  aforesaid,  and  account  with  the  Treasurer  for  his  receipts 
and  disbursements. 

[22]  SEC.  5.  No  person  or  persons  shall  construct  or  continue 
any  bow  window  or  other  window,  which  shall  extend  into  any  street 
more  than  one  foot  from  the  wall  of  any  house  or  other  building, 
under  the  penalty  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence, 
to  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  or  the  person  or  persons 
who  constructed  the  same,  severally  and  respectively. 

[23]  SEC.  6.  No  person  or  persons  shall  construct  or  continue 
any  cellar-door  which  shall  extend  more  than  one-twelfth  part  of  any 
street,  nor  more  than  five  feet  into  any  street,  under  the  penalty  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[24]  SEC.  7.  No  person  or  persons  shall  hereafter  construct 
any  porch  over  a  cellar  door,  under  the  penalty  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars. 

[25]  SEC.  8.  No  person  or  persons  shall  construct  or  continue 
any  platform,  stoop,  or  step,  in  any  street  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn, 
which  shall  extend  more  than  one -tenth  part  of  the  width  of  the 
street,  nor  more  than  seven  feet,  nor  with  any  other  than  open  backs, 
or  sides  or  railing,  nor  of  greater  width  than  is  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a  convenient  passage-way  into  the  house  or  building,  nor 
any  stoop  or  step  which  shall  exceed  five  feet  in  heighth,  under  the 
penalty  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

[26]  SEC.  9.  Nothing  contained  in  the  preceding  sections  of 
this  title,  shall  be  deemed  to  prohibit  the  continuation  of  any  porches, 
doors,  stoops,  platforms,  or  steps,  which  were  heretofore  erected, 
unless  the  same  shall  be  complained  of  to  the  Common  Council,  and 
they  shall  have  directed  their  removal  or  alteration  within  a  reason- 
able time. 

[27]  SEC.  10.  No  area  in  the  front  of  any  building  shall  ex- 
tend more  than  one-fifteenth  part  of  the  width  of  any  street,  nor  in 
any  case  more  than  five  feet,  measuring  from  the  inner  wall  of  such 
area  to  the  building ;  nor  shall  the  railing  of  such  area  be  placed 
more  than  six  inches  from  the  inside  of  the  coping  on  the  wall  of 
each  area,  under  the  penalty  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  to  be 
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recovered  from  the  owner  and  builder  thereof,  severally  and  respect- 
ively. 

[28]  SEC.  11.  Every  area  shall  be  enclosed  with  a  railing,  the 
gates  of  which  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  open  inwardly,  under  the 
penalty  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  re- 
covered from  the  owner  or  builder  thereof  severally  and  respectively. 
[29]  SEC.  12.  No  post  shall  be  erected  or  put  up  in  any  of  the 
streets,  roads,  lanes,  or  highways,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  unless 
under  the  direction  of  the  Street  Committee,  under  the  penalty  of 
five  dollars  for  every  such  post. 

[30]  SEC.  13.  No  person  shall  place,  or  fix,  or  continue  in  any 
street  in  this  city,  any  awning-post,  or  railing,  or  any  cloth  or  can- 
vass for  an  awning,  unless  under  the  direction  of  the  Street  Commit- 
tee, and  made  conformably  to  the  fourteenth  section  of  this  title,  un- 
der the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[31]  SEC.  14.  All  posts  and  rails  fixed  in  any  street,  for  the 
purpose  of  supporting  any  awning,  shall  be  made  and  painted  ac- 
cording to  some  one  of  the  patterns  fixed  upon  by  the  Street  Com- 
mittee as  a  model ;  and  the  said  posts  shall  be  placed  next  to  and 
along  the  inside  of  the  curb-stone,  and  shall  be  seven  feet  in  heighth 
above  the  side-walk,  including  the  rail  on  the  top. 

[32]  SEC.  15.  No  portion  or  part  of  any  cloth  or  canvass  used 
as  an  awning,  shall  hang  loosely  down  from  the  same  over  the  side- 
walk or  foot-path,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  day's 
offence. 

[33]  SEC.  16.  No  person  shall  plant,  or  suffer  or  permit  any 
tree  or  shoot  to  be  planted,  in  any  street  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  un- 
der the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[34]  SEC.  17.  The  last  preceding  section  of  this  title  shall  not 
by  construed  to  prevent  the  planting  of  trees  in  any  street  which  is 
of  the  width  of  forty  feet  and  upwards,  provided  the  same  be  planted 
upon  the  side-walk  or  foot-path,  and  within  twelve  inches  of  the 
curb-stone. 

[35]  SEC.  18.  No  person  shall  hang  or  place  any  goods,  wares, 
or  merchandize,  or  any  other  thing,  at  any  greater  distance  than 
twelve  inches  in  front  of  his,  her,  or  their,  house  or  store,  or  other 
building,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[36]  SEC.  19.  No  person  shall  lead,  drive,  or  ride  any  horse, 
drag  any  wheel  or  hand  ban  ow,  or  saw  any  wood,  or  lay  or  place 
any  wood,  coal,  or  other  thing,  or  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandize, 
or  any  other  article  whatsoever,  upon  any  foot-path  or  side-walk, 
under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  day's  offence. 

[37]  SEC.  20.  No  person  shall  obstruct  the  walks  laid  across 
the  public  streets,  or  at  the  head  of  the  public  slips  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  by  placing  or  stopping  his  horse,  cart,  or  other  carriage, 
upon  or  across  any  of  the  side-walks,  or  by  placing  or  putting  any 
other  obstruction  or  things  across  or  on  the  same,  under  the  penalty 
of  five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[38]     SEC.  21.    No  person  or  persons  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn, 
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whether  agent,  owner,  or  employer,  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  cask, 
bale,  bundle,  box,  crate,  or  any  other  goods,  wares,  or  merchandize, 
or  any  boards,  planks,  joists,  or  other  timber,  or  any  thing  whatso- 
ever, to  be  raised  from  any  street  on  the  outside  of  any  building,  into 
any  loft,  store,  or  room,  or  to  be  lowered  from  the  same,  on  the  out- 
side of  any  building,  by  means  of  any  rope,  pulley,  tackle,  or  windlass, 
under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  an  ac- 
tion of  debt,  from  such  person,  agent,  owner,  or  employer. 

TITLE  III. 
The  Construction  of  Vaults  and  Cisterns  in  the  Streets. 

[39]  SEC.  1.  No  person  shall  cause  or  procure  any  vault  or  cis- 
tern to  be  constructed  or  made  in  any  of  the  public  streets  in  the 
city  of  Brooklyn,  without  permission  of  the  Common  Council  of  said 
city,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars ;  to  which  penalty  the  master 
builder,  by  whom  or  under  whose  direction  such  vault  or  cistern  shall 
be  constructed  or  made,  shall  be  also  liable,  provided  always,  that  on 
application  to  the  Street  Committee  of  said  Common  Council,  for 
permission  to  construct  any  such  vault  or  cistern,  during  the  recess 
of  the  said  Common  Council,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Street  Commit- 
tee, or  any  two  of  them,  to  give  such  permission,  if  in  their  opinion 
no  injury  to  the  public  will  accrue  thereby. 

[40]  SEC.  2.  Every  application  for  permission  to  construct  a 
vault  or  cistern  as  aforesaid,  shall  state  the  place  where  and  for  whom 
the  same  is  to  be  made,  the  proposed  size  thereof,  and  the  time 
which  will  be  required  for  its  construction  ;  and  when  the  same  is  to 
be  constructed  in  a  street  which  has  been  opened  by  law,  or  has  been 
conveyed  to,  or  is  otherwise  vested  in  this  corporation,  before  grant- 
ing such  permission  as  aforesaid,  such  sum  shall  be  paid  for  the  privi- 
lege of  constructing  the  same,  as  the  Common  Council  or  the  said 
Street  Committee  may  under  the  circumstances  deem  reasonable, 
not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  nor  less  than  ten  dollars. 

[41]  SEC.  3.  No  vault  or  cistern  shall  extend  into  the  street 
further  than  one-fourth  of  the  width  of  such  street,  under  the  penalty 
of  fifty  dollars ;  and  all  vaults  and  cisterns  which  shall  hereafter  be 
constructed  or  made  in  the  street  aforesaid,  shall  be  constructed  or 
made  of  brick  or  stone,  and  the  top  of  the  vault  shall  be  arched  and 
well  secured,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offence,  to  be  paid  by  the  person  who  shall  direct  or  cause  the  same 
to  be  made. 

[42]  SEC.  4.  Every  owner  or  occupant  of  any  house  or  lot  of 
ground  before  which  any  vault  or  cistern  shall  be  made,  within  any 
of  the  streets  of  the  said  city,  or  the  person  having  the  charge  of  the 
same,  shall,  during  the  whole  of  every  night,  while  such  vault  or  cis- 
tern shall  be  uncovered,  cause  a  lighted  lamp  or  lantern  to  be  placed 
and  kept  at  some  convenient  spot,  so  as  to  cast  its  light  upon  such 
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vault  or  cistern,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every 
night  or  part  of  a  night,  during  which  such  lamp  or  lantern  shall  be 
neglected  to  be  placed  or  kept  lighted  as  aforesaid ;  all  such  vaults 
shall  be  completed  and  the  ground  closed  over  them,  within  three 
weeks  after' they  are  commenced,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars, 
to  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  or  the  person  or  persons 
constructing  the  same,  for  every  day  thereafter  during  which  the 
ground  shall  remain  unclosed. 

[43]  SEC.  5.  All  grates  to  vaults  shall  be  made  of  iron,  the 
bars  of  which  shall  be  three-fourths  of  an  inch  wide,  and  one-half  of 
an  inch  thick,  and  not  more  than  three -fourths  of  an  inch  apart,  un- 
der the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  the 
vault  over  which  such  grate  shall  be  placed. 

[44]  SEC.  6.  The  outer  side  of  the  grating  or  opening  into  the 
street  of  any  vault  which  shall  be  hereafter  made,  shall  be  within 
twelve  inches  of  the  line  of  the  outside  of  the  side-walk,  or  within 
twelve  inches  of  the  coping  of  the  area  in  front  of  the  house  to  which 
such  vault  shall  belong,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  paid 
by  the  owner  of  such  vault. 

[45]  SEC.  7.  No  person  shall  remove,  or  cause  or  procure  to 
be  removed,  any  grate  or  covering  to  the  opening  or  aperture  of  any 
vault  in  the  said  city,  without  enclosing  such  aperture  during  the 
time  such  grate  or  covering  is  removed,  with  a  strong  box  or  curb,  at 
least  twelve  inches  high,  and  firmly  securing  the  same,  under  the 
penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  offence. 

[46]  SEC.  8.  Any  person  who  shall  remove,  or  who  shall  cause 
or  procure  to  be  removed,  any  such  grate  or  covering,  and  who  shall 
not  replace  and  firmly  secure  the  same,  within  one  half  of  an  hour 
after  sunset,  on  the  same  day  in  which  it  is  removed,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  for  every  such  offence  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

[47]  SEC.  9.  The  owner  of  every  vault  or  cistern,  heretofore 
constructed,  having  a  chute,  or  other  opening  into  any  public  street 
of  the  said  city,  which  has  been  opened  by  law,  or  conveyed  to  or  is 
otherwise  vested  in  this  Corporation,  shall  forthwith  cause  such  chute 
or  opening  to  be  closed  up,  and  the  side-walk  or  street  at  the  place 
where  such  chute  or  opening  may  be,  to  be  completely  repaired,  so 
as  to  conform  to  the  adjacent  parts  thereof,  under  the  penalty  of  ten 
dollars  for  every  week  the  same  shall  be  neglected  to  be  done,  after 
service  of  a  copy  of  this  section  on  the  owner  of  such  vault  or  cistern, 
or  the  occupant  of  the  premises,  to  which  the  same  may  belong. 
Provided,  no  such  penalty  shall  be  incurred  in  any  case  wherein  per- 
mission to  continue  such  chute  or  opening,  shall  have  been  obtained 
from  this  Common  Council,  or  from  the  Street  Committee  when  this 
Common  Council  shall  not  be  in  session,  which  permission  shall  be 
granted  upon  such  conditions  as  shall  be  deemed  reasonable. 
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TITLE  IV. 
Miscellaneous  Provisions  of  a  General  Nature. 

[48]  SEC.  1.  No  person  shall  cut  down,  destroy,  or  in  anyway 
injure  any  tree  or  shoot,  standing  in  any  street  or  public  place  in  the 
city  of  Brooklyn,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[49]  SEC.  2.  No  person  shall  drive,  or  back,  or  lead  any  horse 
or  cart,  or  other  wheel  carriage,  on  the  foot-path  or  side-walk  of  any 
street,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[50]  SEC.  3.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  any  store  or  house,  shall 
permit  or  suffer  any  cart  or  other  wheel  carriage,  to  be  driven  or 
otherwise  to  pass,  or  go  over,  or  upon  the  foot-path  or  side-walk  op- 
posite to  such  house  or  store,  for  the  purpose  of  loading  or  unload- 
ing such  cart  or  other  wheel  carriage,  or  for  any  other  purpose  what- 
ever, under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[51]  SEC.  4.  If  any  cartman  or  other  person,  shall  break,  or 
otherwise  injure  any  foot-path  or  side-walk,  he  or  they  shall,  within 
twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  cause  the  same  to  be  well  and  suffi- 
ciently repaired  and  mended,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars. 

[52]  SEC.  5.  No  person,  without  permission  of  the  Common 
Council,  shall  take  up,  remove,  or  carry  away,  or  cause  or  permit  to 
be  taken  up.  removed,  or  carried  away,  any  turf,  stone,  sand,  clay,  or 
earth,  from  any  street  or  highway  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  under  the 
penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[53]  SEC.  6.  No  person  shall  remove,  or  cause,  or  permit  to  be 
removed,  or  shall  aid  ort  assist  in  removing  any  building  into,  along, 
or  across  any  street,  lane,  or  alley,  or  public  place,  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  without  permission  of  the  Common  Council,  under  the 
penalty  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[54]  SEC.  7.  No  person  shall  sift  or  screen  any  lime,  ashes, 
dirt,  or  sand,  or  shake  any  carpet,  cloth,  or  mat,  in  any  street  in  the 
first  seven  wards  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  or  shall  employ,  or  suffer, 
or  permit  any  person  so  to  do,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for 
every  such  offence. 

[55]  SEC.  8.  No  person  shall  remove,  or  cause,  or  procure,  or 
suffer,  or  permit  to  be  removed,  or  insecurely  fixed,  so  that  the  same 
can  be  moved  in  its  bed,  any  grate  or  covering  to  the  opening  or  aper- 
ture of  any  vault  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  under  the  penalty  of  ten 
dollars. 

[56]  SEC.  9.  The  last  preceding  section  of  this  title,  shall  not 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  removal  of  such  grate  or  covering,  pro- 
vided the  aperture  to  such  vault,  during  the  removal  of  such  grate 
or  covering,  shall  be  enclosed  with  a  strong  box  or  curb,  at  least 
twelve  inches  high. 

[57]  SEC.  10.  No  person  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  grate  or 
covering  to  any  vault,  to  be  removed  therefrom  or  insecurely  fixed 
thereon,  so  that  the  same  can  be  moved  in  its  bed,  within  one  hour 
before  sunset  on  any  day,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be 
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sued  for  and  recovered  from  the  owner  and  occupant  of  the  house  to 
which  such  vault  shall  belong,  severally  and  respectively. 

[58]  SEC.  11.  All  grates  to  vaults  shall  be  made  of  iron,  the 
bars  whereof  shall  be  three-fourths  of  an  inch  wide,  and  one-half  of 
an  inch  thick,  and  not  more  than  three -quarters  of  an  inch  apart,  un- 
der the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  the 
vault  or  occupant  of  the  house,  to  which  the  same  shall  belong,  sev- 
erally and  respectively. 

[59]  SEC.  12.  The  owner  or  occupant,  or  person  having  charge 
of  such  house,  or  other  building,  or  lot,  or  lots  of  ground,  on  any 
street  in  the  first  seven  wards  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  which  now  is, 
or  hereafter  may  be,  regulated  and  paved,  shall,  within  the  first  four 
hours  after  every  fall  of  snow,  or  hail,  or  rain,  which  shall  freeze  on 
the  side-walks  and  in  the  gutters,  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  en- 
tirely from  off  the  side-walks,  and  to  the  breadth  of  one  foot  out  of 
the  gutter  opposite  such  house,  building,  lot,  or  land,  under  the  pen- 
alty of  three  dollars  for  every  such  neglect,  to  be  paid  by  the  said 
owner,  occupant,  or  person  having  charge,  severally  and  respec- 
tively. 

In  case  the  ice  or  snow  shall  be  so  congealed, 
that  it  cannot  be  removed  without  injury  to  the  pavement,  the  owner 
occupant,  or  person  having  charge  of  any  building,  lot,  or  land  as 
aforesaid,  shall,  within  the  first  four  hours  after  every  fall  thereof, 
cause  the  sidewalks  opposite  his,  her,  or  their  premises  to  be  strewed 
with  ashes  or  sand,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the 
owner,  or  occupant,  or  person  having  charge  thereof,  severally  and 
respectively. 

[61]  SEC.  14.  The  owner,  occupant,  or  person  having  charge 
of  any  corner  house,  lot,  or  building,  shall,  within  the  first  four  hours 
after  every  fall  of  snow,  hail,  or  sleet,  cause  the  same  to  be  removed 
from  the  cross-walks  or  foot-paths,  opposite  such  house,  building,  or 
lot,  to  the  distance  of  one-half  the  width  of  the  street,  where  the  said 
cross-walk  or  foot-path  is  laid,  under  the  penalty  of  three  dollars,  to 
be  paid  by  the  owner  or  occupant,  or  person  having  charge  thereof, 
severally  and  respectively. 

[62]  SEC.  15.  In  case  the  gutter  opposite  to  any  house,  lot,  build- 
ing or  land,  shall,  at  any  time,  become  obstructed  with  ice,  dirt,  or  other 
thing,  the  owner,  occupant,  or  person  having  charge  thereof,  shall, 
within  four  hours  after  a  written  or  printed  notice  shall  have  been 
given  to  him  or  her,  or  left  at  his  or  her  house  or  place  of  abode, 
cause  the  said  gutter  to  be  cleaned  out  to  the  width  of  one  foot,  so 
that  the  water  may  run  freely  along  the  same,  under  the  penalty  of 
three  dollars  for  each  neglect,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner,  or  occupant, 
or  person  having  charge  thereof,  severally  and  respectively. 

[63]  SEC.  16.  In  case  the  owner,  occupant,  or  person  having 
charge  of  any  house,  lot,  building,  or  land,  shall  neglect  to  comply 
with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  previous  sections  of  this  title,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Street  Commissioner  to  cause  the  same  to  be  done. 

[64]     SEC.  IT.     In  addition  to  the  penalties  imposed  by  the  pre- 
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ceding  sections  of  this  title,  the  said  owner,  occupant,  or  person  hav- 
ing charge  of  any  such  premises,  shall  likewise  pay  to  the  Street

the  same  being  first  demanded. 

[65  |  SEC.  18.  No  offals,  vegetables,  or  garbage,  shall,  at  any 
time,  be  cast  or  laid  in  any  street,  lane,  or  alley,  in  the  first  seven 
wards  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  under  the  penalty  of  one  dollar  for 
each  offence,  to  be  paid  by  the  occupant  of  the  house  from  which 
the  same  shall  be  cast,  and  the  persons  casting  the  same,  severally 
and  respectively. 

[66]  SEC.  19.  No  dirt,  ashes,  filth,  or  rubbish  of  any  kind 
whatever,  shall,  at  any  time,  be  cast  or  laid  in  any  street,  lane,  or 
alley  of  this  city,  or  in  any  public  square,  or  public  place  therein, 
except  on  the  days  of  sweeping,  and  before  ten  o'clock  on  the  morn- 
ing of  those  days,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence, 
to  be  paid  by  the  occupant  of  the  house  or  building  from  which  the 
same  was  cast,  and  the  persons  casting  the  same,  severally  and  re- 
spectively. 

[67]  SEC.  20.  No  person  shall,  at  any  time,  cast  or  lay  in  any 
street,  lane,  or  alley,  in  this  city,  or  in  any  public  square  or  public 
place,  the  dead  carcass  of  any  animal,  or  any  dross,  ashes,  cinders, 
or  rubbish  of  any  kind,  from  any  foundry,  forge,  or  blacksmith's 
shop,  or  from  any  other  place  in  this  city,  nor  any  oyster  or  clam 
shells,  or  shells  of  any  kind,  or  straw,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dol- 
lars for  each  offence,  to  be  recovered  from  the  occupant  of  the  premi- 
ses from  which  the  same  shall  be  cast,  and  from  the  person  casting 
the  same,  severally  and  respectively. 

[68]  SEC.  21.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  duty  of  the  pro- 
prietors or  possessors  of  all  foundries,  forges,  blacksmith's  shops, 
oyster  stands,  and  other  places  for  the  sale  of  oysters  or  other  shell 
fish,  to  employ  carts  at  their  own  expense,  for  the  purpose  of  remov- 
ing the  several  articles  enumerated  in  the  last  preceding  section, 
which  may  accumulate  in  their  respective  premises. 

[69]  SEC.  22.  No  person  shall  at  any  time,  for  himself  or  for 
any  other  person,  deposit,  or  keep  on  his  premises,  or  on  the  premises 
of  any  other  person,  manure  of  any  kind,  dirt,  filth,  or  sweepings, 
exceeding  two  cart  loads,  at  any  place  in  the  first  five  wards  of  the 
city  of  Brooklyn,  except  for  agricultural  or  horticultural  purposes, 
under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[70]  SEC.  23.  The  owner  or  builder  of  any  house,  or  other 
building,  which  may  be  erecting  or  repairing,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn, 
shall  cause  all  the  rubbish  of  every  kind  occasioned  thereby,  which 
may  accumulate  in  the  street,  or  be  cast  into  the  street,  and  all  the 
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ground,  stone,  sand,  and  clay,  which  may  be  dug  from  the  cellar,  or 
yard,  or  area,  or  vault,  and  cast  into  the  street,  to  be  removed  out  of 
the  said  street  before  sunset  on  each  day,  under  the  penalty  of  five 
dollars  for  each  day's  neglect,  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner  or 
builder,  severally  and  respectively. 

[71]  SEC.  24.  No  cinders  or  coal  ashes,  of  any  description, 
shall  be  laid  or  cast  into  any  street,  lane,  or  alley,  in  this  city,  but 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  ash  carts,  provided  for  receiving  the  same, 
under  the  penalty  of  three  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[72]  SEC.  25.  All  ashes  or  cinders  shall  be  kept  for  the  pur- 
pose of  delivering  the  same  to  the  ash  carts  in  vessels  of  tin,  iron,  or 
other  metal,  under  the  penalty  of  one  dollar  for  each  offence. 

[73]  SEC.  26.  No  person  shall  throw  or  deposit  any  filthy  wa- 
ter or  other  liquid,  in  any  part  of  any  street,  alley,  lane,  or  public 
place,  except  in  the  side  gutter  thereof,  under  the  penalty  of  two  dol- 
lars for  every  such  offence. 

[74]  SEC.  27.  The  Mayor,  or  either  of  the  members  of  the 
Common  Council,  or  any  person  appointed  by  the  Common  Council 
for  that  purpose,  shall  and  may  enter  into  and  examine,  between  sun- 
rise and  sunset,  any  building  of  any  kind,  cellar,  lot  of  ground,  sink, 
or  vault,  in  the  said  city,  which  may  be  supposed  to  be  foul,  or  ill- 
conditioned,  or  to  contain  any  nuisance  of  any  kind,  and  report  the 
same  to  the  Common  Council,  and  the  said  Common  Council  may 
direct  the  cleansing  or  altering  the  same,  and  the  correction  or  re- 
moval of  all  nuisances,  in  and  about  the  same. 

[75]  SEC.  28.  If  any  person  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pefonn 
and  comply  with  the  order  and  direction  in  writing,  of  the  said  Com- 
mon Council,  as  to  the  correction  or  removal  of  any  such  nuisance, 
he  or  she  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  day 
he  or  she  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  do  so,  or  the  said  Common 
Council  may,  in  their  discretion,  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or 
corrected,  and  recover  the  expense  thereof  from  such  person  or  per- 
sons.

kept  in  good  repair  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  property  adjoin- 
ing on  said  street,  every  part  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  premises  that 
lie  contiguous. 

[77]  SEC.  2.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  may,  in  all  cases  when 
the  owner  or  owners  refuse  or  neglect  to  repair  the  side  walks,  ad- 
joining his,  her,  or  their  premises,  as  above  required,  cause  the  same 
to  be  done,  and  the  expense  thereof  added  to  the  annual  tax  that  is 
levied  for  ordinary  city  purposes,  on  such  lands  and  premises,  and 
to  be  collected  with  and  as  a  part  of  such  tax. 

[78]  SEC.  3.  Any  law  or  ordinance  now  in  being  that  may  op- 
pose, or  that  may  in  any  wise  conflict  with  the  foregoing  law,  is  here- 
by repealed.

TITLE  III. 
The  Construction  of  Vaults  and  Cisterns  in  the  Streets. 

[79]  SEC.  1.  No  person  shall  cause  or  procure  any  vault  or 
cistern  to  be  constructed  or  made  in  any  of  the  streets  of  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  without  permission  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  said 
city,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  ;  to  which  penalty  the  master 
builder,  by  whom  or  under  whose  direction  such  vault  or  cistern 
shall  be  constructed  or  made,  shall  be  also  liable,  provided  always 
that  on  application  to  the  Street  Commissioner,  during  the  recess  of 
the  Common  Council,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  him,  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner, to  give  such  written  permission,  provided,  in  his  judgment,  or 
in  the  opinion  of  any  two  members  of  the  Street  Committee,  no  in- 
jury to  the  public  will  accrue  thereby. 

[80]  SEC.  2.  Every  application  for  permission  to  construct  a 
vault  or  cistern,  as  aforesaid,  must  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  per- 
son making  the  same,  and  must  state  the  place  where  and  for  whom 
the  same  is  to  be  made ;  the  proposed  size  thereof,  both  in  length 
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and  breadth ;  the  time  which  will  be  required  for  completing  the 
same  ;  and  at  what  time  the  same  is  to  be  commenced  in  any  street 
or  avenue  which  has  been  opened  by  law,  or  has  been  conveyed  to, 
or  is  otherwise  vested  in  this  corporation.  After  obtaining  the 
written  permission  made  out  by  the  Street  Commissioner  to  construct 
or  make  such  vault  or  cistern,  and  previous  to  the  commencement  of 
the  same,  the  person  so  applying  shall  forthwith  pay  to  the  City 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  ten  cents  for  each  square  superficial  foot  of 
ground  mentioned  in  the  application,  as  required  for  such  vault  or 
cistern.  The  said  permit,  after  having  been  receipted  by  the  treas- 
urer, must  then  be  returned  to  the  Street  Commissioner,  to  be  coun- 
tersigned by  him,  that  he  may  make  an  entry  of  the  payment  on  the 
margin  of  his  register,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be 
sued  for  and  recovered  from  such  person  and  the  master  builder,  or 
person  who  made  the  same,  severally  and  respectively. 

Additional  Section. 

[81]  SEC.  3.  All  vaults  or  cisterns  shall  be  completed,  and  the 
ground  closed  over  them,  within  one  month  after  they  are  commenced, 
under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  day  thereafter  during 
which  the  same  shall  remain  unenclosed  ;  to  be  recovered  from  the 
owner  or  builder  of  the  same,  severally  and  respectively.

residence  of  the  owner  or  occupant,  or  his,  her,  or  their  agent,  if  re- 
siding in  the  city  of  Brooklyn ;  and  if  residing  elsewhere,  then  by 
putting  the  same,  directed  to  such  owner,  occupant,  or  agent,  in  the 
Post  Office,)  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars.

to  the  extent  directed  in  and  by  the  12th  section  of  title  4,  of  the  said 
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act  hereby  amended.  The  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  is  hereby 
authorised  to  cause  warrants  to  be  drawn  for  all  expenses  incurred 
under  this  section. 

[96]  SEC.  2.  All  expenses  paid  out  in  pursuance  of  the  last  sec- 
tion, shall  be  reported  by  the  Mayor  to  the  Common  Council,  at  its 
next  regular  meeting,  after  such  expenditures  shall  have  been  made, 
to  the  end  that  the  same  may  be  assessed  and  collected  in  the  man- 
ner designated  by  law. 

[97]  SEC.  3.  The  notice  required  to  be  served  by  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  may  be  served  by  leaving  the  same  with  the  person 
having  charge  of  such  house,  building,  lot,  or  lots,  or  by  leaving  the 
same  at  his  or  her  residence  or  usual  place  of  business.

The  Street  Inspectors  are  hereby  authorised  and 
required  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  May  next,  to  cause  all  the  build- 
ings, enclosures,  fences,  materials,  or  other  obstructions  existing  in  any 
public  street  or  highway  commencing  or  terminating  on  the  tide  wa- 
ter of  the  East  River  or  bay  of  New  York,  to  be  pulled  down  and 
removed  as  a  public  nuisance. 

[100]  SEC.  3.  The  Street  Commissioner  shall  cause  a  copy  of 
this  ordinance  to  be  served  on  each  owner  or  occupant  of  such  build- 
ings, enclosures,  or  other  obstructions,  within  two  weeks  after  the 
passage  thereof,  by  delivering  the  same  to  such  owner  or  occupant 
personally,  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  his  or  her  dwelling-house,  or 
place  of  business,  with  some  suitable  person  of  sufficient  age  and  dis- 
cretion.

or  owners,  or  any  of  them  personally,  or  shall  be  left  at  the  place  of 
residence  of  such  owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  if  in  this  city ;  or 
if  such  owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  do  not  reside  in  this  city, 
and  such  notice  shall  not  be  personally  served,  then  within  fifteen 
days  after  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  mail  addressed  to  said  owner 
or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  at  his  or  her  usual  place  of  residence, 
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such  owner  or  owners  shall  forfeit  and  pay  fifty  dollars  for  each  lot 
fronting  on  or  adjoining  the  side-walk  which  shall  not  have  been  re- 
paired by  such  owner  or  owners  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner 
above  provided.

Any  surveyor 
neglecting  so  to  do,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars.

offence. 

[110]  SEC.  2.  No  person  employed  as  in  the  first  section  de- 
scribed, and  no  person  whomsoever  shall  continue  or  leave  any  earth, 
dirt,  rubbish,  stones  or  brick,  upon  any  part  of  any  street  or  side- 
walk, in  the  first  seven  wards,  for  more  than  forty-eight  hours  after 
the  completion  of  said  laying  with  brick,  flagging,  or  other  work,  un- 
der the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

[Ill]  SEC.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Street  Commissioner, 
when,  in  his  opinion,  he  shall  consider  the  completion  of  said  laying 
with  brick,  flagging,  or  other  work,  as  aforesaid,  is  unreasonably  de- 
layed, and  any  such  dirt,  earth,  rubbish,  stones  or  brick,  shall  lie  in 
any  street,  to  report  the  same  in  writing  to  this  Board.

A  law  to  regulate  Surveyors. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  city  of  Brooklynt  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

[1]  SEC.  1.  There  shall  be  so  many  surveyors  appointed  for 
this  city,  as  the  Common  Council  shall,  from  time  to  time,  think  pro- 
per, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assist  the  Street  Committee  of  the 
Common  Council  of  said  city,  in  laying  out  and  regulating  all  the 
streets,  roads,  wharves,  and  slips,  of  the  said  city,  and  to  lay  out  and 
survey  all  ground  for  the  purpose  of  building  upon,  and  to  advise 
and  direct  concerning  the  same. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  The  said  surveyors  so  to  be  appointed,  before  they 
respectively  enter  upon  the  execution  of  the  said  office,  shall  take  an 
oath  well  and  truly  to  execute  the  same. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  No  person  shall  erect  any  building  bounded  by 
any  of  the  public  streets  or  avenues,  on  his,  her,  or  their  ground, 
unless  the  same  be  previously  viewed  and  laid  out  by  the  said  sur- 
veyors, or  one  of  them  :  nor  in  any  other  manner  than  they,  or  one 
of  them,  (with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Committee,)  shall  di- 
rect, under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence.  For  which 
service  the  surveyor  shall  receive  for  each  lot  other  than  a  corner 
lot,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents ;  and  for  a  corner  lot,  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  No  such  surveyor  shall  survey  or  establish  any 
corner  of  any  street  or  avenue  in  this  city,  for  the  purpose  of  erect- 
ing any  building  on  an  old  foundation  or  otherwise,  unless  the  same 
be  viewed  and  approved  by  the  Street  Committee,  under  the  pen- 
alty of  twenty -five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

[5]    SEC.  5.    Whenever  the  surveyors,  or  either  of  them,  shall 
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be  employed  by  order  of  the  Common  Council  to  take  a  survey, 
they  shall  have  and  receive  at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  per  day  for 
the  same ;  and  also  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  day  shall  be  allowed 
them  for  an  assistant,  when  an  assistant  shall  be  necessary ;  and  a 
protraction  or  profile  of  the  survey  so  taken,  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Street  Committee. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  For  taking  a  survey  for  the  purpose  of  regulating 
and  paving  the  streets,  making  a  map  or  profile  of  the  same,  and 
furnishing  a  statement  in  writing  of  the  number  of  the  lots,  and  the 
names  of  the  owners  or  occupants  of  the  same,  the  said  surveyor  or 
surveyors  shall  receive  at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  for  each  hundred 
feet  so  to  be  paved  or  regulated  ;  which  sum  shall  be  charged  in  the 
assessment  of  the  streets  so  to  be  regulated  and  paved. 

[7]  SEC.  7.  No  account  of  any  surveyor  against  the  corpora- 
tion shall  be  audited  or  paid,  until  he  shall  make  oath  or  affirmation 
in  writing  of  the  correctness  thereof,  and  deposite  the  same  with 
the  clerk  of  the  Common  Council ;  and  six  hours  shall  be  computed 
as  a  day's  service,  within  the  meaning  of  this  law. 

[8]  SEC.  8.  If  any  wall  shall  be  erected  along  side  of  any 
street  in  the  said  city,  and  above  the  level  of  the  street,  without  no- 
tice thereof  having  been  given  to  the  Street  Committee,  or  to  one  of 
the  city  surveyors,  the  owner  or  builder  of  such  wall  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  fifty  dollars. 

[9]  SEC.  9.  Upon  any  one  of  the  city  surveyors  being  duly  no- 
tified as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  examine  such  wall,  and  to 
give  such  directions  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  encroachments 
upon  the  streets ;  and  for  every  such  service  he-  shall  be  entitled  to 
demand  and  receive  from  the  owner  of  such  wall,  the  sum  of  one 
dollar.

of  assessment  so  designated  as  to  enable  the  assessors  to  make  a 
just  and  equitable  apportionment  of  the  expense  of  the  work,  one  and 
a  half  cents ;  all  measured  through  the  centre. 

[11]     SEC.  2.     So  much  of  sections  5  and  11,  of  the  law  hereby 
amended,  as  is  inconsistent  herewith,  is  repealed.

A  law  to  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  Swine,  Horses,  and  Cattle, 
and  to  regulate  the  keeping  of  Swine.

[1]  SEC.  1.  No  swine,  horses,  or  cattle,  shall  go  at  large  in  any 
of  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  or  public  places,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn, 
within  the  lamp  and  watch  district,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars 
for  every  such  swine  or  animal  which  shall  be  found  at  large,  to  be 
paid  by  the  owner  or  person  having  the  charge,  care,  or  keeping 
thereof,  severally  and  respectively. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council, 
a  proper  person,  as  master  of  the  public  pound  in  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn, who,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take 
and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  well  and  truly  to  execute  the 
duties  of  his  office. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  The  said  public  pound-master  shall  enter  into 
bonds,  with  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Common  Council,  in  the  penal  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his" office. 
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[4]  SEC.  4.  All  swine,  horses,  or  neat  cattle,  found  at  large  in 
the  fire  and  watch  district  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  may  be  taken  by 
any  person  or  persons,  and  driven  or  carried  to  such  place  as  may 
have  been  designated  by  the  Common  Council  as  a  public  pound  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pound  master,  or  persons  having 
charge  of  such  public  pound,  to  enter  in  <i  book  to  be  kept  by  him 
for  that  purpose,  the  names  and  places  of  abode  of  all  persons  who 
may  bring  any  such  swine,  horses,  or  cattle,  to  such  pound,  and  the 
time  of  bringing  the  same  respectively. 

[5]  SEC  5.  If  the  owner  of  any  such  swine,  horse,  or  cattle,  or 
any  other  person  entitled  to  redeem  the  same,  shall  appear  and  claim 
the  same  at  any  time  before  a  sale  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  pound  master  to  deliver  the  same,  on  receiving  the  amount  of 
his  fees  for  keeping  and  feeding  the  same,  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  beast  for  every  twenty-four  hours,  and  at  that  rate 
for  any  less  period  of  time. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pound  master,  on  mak- 
ing any  delivery  of  swine,  horses,  or  cattle,  before  sale,  or  on  pay- 
ment of  surplus  money  after  sale,  to  obtain  from  the  person  or  per- 
sons claiming  the  same,  his,  her,  or  their,  name  or  names,  of  resi- 
dence ;  and  once  in  each  month  to  report  to  the  attorney  of  the  Cor- 
poration the  same,  and  the  name  or  names  of  all  persons  claiming 
swine,  or  neat  cattle,  or  horses,  and  their  places  of  residence,  the 
date  when  the  same  were  left,  when  the  same  were  sold  or  redeem- 
ed, and  the  names  of  the  persons  leaving  the  same  at  the  pound. 

[7]  SEC.  7.  If  no  person  shall  appear  to  claim  such  swine, 
horse,  or  cattle,  within  five  days  after  the  same  may  have  been  im- 
pounded, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pound  master  to  give  three 
days  notice  of  the  sale  thereof. 

[8]  SEC.  8.  Such  notice  shall  contain  some  general  descilption 
of  the  beast  impounded,  and  shall  be  posted  up  in  some  conspicuous 
place,  and  in  three  other  conspicuous  places,  one  of  which  shall  be  at 
the  Apprentices  Library. 

[9]  SEC.  9.  In  case  of  the  sale  of  any  impounded  swine,  horse, 
or  neat  cattle,  the  said  pound  master  shall  retain  out  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  sale,  sufficient  to  pay  the  amount  of  his  fees,  and  all 
charges  incurred  by  him  on  account  of  said  swine,  horse,  or  neat 
cattle. 

[10]  SEC.  10.  If,  after  any  such  sale,  and  whilst  the  proceeds 
thereof  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  said  pound  master,  the  former 
owner  of  any  swine,  horse,  or  cattle,  shall  appear  and  claim  the  same, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  pound  master  to  deduct  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  sale,  the  fees  and  charges,  as  provided  in  the  last  pre- 
ceding section,  to  ascertain  the  name  and  residence  of  such  owner, 
and  to  pay  over  the  residue  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  to  the  per- 
son so  claiming  to  be  the  owner. 

[11]  SEC.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  pound  master 
once  in  every  month,  to  account  to  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Brook- 
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lyn,  for  all  moneys  received  or  expended  by  him,  by  virtue  of  this 
title,  and  to  pay  over  to  the  said  Mayor  all  such  moneys  remaining  in 
his  hands,  after  deducting  his  legal  fees  and  charges. 

[12]  SEC.  1 2 .  No  person  or  persons  shall  have  or  keep  in  the  city 
of  Brooklyn,  within  the  lamp  and  watch  district,  hi  any  pen  or  sty, 
more  than  three  swine,  nor  in  the  same  yard  or  enclosure,  more  than 
four  swine,  at  any  one  time,  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  last 
day  of  October,  in  any  year,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every 
swine  above  the  aforesaid  number. 

[13]  SEC  .13.  All  swine  in  the  said  city  shall  be  kept  in  pens  or 
sties,  during  the  period  mentioned  in  the  twelfth  section  of  this  title, 
which  shall  be  properly  and  effectually  cleansed,  at  least  once  in  every 
three  days,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  vio- 
lation of  either  of  the  provisions  of  this  section.

[14]  SEC.  1.  No  swine  shall  go  at  large  in  any  of  the  streets, 
roads,  or  public  places  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  wards  of  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  swine  which 
shall  be  found  at  large,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  person  having 
the  charge  of  the  same. 

[15]  SEC.  2.  All  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  entitled  "  A 
law  to  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  swine,  horses,  and  cattle,  and  to 
regulate  the  keeping  of  swine,"  passed  January  26,  1835,  so  far  as  re- 
lates to  the  impounding  of  swine,  the  duty  of  pound  master,  and  right 
of  owners  to  redeem,  shall  apply  and  extend  to  eighth  and  ninth 
wards  in  said  city.

[16]  The  fifth  section  of  the  ordinance  entitled  "  A  law  to  pre- 
vent the  running  at  large  of  swine,  horses  and  cattle,  and  to  regulate 
the  keeping  of  swine,"  passed  January  6th,  1835,  is  hereby  amended, 
so  that  the  said  section  shall  read  as  follows : 

[17]  SEC.  5.  If  the  owner  of  any  such  swine,  horse,  or  cattle,  or  any 
person  entitled  to  redeem  the  same,  shall  appear  and  claim  the  same, 
at  any  time  before  a  sale  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pound  mas- 
ter to  deliver  the  same  on  receiving  the  amount  of  his  fees  for  keeping 
and  feeding  the  same,  not  exceeding  twenty -five  cents  for  each  beast  at 
any  time  within  the  first  twenty-four  hours,  and  at  the  rate  of  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  twenty-four  hours  after  the  first  twenty-four  hours.

[19]  SEC.  2.  The  person  appointed,  or  hereafter  to  be  appoint- 
ed, master  of  the  pound  in  loth  street,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall 
be  governed  by,  and  subject  to,  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  law;

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  city  of  Urooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

[1]  SEC,  1.  The  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  issue  licenses  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  said 
city,  to  such  persons  of  good  moral  character  as  shall  make  applica- 
tion to  him  for  that  purpose,  to  conduct  the  business  of  buying,  sel- 
ling, and  dealing  in  Junk,  including  the  general  business  of  Junk-deal- 
ers in  the  said  city ;  and  the  said  Mayor  may  at  any  time  revoke  any 
of  said  licenses  according  to  his  discretion. 

[2]  Every  person,  on  receiving  his  license,  in  pursuance  of  the 
first  section  hereof,  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor,  for  the  use  of  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  the  sum  of  three  dollars. 

[3]  No  person  shall  conduct  the  business  of  Junk-dealers  at  any 
time,  without  a  license,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  first  sec- 
tion hereof,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offence.

A  law  to  regulate  the  city  Watch. 


The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

TITLE  I. 
Of  the  Appointment  of  Captains  of  the  Watch,  and  their  Duties. 

[1]  SEC.  1.  The  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn 
shall  appoint  two  persons,  being  citizens  of  this  State,  and  inhabitants 
and  householders  of  this  city,  to  be  watchmen  of  the  said  city,  who 
shall  be  denominated  captains  of  the  night  watch. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  The  said  captains  shall  have  command  of  the  other 
city  watchmen,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  captains  under  the  directions  of  the  Watch 
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Committee  of  the  Common  Council,  to  fix  the  stations,  or  rounds,  of 
the  watchmen. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  said  captains  re- 
spectively, to  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  several  watchmen  under 
their  command,  and  to  see  that  those  duties  be  faithfully  executed. 
The  said  captains  shall  also,  when  on  duty,  visit  each  of  the  fixed 
stations  of  the  watchmen  under  their  command,  at  least  once  every 
night,  in  order  to  discover  whether  the  watchmen  do  not  unnecessa- 
rily quit  their  stations,  sleep  on  their  posts,  or  otherwise  neglect  their 
duties. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  Each  of  the  said  captains  shall  have  power,  and 
they  are  hereby  required,  whenever,  in  their  opinion,  any  of  the 
watchmen  under  their  respective  commands  shall  be  guilty  of  any 
misconduct  or  default,  to  suspend  them  from  their  duty  as  watch- 
men until  the  pleasure  of  the  Common  Council,  or  the  Mayor, 
shall  be  known  in  the  premises ;  and  all  such  suspensions  shall  be 
reported  forthwith,  by  such  captain,  to  the  Mayor. 

[5]  SEC.  5.  Each  of  the  said  captains  shall  give  his  personal 
attendance  for  commanding  and  directing  the  other  watchmen,  every 
other  night,  unless  unavoidably  prevented ;  in  which  case,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  assistant  captain  to  take  command,  and  perform  all 
the  duties  of  the  captain  so  prevented  from  performing  his  duty. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  The  captain  who  shall  command  the  watchmen  at 
night,  shall  the  next  morning,  as  early  as  conveniently  may  be,  make 
a  return  into  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Common  Council. 

[7]  SEC.  7.  Such  return  shall  contain  the  number  and  names 
of  all  watchmen  who  have  served  under  his  command  the  night  pre- 
ceding, together  with  the  number  and  names  of  the  defaulters,  if 
any,  with  the  reason  of  such  default,  if  known. 

[8]  SEC.  8.  Each  of  the  said  captains  shall  keep  in  a  book,  to 
be  provided  for  that  purpose,  a  copy  of  every  such  return  by  him 
made  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  exhibit  the  same  for  the  information  of 
the  Common  Council,  and  to  the  chairman  of  the  Watch  Committee 
when  required. 

[9]  SEC.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  captains  to  report 
to  the  Mayor  of  this  city  without  delay,  the  name  of  every  watch- 
man under  his  command  who  shall  be  intoxicated  while  on  duty,  or 
shall  in  any  manner  misbehave  himself,  or  neglect  any  of  the  duties 
required  of  him,  or  shall  absent  himself  from  duty,  to  the  end  that 
such  watchman  may  be  dismissed. 

[10]  SEC.  10.  The  said  captains  respectively,  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  and  without  delay,  report  to  the  Common  Council  every  va- 
cancy happening  in  the  number  of  watchmen  under  his  command,  by 
death  or  otherwise,  (excepting  such  as  shall  be  removed  by  the 
Common  Council)  with  the  names  of  such  as  shall  wish  to  become 
watchmen  to  supply  such  vacancy. 

[11]  SEC.  11.  The  Common  Council  shall  appoint  one  of  the 
watchmen  under  the  command  of  each  captain,  to  serve  as  an  assist- 
ant to  such  captain,  to  take  charge  of  the  watch,  and  to  do  such 
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other  duties  during  the  night  as  shall  be  requisite  when  the  captain 
is  absent  from  the  watch-house  upon  his  necessary  official  duties. 

[12]  SEC.  12.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  such  assistant,  the  re- 
spective captains  of  the  watch  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to 
appoint  a  person  in  the  stead  of  such  assistant,  during  such  absence, 
who  shall  perform  the  same  duties  and  be  entitled  to  the  like  com- 
pensation with  such  assistant. 

[13]  SEC.  13.  If  either  of  the  said  captains  or  assistants  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  required  of  them  by 
the  Common  Council,  or  by  the  Mayor,  he  shall  be  immediately  re- 
moved from  office  by  the  Common  Council,  and  another  fit  person 
appointed  in  his  stead. 


TITLE  II. 
Of  the  Appointment  of  the  Watchmen,  and  their  Duties. 

[14]  SEC.  1.  The  Common  Council  shall  appoint  such  persons, 
being  citizens  of  this  State,  and  inhabitants  and  householders  of  the 
city  of  Brooklyn,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  be  watchmen  of  the  said 
city,  who  shall  be  under  the  command  of  the  night  watch,  according 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  ordinance,  or  such  other  rules 
and  regulations  as  the  Common  Council  shall  from  time  to  time 
adopt. 

[15]  SEC.  2.  As  many  other  persons  as  there  shall  be  watch- 
men, each  of  whom  shall  be  qualified  to  serve  as  watchmen,  shall  be 
appointed  and  annexed  to  the  said  watch  as  substitutes. 

[16]  SEC.  3.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  any,  or  either  of  the 
regular  watchmen,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  respective  captains  to 
employ  a  sufficient  number  of  such  substitutes,  to  supply  their 
places,  and  such  substitutes,  when  on  duty,  shall  be  vested  with  the 
same  powers,  to  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations,  and  be  entitled 
to  the  same  pay  with  the  regular  watchmen. 

[17]  SEC.  4.  The  said  watchmen  shall  receive  into  their  cus- 
tody, and  detain  until  the  next  morning,  and  until  discharged  or  com- 
mitted by  the  proper  authority,  every  person  apprehended  and  de- 
livered to  them  for  any  offence  whatsoever,  after  the  watch  shall  be 
set,  and  as  early  as  conveniently  may  be  the  next  morning,  take 
every  such  person  so  delivered  to  him  as  aforesaid,  before  a  Justice 
of  the  Municipal  Court,  and  give  information  to  the  said  Justice,  of 
the  nature  of  the  offence  for  which  such  person  was  delivered  to 
him,  and  the  names  of  such  witnesses  (if  he  shall  know  the  same)  as 
will  be  able  to  prove  such  offence. 

[18]  SEC.  5.  If  any  assistant  or  other  watchman,  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  assigned  him  by  the  captain 
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under  whose  command  he  shall  then  be,  or  shall  be  found  sleeping 
while  on  duty,  or  unnecessarily  absent  therefrom,  or  shall  be  intoxi- 
cated, or  shall  be  guilty  of  disorderly  behaviour  while  on  duty,  he 
shall  be  immediately  removed  from  office  by  the  Common  Council, 
and  another  fit  person  appointed  in  his  stead. 

[19]  SEC.  6.  Each  of  the  said  captains  and  assistants,  and 
every  watchman,  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  the  peace  and 
good  government  of  this  city,  obey  all  orders  given  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Mayor,  or  either  of  the  Aldermen  of  the  said  city,  for  the 
time  being ;  and  also,  of  the  Justices  of  the  Municipal  Court  or  either 
of  them,  on  pain  of  removal  from  office. 

[20]  SEC.  7.  Whenever  any  fire  shall  happen  in  the  night,  the 
watchmen  shall  give  notice  to  each  of  the  engineers,  fire  wardens, 
foremen  of  engines,  and  bell  ringers,  within  the  said  city.  And  it 
moreover  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  watchman,  upon  the  breaking 
out  of  any  fire,  to  alarm  the  citizens  by  crying  fire ;  and  mentioning 
the  street  where  it  may  be,  so  that  the  firemen  and  citizens  may 
thereby  be  generally  directed  where  to  repair ;  and  if  any  watchman 
shall  neglect  so  to  do,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

[21]  SEC.  8.  The  said  watchmen  shall  be  considered  as  being 
on  duty,  for  the  purpose  of  performing  the  duties  and  exercising  the 
powers  imposed  and  given  by  the  preceding  sections  of  this  title,  from 
sunset  until  sunrise, 

[22]  SEC.  9.  To  each  of  the  said  captains  of  the  watch,  shall 
be  paid  for  their  services  for  every  night  they  shall  be  on  duty,  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  and  thirty-seven  and  a  half  cents. 

[23]  SEC.  10.  To  each  of 'the  said  assistant  captains  shall  be 
paid  for  their  services,  for  every  night  they  shall  be  employed  as 
assistants,  the  sum  of  one  dollars  and  twelve  and  a  half  cents. 

[24]  SEC.  11.  To  each  of  the  said  watchmen  and  substitutes, 
shall  be  paid  for  their  services  for  every  night  they  may  be  employed 
on  duty,  the  sum  of  eighty-seven  and  a  half  cents. 

[25]  SEC.  12.  To  each  of  the  said  captains,  assistant  captains, 
watchmen,  and  substitutes,  shall  be  paid  for  their  attendance  as  wit- 
nesses against  any  person  taken  into  custody  by  them,  twelve  and  a 
half  cents  for  each  and  every  hour  their  attendance  may  be  required, 
in  addition  to  their  other  compensation. 


TITLE  III. 
Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

[26]  SEC.  1.  The  cells  under  the  Brooklyn  Market,  shall  be 
used  as  the  places  for  detaining  prisoners  in  custody  ;  but  the  cap- 
tain of  the  watch  may,  in  his  discretion,  permit  a  person,  who  be-

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haves  orderly,  to  remain  in  the  watch  room ;  such  permission,  how- 
ever, is  to  be  considered  as  a  matter  of  indulgence,  and  not  a  matter 
of  right  on  the  part  of  the  prisoner. 

[27]  SEC.  2.  The  Watch  Committee  of  the  Common  Council, 
for  the  time  being,  is  hereby  vested  with  power  to  superintend,  regu- 
late, and  control  the  city  watch,  in  conformity  with  this  law.

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows: 

[28]  SEC.  1.  The  third  section  of  the  first  title  of  an  ordinance, 
entitled  "  A  law  to  regulate  the  city  watch,"  is  hereby  amended,  as 
follows,  to  wit :  After  the  word  "  captains,"  and  before  the  word 
"  shall,"  in  the  fourth  line  of  said  section,  insert  "  or  assistant  cap- 
tains," to  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

[29]  SEC.  2.  The  eleventh  section  of  said  first  title,  is  hereby 
repealed,  and  the  said  section  shall  hereafter  read  as  follows :  "  The 
Common  Council  shall  appoint  six  persons  to  be  watchmen  under 
the  command  of  each  of  said  captains,  and  to  serve  as  assistants ; 
they  shall  take  charge  of  the  watch  and  do  such  other  duties  as 
shall  be  required  of  them  by  said  captains,  or  either  of  them.  Two 
of  said  assistants  shall  be  stationed  at  the  watch  house  in  the  City 
Hall,  two  at  the  branch  watch  house  in  the  northern  section  of  the 
city,  and  the  other  at  the  branch  watch  house  in  the  northern 
section  of  the  city.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  visit  the  different  sta- 
tions of  the  watchmen  in  their  district,  from  time  to  time  during  the 
night,  to  inspect  and  see  if  the  watchmen  on  duty  are  faithfully  per- 
forming their  duties ;  one  of  said  assistants  at  each  of  the  station 
houses  aforesaid,  shall  leave  the  same  on  or  before  eleven  o'clock 
each  night,  to  go  out  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  as  aforesaid,  and 
shall  return  thereto  at  half  past  one  o'clock  the  following  morn- 
ing ;  and  upon  his  return,  the  other  of  said  assistants  at  each  station 
house,  shall  go  out  for  the  same  purposes  and  return  with  the  watch 
at  sunrise." 

[SO]  SEC.  8.  The  ninth  section  of  the  second  title  of  said  or- 
dinance, mentioned  and  referred  to  in  the  first  section  hereof,  is  amen- 
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ded  as  follows,  to  wit :  strike  out  the  words  "  thirty-seven  and  a 
half,"  and  in  lieu  thereof,  read  "  fifty." 

[31]  SEC.  4.  The  tenth  section  of  said  second  title,  is  amended 
as  follows,  to  wit :  strike  out  the  words,  "  twelve  and  a  half,"  therein, 
and  insert  instead  thereof,  and  read,  "  twenty-five." 

[32]  SEC.  5.  The  eleventh  section  of  said  second  title,  is  amend- 
ed as  follows,  to  wit :  strike  out  all  that  ensues  after  the  word 
"  watchmen,"  therein,  and  insert  instead,  and  read  thereafter,  "  shall 
be  paid  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  in  equal  monthly 
payments  ;  to  each  of  said  substitutes  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  night ;  which  sum  shall  be  deducted 
from ;  and  paid  out  of  the  monthly  payment  to  the  watchman  whose 
place  said  substitute  supplies. 

[33]  SEC.  6.  All  ordinances  and  resolutions  inconsistent  with 
the  preceding  provisions,  are  hereby  repealed.

A  law  regulating  Weighmasters  and  Measurers  in  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

TITLE  I. 
Of  the  appointment  of  Weighmasters,  and  their  duties. 

[1]  SEC.  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council, 
from  time  to  time,  competent  and  proper  persons,  who  shall  be 
known  as,  and  called  Weighmasters  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  who 
shall  be  authorised  to  weigh  all  articles  except  coal,  and  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Common  Council. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  No  person  shall  exercise  the  office  of  weighmas- 
ter,  by  weighing  any  article  for  any  private  person  or  persons,  with- 
out having  received  an  appointment  from  the  Common  Council,  un- 
der a-  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  weighmaster,  when 
required,  to  make  a  return  of  the  several  articles  weighed  by  him  ; 
and  when  it  can  be  done,  to  mark  on  each  vessel  containing  such  ar- 
ticle, or  on  such  article  itself,  the  weight,  with  blacking  or  red  chalk, 
in  legible  and  durable  figures. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  If  any  weighmaster  shall  be  unable,  in  consequence 
of  sickness  or  other  disability,  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  he 
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may,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  expressed  in  writing,  em- 
ploy a  sober,  discreet  man,  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  his  office  during 
such  inability. 

[5]  SEC.  5.  The  person  appointed  in  the  place  of  any  weigh- 
master,  by  virtue  of  the  last  preceding  section  of  this  title,  shall  take 
an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  his  trust ;  and  the  weighmaster  in  whose 
stead  such  person  is  deputed,  shall  be  accountable  for  the  official 
conduct  of  such  person. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  No  weighmaster  shall  use  more  than  one  scale  at 
the  same  time,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[7]  SEC.  7.  If  any  weighmaster  shall  neglect  to  attend  in  per- 
son to  the  duties  of  his  office,  (except  in  case  of  sickness  or  other  dis- 
ability,) or  shall  ask,  demand,  or  receive,  any  greater  compensation 
for  his  services  than  is  allowed  in  and  by  the  second  title  of  this 
chapter,  or  shall  exercise  the  office  of  weighmaster  under  any  other 
appointment,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars. 

[8]  SEC.  8.  The  weighmasters  shall  severally  take  and  sub- 
scribe an  oath  or  affirmation,  well  and  truly  to  perform  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices  during  their  appointment. 

[9]  SEC.  9.  The  weighmasters  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall  be 
entitled  to  demand  and  receive  the  same  fees  for  their  services  as 
are  allowed  to  weighmasters  in  the  city  of  New  York. 


TITLE  II. 
Of  the  appointment  of  Measurers,  and  their  duties. 

[10]  SEC.  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, from  time  to  time,  competent  and  discreet  persons,  who  shall  be 
known  as,  and  called  Measurers  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  who  shall 
be  authorised  to  measure  all  articles  except  coal ;  and  who  shall  hold 
their  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Common  Council. 

[11]  SEC.  2.  The  said  measurers  shall  severally  take  and  sub- 
scribe an  oath  or  affirmation,  well  and  faithfully  to  perform  the  du- 
ties of  their  respective  offices  during  their  appointment.

A  law  respecting  Weights  and  Measures. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

TITLE  I. 
Of  the  Inspector  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  his  Duties. 

[1]  SEC.  1.  All  persons  using  weights,  measures,  scale-beams, 
patent  balances,  steel-yards,  or  any  other  instrument  in  weighing  or 
measuring  any  article  intended  to  be  purchased  or  sold  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  sealed  and  marked  by  the  city 
Inspector  and  sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  the  said  city. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  Any  person  who  shall,  in  weighing  or  measuring 
any  article  for  purchase  or  sale  within  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  use  any 
weight,  measure,  scale-beam,  patent  balance,  steel- yard,  or  other  in- 
strument, not  sealed  and  marked  as  is  required  by  the  first  section 
of  this  law,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and 
every  such  offence. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  All  weights,  measures,  scale-beams,  patent  bal- 
ances, steel-yards,  and  other  instruments  for  weighing,  to  be  sealed 
and  adjusted  by  the  city  Inspector  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Mea- 
sures in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall  be  made  conformable  to  the  stan- 
dard of  the  State,  and  shall  be  marked  by  him,  with  the  initials  of 
his  name  and  the  year  in  which  the  same  shall  be  sealed  and  marked. 
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[4]  SEC,  4.  If  any  person  shall  use,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  in 
weighing  or  measuring  as  aforesaid,  any  weight,  measure,  scale-beam, 
patent  balance,  steel-yard,  or  other  instrument,  which  shall  not  be 
conformable  to  such  standard,  or  shall  use  in  weighing  as  aforesaid, 
any  scale-beam,  patent  balance,  steel-yard,  or  other  instrument, 
which  shall  be  out  of  order  or  incorrect,  or  which  shall  not  balance, 
he,  she,  or  they,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence,  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  dollars. 

[5]  SEC.  5.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council, 
a  discreet  and  competent  person,  who  shall  be  known  as,  and  called, 
the  Inspector  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  The  said  Inspector  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and 
subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  well  and  faithfully  to  execute  the  du- 
ties of  his  office,  and  shall  also,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  execute  to  the  "  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Brooklyn,"  a  bond  for  the  penal  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  with 
one  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  for  the  safe  keeping  and  return  of 
all  such  weights,  measures,  and  other  instruments  for  weighing  and 
measuring  entrusted  to  his  care  by  the  Common  Council  of  said  city. 

[7]  SEC.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Inspector  and 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  he  is  hereby  authorised  to  in- 
spect and  examine,  at  least  once  in  each  and  every  year,  and  as 
much  oftener  as  he  may  think  proper,  all  weights,  measures,  scale- 
beams,  patent  balances,  steel-yards,  and  other  instruments  used  in 
the  city  of  Brooklyn,  in  weighing  and  measuring  as  aforesaid. 

[8]  SEC.  8.  No  person  shall  refuse  to  exhibit  any  weights, 
measures,  scale-beams,  patent  balances,  steel-yards,  or  other  instru- 
ments, to  the  said  inspector  and  sealer,  for  the  purpose  of  being  so 
inspected  and  examined,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for 
every  such  offence. 

[9]  SEC.  9.  No  person  shall,  in  any  way  or  manner,  obstruct, 
hinder,  or  molest,  the  said  Inspector  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures,  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  as  hereby  imposed  upon 
him,  under  a  penalty  upon  every  such  person,  of  twenty-five  dollars 
for  every  such  offence. 


TITLE  II. 
Of  the  Fees  of  the  Sealer  and  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

[10]  SEC.  1.  The  said  Inspector  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  the  following  fees 
for  his  services : 

For  sealing  and  marking  every  scale-beam,  patent  balance,  steel- 
yard, or  other  instrument  used  for  weighing  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn, 
twelve  and  a  half  cents. 
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l?or  sealing  and  marking  measures  of  extension,  at  the  rate  of 
twelve  and  a  half  cents  per  yard,  not  to  exceed  fifty  cents  for  any 
one  measure.  For  sealing  and  marking  every  weight  under  seven 
pounds,  three  cents. 

For  sealing  and  marking  every  weight  of  seven  pounds,  six  cents. 

For  every  weight  of  fourteen"  pounds,  twelve  and  a  half  cents. 
For  every  weight  of  twenty-eight  pounds,  fifteen  cents.  For  every 
weight  of  sixty  pounds  and  over,  twenty-five  cents. 

For  sealing  and  marking  liquid  and  dry  measures :  For  every 
measure  under  one  gallon,  three  cents.  For  one  gallon  and  over, 
six  cents. 

For  sealing  and  marking  every  measure  of  half  a  bushel,  twelve 
and  a  half  cents  ;  for  every  measure  of  two  bushels,  seventy-five 
cents  ;  for  every  measure  of  three  bushels,  one  dollar. 

The  said  sealer  shall  also  be  entitled  to  a  reasonable  compensation 
for  making  such  weights  and  measures  conformable  to  the  standard 
established  by  law. 

[11]  SEC.  2.  The  said  Inspector  and  Sealer  shall  be  entitled  to 
demand  and  receive  the  following  fees  for  inspecting  and  examining 
weights,  measures,  scale-beams,  patent  balances,  steel-yards,  and 
other  instruments  for  weighing  and  measuring,  used  in  said  city> 
namely : 

For  every  weight  of  fourteen  pounds  or  upwards,  three  cents. 

Fdr  every  weight  of  smaller  denomination,  one  and  a  half  cent. 

For  every  liquid  measure,  two  centsk 

For  every  yard  and  dry  measure,  three  cents. 

For  every  scale-beam,  patent  balance,  steel-yard,  or  other  instru- 
ment used  for  weighing,  three  cents. 

[12]  SEC,  3.  All  weights,  measures,  scale-beams,  patent  bal- 
ances, steel-yards,  and  other  instruments  used  for  weighing,  shall  be 
inspected  at  the  stores  and  places  where  the  same  may  be  used  :  but 
in  case  they,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  found  not  conformable  to  the 
standard  of  this  State,  they  shall  be  sent  by  the  owner  thereof,  at 
his  expense,  to  the  office  of  said  Inspector  and  Sealer,  for  the 
purpose  of  being  adjusted  and  sealed,  within  three  days  after  the 
owner  thereof  shall  be  required  so  to  do,  in  writing,  by  the  said  In- 
spector and  Sealer,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such 
neglect. 

[13]  SEC.  4.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  Inspector  and 
Sealer  to  make  the  aforesaid  charges  for  inspecting  and  examining 
weights,  measures,  scale-beams,  patent  balances,  steel-yards,  or 
other  instruments  used  for  weighing,  more  than  once  in  each  year, 
unless  they  shall  be  found  to  be  not  conformable  to  the  said  standard. 

[14]  SEC.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Inspector  and 
Sealer  to  make  a  register  of  all  the  weights,  measures,  scale-beams, 
patent  balances,  steel-yards,  and  other  instruments  used  for  weigh- 
ing, inspected  by  him,  in  which  he  shall  state  the  names  of  the  own- 
ers of  the  same,  and  whether  they  are  conformable  to  the  standard 
of  the  State. 
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[15]  SEC.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Inspector  and 
Sealer,  to  report  forthwith  to  the  Attorney  of  this  Corporation,  the 
names  of  all  persons  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
law. 

[16]  SEC.  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Inspector  and 
Sealer,  when  required,  at  all  proper  times,  to  weigh  or  measure  any 
article  purchased,  where  a  reasonable  suspicion  may  exist  that  a 
fraud  has  been  committed ;  and  to  report  to  this  Board  from  time  to 
time,  when  called  on  for  that  purpose,  his  proceedings,  and  the 
amount  of  fees  received  by  him.

An  ordinance  to  regulate  the  construction  of  Wells  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn.* 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  JBrooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

[1]  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  all  wells  con- 
structed for  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  shall  be  constructed 
in  the  following  manner,  to  wit : 

The  well  shall  be  dug  at  least  five  feet  below  tide  water ;  when 
stoned  up,  it  shall  be  three  feet  six  inches  in  diameter.  The  stone  to 
be  used  shall  be  good  merchantable  stone  suitable  for  the  purpose 
in  every  respect,  to  be  laid  on  a  curb  made  of  good,  sound  white 
pine  plank,  one  and  one-quarter  inches  thick,  and  five  and  one-half 
feet  in  diameter  on  the  out  side,  and  six  feet  in  height,  made  per- 
fectly tight.  The  wall  shall  be  one  foot  thick  at  the  bottom,  and  to 
the  height  of  ten  feet  from  the  bottom ;  the  remainder  of  the  wall 
shall  be  ten  inches  thick.  Four  feet  of  the  wall  from  the  top  of  the 
well,  shall  be  laid  in  good  cement,  and  faced  on  both  sides. 

[2]  The  well  shall  be  covered  with  good  flag  stones  five  feet  long 
and  four  inches  thick,  and  properly  laid  in  a  bed  of  good  cement ;  the 
neck  of  the  well  shall  be  of  cut  stone,  twenty-four  by  forty-eight 
inches  in  the  clear,  and  three  feet  high  and  four  inches  thick,  to  be 
properly  jointed  and  laid  in  cement,  and  the  top  to  be  secured  with 
iron  anchors  let  into  the  stone,  and  properly  soldered  with  lead.* 

[3]  A  flat  stone  three  feet  long,  two  feet  wide,  and  three  inches 
thick,  to  be  laid  in  cement  under  the  pump  spout,  as  a  drip  stone.* 

[4]  There  shall  be  good  and  proper  flag  stones  laid  around  three 
sides  of  the  well,  to  extend  three  feet  on  two  sides,  and  four  feet 
under  the  brake  or  handle,  for  all  of  which,  six  dollars  shall  be  allow- 
ed additional. 

[5]  Where  the  street  has  not  been  paved,  the  contractor  shall 
pave  at  his  own  expense  to  the  extent  of  six  feet  on  two  sides  of  the 
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well,  and  in  such  cases  the  drip  stone  shall  be  three  feet  by  four 
feet* 

[6]  In  all  cases  the  contractor  shall  remove  all  sand  and  earth 
from  about  the  well  at  least  once  in  each  week,  except  so  much  as 
is  necessary  to  bank  in  the  stone  work. 

[7]  Where  it  may  be  necessary  to  dig  a  well  to  a  greater  depth 
than  is  provided  for  in  this  ordinance,  the  contractor  shall  be  allowed 
such  additional  price  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Wells  and  Pumps,  and  the  Street  Commissioner.

11]     Penalty  for  violations. 


The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

An  ordinance  to  establish  the  Rates  of  Wharfage  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn. 

[1]  SEC.  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owners  of  wharves 
in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  to  ask  and  receive  to  their  own  use,  the  fol- 
lowing rates  of  wharfage  for  all  ships  and  vessels  using  their  wharves 
respectively,  that  is  to  say,  for  every  vessel  under  the  burthen  of 
fifty  tons,  fifty  cents  per  day ;  for  every  ship  or  other  vessel  of  the  bur- 
then of  fifty  tons,  and  under  one  hundred  tons,  sixty-two  and  a  half 
cents  per  day ;  for  every  ship  or  other  vessel  of  the  burthen  of  one  hun- 
dred tons,  and  under  the  burthen  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  tons,  seven- 
ty-five cents  per  day ;  for  every  ship  or  other  vessel  of  the  burthen 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  tons,  and  under  the  burthen  of  two  hundred 
tons,  eighty-seven  and  a  half  cents  per  day ;  for  every  ship  or  other 
vessel  of  the  burthen  of  two  hundred  tons,  and  under  the  burthen  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  tons,  one  hundred  cents  per  day ;  for  every 
ship  or  other  vessel  of  the  burthen  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  tons, 
and  under  the  burthen  of  three  hundred  tons,  one  hundred  and 
twelve  and  one  half  cents  per  day ;  for  every  ship  or  other  vessel  of 
the  burthen  of  three  hundred  tons,  and  under  the  burthen  of  three 
hundred  and  fifty  tons,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  cents  per  day  ; 
for  every  ship  or  other  vessel  of  the  burthen  of  three  hundred  and 
fifty  tons,  and  under  the  burthen  of  four  hundred  tons,  one  hundred 
and  thirty-seven  and  one  half  cents  per  day  ;  for  every  ship  or  other 
vessel  of  the  burthen  of  four  hundred  tons,  and  under  the  burthen  of 
four  hundred  and  fifty  tons,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day ;  for 
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every  ship  or  other  vessel  of  the  burthen  of  four  hundred  and  fifty 
tons,  and  under  the  burthen  of  five  hundred  tons,  one  hundred  and 
sixty-two  and  one  half  cents  per  day  ;  for  every  ship  or  other  vessel  of 
the  burthen  of  five  hundred  tons,  and  under  five  hundred  and  fifty 
tons,  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  cents  per  day  ;  for  every  ship  or 
other  vessel  of  the  burthen  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  tons,  and  under 
the  burthen  of  six  hundred  tons,  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  and 
one  half  cents  per  day  ;  for  every  ship  or  vessel  of  the  burthen  of  six 
hundred  tons  and  upwards,  to  pay  twelve  and  one  half  cents,  in  addi- 
tion for  every  fifty  tons  in  addition  to  the  rate  last  mentioned,  for 
every  day  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  use  or  be  made  fast  to  any  of  the 
said  wharves. 

[2]  SEC.  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner  of  any  wharf 
in  the  said  city,  to  appoint  a  person  to  be  wharfinger  thereof,  who 
shall  continue  at  the  pleasure  of  such  owner,  or  who  may  in  his  own 
name,  or  in  the  name  of  such  owner,  ask  and  receive  the  wharfage 
as  it  shall  become  due ;  and  if  any  difference  shall  arise  between 
such  owner  or  wharfinger  and  the  master,  owner,  and  agent  of 
any  ship  or  vessel  concerning  the  burthen  thereof,  either  party  may 
apply  to  one  of  the  Harbor  Masters  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  who 
shall  decide  such  difference  by  measurement  of  such  ship  or  vessel, 
or  in  such  other  manner  as  he  shall  deem  best ;  and  shall,  if  required 
by  either  party,  certify  under  his  hand,  the  tonnage  of  such  ship  or 
vessel,  and  the  same  shall  be  final  in  respect  to  the  rate  of  wharfage 
thereof,  and  the  expenses  of  such  determination  shall  be  paid  by  the 
party  against  whom  it  shall  be  given :  Provided,  however,  that  the 
same  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents. 

[3]  SEC.  3.  That  every  ship  or  other  vessel  which  shall  make 
fast  to  any  other  ship  or  vessel  that  shall  be  fastened  to  any  wharf, 
and  being  so  fastened,  shall  pay  the  one-half  of  the  rate  of  wharfage 
such  ship  or  vessel  would  have  been  liable  to  pay  if  fastened  to  such 
wharf. 

[4]  SEC.  4.  That  when  any  ship  or  other  vessel  having  made 
fast  to  any  wharf,  or  having  made  fast  to  any  ship  or  vessel  that 
shall  be  fastened  to  any  wharf,  such  ship  or  other  vessel  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  one  day's  wharfage ;  but  such  ship  or  other  vessel  shall 
not  be  liable  to  pay  more  than  one  day's  wharfage,  until  the  expira- 
tion of  twenty-four  hours  after  such  vessel  shall  have  been  made  fast 
to  such  wharf  or  vessel.  And  if  the  master  or  owner  of  such  vessel 
refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  the  wharfage  as  aforesaid,  or  give  satisfac- 
tory security  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  being  thereunto  required 
by  the  owner  or  wharfinger,  by  notice  in  writing  being  left  on  board 
with  the  mate  or  one  of  the  hands  belonging  to  said  vessel,  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  wharfinger  to  distrain  for  such 
wharfage  on  any  goods  or  chattels  found  on  board  such  ship  or  ves- 
sel, or  upon  the  said  vessel,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as 
twenty -four  hours'  wharfage  shall  become  due,  and  the  goods  and 
chattels  or  vessel  so  distrained  to  sell  and  dispose  of,  the  same  as  is 
provided  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
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entitled  "  An  act  for  the  collection  of  wharfage  in  the  village  of 
Brooklyn,"  passed  April  15,  1828. 

[5]  SEC.  5.  The  owner  or  wharfinger  having  charge  of  any 
wharf  for  the  time  being,  may  give  such  order  and  direction  from 
time  to  time,  to  the  owner,  master,  or  person  having  charge  of  any 
ship  or  other  vessel  whatsoever,  laying  at,  or  within  any  of  the  said 
wharves,  piers,  or  slips  of  this  city,  or  to  any  seaman,  mariner,  or 
person  employed  on  board  such  vessel,  as  they  shall  respectively 
think  just  and  proper,  touching  the  laying,  fastening,  and  berth  of 
any  such  ship,  boat,  or  other  vessel  whatsoever. 

[6]  SEC.  6.  For  any  neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  such 
order  and  direction  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  section  of  this 
title,  the  owner,  master,  or  person  having  charge  of  any  such  ship, 
boat,  or  other  vessel,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars. 

[7]  SEC.  7.  No  person  shall  throw  any  stones,  earth,  ballast, 
shells,  ashes,  or  other  dirt  or  rubbish  whatsoever,  into  any  of  the 
slips,  docks,  wharves,  or  piers  in  the  said  city,  under  the  penalty  of 
ten  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

[8]  SEC.  8.  Any  owner  or  wharfinger  of  any  wharf  in  this  city, 
shall  be  entitled  to  charge  upon  any  cargo,  and  the  owner  or  agent 
of  any  cargo,  of  any  vessel  unloading  the  same,  and  piling  or  throw- 
ing said  loading,  or  part  of  such  loading,  upon  any  of  the  wharves 
of  this  city,  so  as  to  occupy  a  berth  on  said  wharf,  or  in  any  way 
hinder  or  obstruct  the  loading  or  unloading  of  any  other  vessel  at 
said  wharf,  shall  pay  the  same  wharfage  for  the  cargo  thus  landed 
upon  the  wharf,  as  the  vessel  would  be  entitled  to  pay,  according  to 
the  preceding  sections  of  this  act,  and  if  the  owner  or  agent  of  any 
such  cargo,  or  parts  of  cargo,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  such 
wharfage,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  wharfinger  or  owner,  in  their 
own  names  respectively,  to  distrain,  sell  and  dispose  of  said  cargo, 
or  so  much  of  said  cargo  as  will  satisfy  the  amount  of  such  wharfage, 
as  is  provided  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  collection  of  wharfage  in  the  village 
of  Brooklyn,"  passed  April  15,  1828  ;  and  if  any  person  shall  dump 
or  deposit,  or  cause  to  be  dumped  or  deposited,  without  the  consent 
of  the  owner  or  wharfinger,  any  sand,  earth,  coal,  wood,  stone,  brick, 
barrels  or  other  casks,  lumber,  or  any  other  thing,  upon  any  of  the 
wharves  of  this  city,  for  the  purpose  of  being  taken  away  by  any 
ship  or  other  vessel,  and  thereby  obstruct  or  occupy  a  berth  on  said 
wharf,  the  owner  or  agent  of  said  sand,  earth,  coal,  wood,  stone, 
brick,  or  any  other  thing  so  deposited  on  said  wharf,  shall  be  liable 
to  pay  the  same  rate  of  wharfage  per  day,  as  the  vessel  would  be 
liable  to  pay  that  takes  said  loading  away,  and  shall  be  collected  in 
the  same  manner.

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An  ordinance  in  relation  to  Backing  Pieces  upon  the  Docks,  Piers, 
Bulkheads  and  Wharves  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  do  ordain  as  follows : 

[9]  SEC.  1.  The  owner  or  owners,  lessee  or  lessees,  of  every 
dock,  pier,  bulkhead,  or  wharf,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  are  hereby 
required  to  place,  or  to  cause  to  be  placed  upon  the  same,  backing 
pieces,  logs  or  timbers,  not  less  than  ten  inches  in  height  and  ten 
inches  in  width,  where  the  same  has  not  already  been  done ;  and  in 
all  cases  to  fasten,  maintain  and  keep  up,  or  cause  to  be  fastened, 
maintained  and  kept  up,  such  backing  pieces,  logs  or  timbers,  so  that 
the  said  backing  pieces,  logs  or  timbers  shall  run  along  all  the  fronts 
and  sides  of  such  docks,  piers,  bulkheads  and  wharves,  wherever  said 
fronts  or  sides  are  above  the  level  of  the  ground  or  of  the  water  at 
low  tide. 

[10]  SEC.  2.  Whenever  any  dock,  pier,  bulkhead  or  wharf 
shall  hereafter  be  erected  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  the  owner  or  own- 
ers thereof  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  thereon,  backing  piers, 
logs  or  timbers,  of  the  height  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  the 
first  section  of  this  ordinance,  before  the  said  dock,  pier,  bulkhead  or 
wharf  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  business,  and  shall  ever  after 
maintain  and  keep  the  said  backing  pieces  and  timbers  securely  fas- 
tened and  in  good  repair. 

[11]  SEC.  3.  Any  person  who  shall  neglect  or  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  any  proper  action.

To  the  Mayor    and  Common    Council  of  the   City  of 
Brooklyn  : 

The  Comptroller  respectfully  submits  to  your  honora- 
ble body  a  statement  of  all  the  financial  operations  of  the 
City  from  the  year  1841  to  the  1st  of  May,  1850,  in  ac- 
cordance with  a  resolution  of  the  Common  Council. 

From  an  examination  of  the  trust  accounts  (Sched- 
ules from  A  to  N.),  it  will  be  perceived  that  there  are 
many  on  which  there  has  been  more  money  paid  than 
has  been  received,  and  for  which  (it  is  believed)  no  as- 
sessment can  be  levied.  Most  of  these  amounts  have 
become/ a  funded  debt,  having  been  paid  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  Bonds  sold. 

The  Comptroller  would  respectfully  suggest,  that 
such  of  the  above  amounts  as  cannot  be  collected  by 
assessments,  be  carried  to  deficiency  account:  they 
would  then  exhibit  their  true  character,  viz.,  a  loss  to 
the  City.  Standing  as  they  now  do,  with  a  debit  ba- 
lance, they  give  ground  for  supposing  that  more  can  be 
collected  on  the  same  account. 

It  also  appears  that  payments  have  been  made  for 
surveys  and  expenses  incurred  on  contemplated  im- 
provements, some  of  which  have  been  abandoned,  and 
others  completed;  on  some  of  which  no  assessments 
were  made,  while  on  others  the  assessments  were  made 
without  including  these  charges  ;  consequently,  the 


whole  is  a  loss  to  the  City,  and  should  be  balanced  as 
above. 

It  will  also  further  appear  that  there  are  accounts 
on  which  all  the  assessments  have  not  been  col- 
lected, and  on  which  more  has  been  paid  out  than  has 
been  received,  the  account  being  overdrawn. 

The  amounts  received  over  the  amounts  paid,  stand- 
ing to  the  credit  of  the  various  trust  accounts  due  to 
awards,  surplus,  contractors  and  expenses,  on  the  1st  of 
May,  1850,  are  23,378  T7o9o  dollars.  Balance  in  trea- 
sury, 8,176  in&6Tr  dollars;  the  account  being  over- 
drawn 15,202  T4oV  dollars.  To  this  are  to  be  added 
the  amounts  received  from  taxes  for  5th  ward  map,  700 
dollars;  for  6th  ward  do.,  200  dollars;  and  for  7th  ward 
do.,  1,500  dollars  ;  also,  amount  standing  to]  the  credit 
of  assessments  on  City  property,  received  from  taxes  ; 
also,  the  amount  received,  over  the  amount  paid,  for  the 
Washington  Park  opening,  making  the  whole  amount 
overdrawn,  on  trust  accounts,  on  the  1st  of  May, 
45,336  T2o9o  dollars,  as  will  more  fully  appear  by  refer- 
ence to  Schedule  N. 

The  accounts  of  the  City,  previous  to  1841,  were  ad- 
justed by  a  committee  of  the  Common  Council,  appoint- 
ed for  that  purpose,  who  have  left  their  balances,  without 
any  data,  in  the  Comptroller's  office,  by  which  it  can  be 
ascertained  how  they  were  arrived  at;  which  balances 
have  necessarily  been  taken  in  making  up  this  report. 
This  is  deemed  a  sufficient  answer  to  the  first  require- 
ment of  the  resolution  calling  for  a  statement  of  all  the 
accounts  of  the  City  from  its  first  organization  to  the 
present  time. 

Schedules,  from  A  to  M,  show  a  full  statement  of 
trust  accounts,  with  a  balance  sheet. 


Schedules,  from  1  to  52  inclusive,  show  a  full  state* 
ment  of  all  the  accounts  of  the  City;  the  amounts  re- 
ceived arid  expended  in  each  year,  with  the  debit  and 
credit  balances,  and  a  balance  sheet. 

Schedule  53  shows  the  amount  of  bonds  sold,  for  what 
purposes  created,  and  how  appropriated,  with  the  inter- 
est and  premiums  received,  in  each  year. 

Schedule  54  contains  a  statement  showing  the  debt 
of  the  City,  May  1st,  1850. 

Schedule  55  gives  a  statement  of  the  amount  raised  by 
tax,  in  each  year,  from  1840  to  1850,  as  authorised  by 
the  joint  board  of  the  Supervisors  and  Common  Council, 
and  for  what  purpose. 

Schedule  56  gives  the  amount  for  Local  School  pur- 
poses, as  above. 

Schedule  57  gives  a  statement  of  the  taxable  property 
in  each  ward,  real  and  personal,  from  1838  to  1849,  with 
a  total  of  the  whole  amount  in  each  year. 

Schedule  58  gives  a  statement  of  all  the  real  estate 
held  by  the  City,  the  amount  acquired,  and  its  cost ;  the 
amount  sold,  and  price  realised,  and  how  appropriated, 
in  each  year. 

Schedule  59  gives  a  statement  showing  the  condition 
of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

With  a  view  to  lay  before  the  Common  Council  a 
plain  statement  of  all  the  knowledge  that  can  be  derived 
from  the  books  in  this  office  in  relation  to  City  af- 
fairs, as  called  for  by  a  resolution  offered  by  Aid.  Lam- 
bert in  a  previous  board,  the  Comptroller  submits  an  ex- 
hibit made  out  by  the  City  Accountant,  of  City  accounts 
(other  than  trust),  showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures, 
the  increase  of  appropriations  from  taxes  and  other 
sources,  the  former  liabilities,  and  the  amounts  expended 


over  and  above  all  appropriations,  in  each  year,  with  a 
recapitulation,  showing  under  whose  administration  the 
expenditures  were  made,  and  to  what  amouut. 

The  Comptroller  deems  it  his  duty  to  state,  for  the 
information  of  the  Common  Council,  that  there  was 
awarded  to  the  City  for  the  opening  of  Washington 
Park,  8,650  dollars,  which  sum  should  have  been  placed 
in  the  Sinking  Fund,  when  realized  from  the  sale  of 
bonds,  (the  real  estate  of  the  City  being  pledged  for  its 
payment,)  but  which  has  been  perverted  from  the  legiti- 
mate purpose  for  which  it  was  authorised,  and  expended 
for  general  City  purposes. 

The  Comptroller,  as  one  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund,  would  demand  the  immediate  transfer  of 
the  above  sum  to  that  fund ;  but  having  come  into  office 
with  a  treasury  already  overdrawn  to  an  amount  ex- 
ceeding 45,000  dollars,  with  liabilities  of  the  former 
year  subsequently  paid,  amounting  to  35,714  T#O 
dollars,  of  which  10,300  dollars  was  realized  from  the 
sale  of  all  the  remaining  bonds  of  the  City,  he  is  con- 
strained to  defer  this  demand  until  the  taxes  of  the  cur- 
rent year  shall  have  been  realised. 

The  statements  above  alluded  to  have  been  drawn  up 
with  great  care  and  laborious  research,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved will  be  found  correct,  presenting  statistics  of 
our  City  that  will  not  only  be  found  interesting 
and  instructive,  but  also  of  value  in  regulating  the  fu- 
ture management  of  City  affairs. 

The  Comptroller  would  respectfully  urge  upon  future 
City  Authorities  the  necessity  of  commencing  with  the 
New  Charter  an  entire  new  set  of  books  of  its  accounts, 
and  that  they  be  so  opened  and  kept  as  to  exhibit  all  its 
transactions  in  detail,  without  requiring  a  resort  to  papers 


or  memory.     That  this  can  be  done,rhowever  varied  or 
complicated  the  accounts  may  be,  no  person  acquainted 
with  keeping  accounts,  it  is  presumed,  will  doubt. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

NOTE.— Of  this  amount  of  $127,973  59  as  overdrafts  for  current'expenses  of  the 
City  during  the  last  nine  years,  $12,184  90  was  levied  and  collected  by  the  Super- 
visors in  the  year  1846,  and  was  the  whole  amount  of  overdrafts  reported  at  that 
time  to  exist. 

There  was  a  loan  authorised  by  the  Legislature  during  its  last  session,  of  $75,- 
000,  to  pay  existing  liabilities;  the  avails  of  sixty-five  of  these  bonds,  amounting  to 
866,370,  was  appropriated  tosuch  payment  prior  to  May  1st,  1850;  there  was  also 
a  loan  authorised  by  the  Legislature  to  complete  the  City  Hall,  all  of  which  were 
sold  prior  to  May  1st,  1850,  the  avails  of  which  amounted  to  $15,675,  which,  added 
to  the  bonds  previously  sold  on  Ctiy  Hall  account,  with  the  premiums,  amounts  to 
$216,617  50,  of  which  $209,045  has  been  paid  for  City  Hall,  leaving  $7,573  50, 
which  has  been  used  for  general  purposes.
